It was with a heart full of thankegiving and’ 
gratitude ty God, my Heavenly Father, that È 
reflected upon hie dealings with me and my 
brethren of the Twelve during the past year of 
my life, which waa spent in England, It truly 
seetned a miracle to look upon the cantrast 
betiveen our landing and departing from Inver- 
pool. We landed in the spring of 1840, as 
strangers in a strange land, and penniless, byt 
through the mercy of God, we have gaincd 
many friends, established ehurches in almost 
avery noted town and city in the kingdom of 
Great Britain, baptized between seven and 
eight thousand, printed 5000 Books of Mormon, 
3000 Hymn Books, 2300 volumes of the Milien-

We were until ten o'clock. at night getting 
from the docks to an inn, We were all very 
much fag, for we had been constantly 
handling boxes, chests, barrels and trunke 
from sunrise fill ten pm. without eating or 
drinking. We took supper about midnight, 
and laid down to reat at the Battery Pavilion,

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How to Grow Chinese Sugar Cane, 


As many farmers in our vicinity and State are 
experimenting in the culture of the new sugar 
pannin following directions on the subject may 

e useful, We find them in the Cincinnati Ga- 
zete, tọ which they were furnished by men who 
have had experience im the field in the sugar 
growing districts of this and other countries: 


CHOICE OF GROUND. 


Upland soil ıs better ‘for sugar than low 
ground though the latter may be a strong deep 
soil, This supposed that the saccharine matter in 
plants 19 absorbed chiefly from the atmo-pt ere; 
and though a larger growth of cane ean be se- 
cured on low ground than on high, there will be 
more water in the baj 5 and as the eost of pressing 
and boiling 1s considerable, it ig not always de~ 
sirable fo produce the laigeat growth, but rather 
the mehest juice. 

TIMR OF PLANTING 


The seed of the Chinese Sorzho, or Sorgho 
Sucre, should not be planted until the gound bos 
become warm to a cansiderable depth, If the 
seasonia backward, like the present springy the 
Ist or 16th of June wil! do vey well, Mr. W mit- 
ney, of Washington, D. C , raed his best seed, 
fast year, from seed planted on the 8th of June 


MANNER OF PLANTING, 


All agree that one aéed in a place, eight or ten 
inches apart, in dills four feet apart, running 
north and south, vives the best growth aud rend- 
ers ita maturity more certain and‘uniorm = It 
should be borne in mind that the Sorzho, or Im- 
phee, stools out like wheat, n e one seed pro- 
duces several stalks, and at 1g therefore not only 
useless but detuumental fo a good growth of the 
best cane fo plant the seed too thick. As hght 
and air are essential to the best growth of svgir, 
it ts better, as a general thug, to have too lew 
than too many stalks, therefore, no harm is done 
if a few hilla fail to come up, as they probably 
will when there je but one seed in u place 


CULTIVATION. 


This does not difer from the cultivation of In- 
dian Corn, except that it should be witehed when 
near maturity, When ir ia intended to make 
Sugar or Molasses the seed head should be pluck- 
ed out, This shou'd be done after the seed hag 
formed, and before it begina to fill, i. e., before it 
begins to assume a milky appearance; or, in ofh- 
er words, while the seeds are yet of a green 
color mde. ‘The seed heads are easily plucked 
out by the graspwg the head and jerking upward, 
Jn a short time after this is done, new pamele 
will shoot out from the jomis below, on which 
new seed heads will form. Ae soon as the seed 
1n these new heads have begun to form,the whale 
stalk should be stripped bure of all its leaves and 
pan cle, leaving nothing but the naked trunk. 


SHIPPING, 


This operation is performed very quick by those 
accustomed tort = It 1s done wi'h an instrument 
shaped much hke a pruning hook only it is larger, 
and is hot sharp. A stroke dowuwurd with this 
sustrument, close to (he stalk, stripe off uot only 
the pintcle and bladea,but also the sheaths around 
the stalk ut the base of eich blade. If the in- 
sirtimeut is sharp it does not clean the stalk so 
welland bes des that it would be likely to wound 
the staik and cause it fo suur. 

CUTTING. 
This may be done as soon a3 the stripping is 
completed, but not until the mil and the Ke.tles 
are all ready.a3 the eane should be ground as goon 
as it is cut, and the juice boiled a3 soon as jt is 
ressed. Otherwise, the quality of the syrup 
niade from it will be inferior, andit will be neay

The inhabitants of Lehi, Utah gounty, In masa 
meoting assembled, unenimously adopted the fols 
lowing preamble aud resolutions, expressive of 
their feellngs respecting the official courae of His 

xcellency Governor Brigham Young, his Mes- 
sage of Dec. 13th, 1857, to the Legulative Aa- 
sembly of Utah Territory and the Resolutions 
thereon as adopted and signed by the members of

e Whereas the People called Lattar Day Sainta, 
who now inhabit the Territory of Utah, have, in 
yeara past, been cruelly persecuted, mobbed, 
driven, many times, our females ravished, our 
children butchered, some ‘of our best men mur- 
dered in cold blood, in Carthage jail, namely, Jo- 
seph Smith, our Prophet, and gran Smith, our 
Patriareb, whife unter the phghted faith of the 
Stato of [hnois, by Governor Thomas Fard, also 
of the Twelya Apostles, David Patten m Mis- 
sour) and Parley P. Pratt in Arkansas; and,

Second Attempt to Launch the Great 
Eastern. 


Yesterday a second, and for the present, we 
yogret to suy, an unsuccessful attempt was made 
to move this great vessel further down the 
launching ways, Ut wus not an attetnpt to launch 
her, a8 there is not now a sufficient amount of 
water to Goat her off the bottoin of the ways, 
hut it was an effort to move her about 40 feet 
jower down than (he position which she at pres- 
ent occupjes, and m this, us we hnya sotd, the at- 
tempt was a talluse, Th- immediate cause winch 
Jed to this Whksuccess may be stated in a very 
few words, wamely, that (be abutments of piles 
against which the bases of the hydraulic rame 
rested yielded under the pressure winch was ex- 
erted between the ship’s cradle, and gave way to 
a groat extent, and at fast in some places broke 
entitely, 

The mooring chain, belonging either to the 
Government or thé city corporation, holding the 
sheave, through which, by a fourtold purchase 
ou jand, the stem of the vessel was hauled t0 
the river, also gave way, and thie mishap, taken 
In connection with the other, Jed to all further 
attempts being postpcned for at least some days, 
and perhaps, for a longer period. These were 
the immedjate causes, but in order ta underetand 
completely the circumstances which induced 
them jt 18 necessary to refer to the time of the 
first altemp', on the 2} of thf: month. 

The Gieal Eastern ahd down same five or six 
feet when she was stanly checkea, though not 
till the mishap at the windlass oecurred, which 
made all the workmen in tho yard so timid us to 
unfit them for the execution of orders which re- 
quired an unusual amount of nerve and coolness. 
Withm an hour afterwards the attempt was giw- 
en up, and st was then determined that at ali 
hazards the public should be kept in total igno- 
rance of when the next effort rhould be made — 
Hence the etiict seerecy with which ull the sub- 
sequent operations huve been conducted, aud 
which was so well maintained that even up to 
yesterday morning not half-a dozen persons were 
aware of what was to be done. From pruden- 
tial motives with regard to the men, and, also, 
that above all other places no note of prepara- 
non should be given on the river, the purchases 
worked fiom the barges which were to haul the 
vessel in that. direction were allowed to be work 
ed from the shore, 

In order to do this double sheaves were secured 
to the government and city moorings, near the 
dockyard; on the other sile of the river, through 
which (he chains from the ship wero passed and 
brought back under her keel and up the yard, 
where they were hauled upon with a fourfold 
purchase by powerful crabs, exch worked by 
twenty-four men. Four of these purchases have 
thus been fitted, and their united exertions, if 
was estimated, would apply a etrétn upon the 
midships of the vessel towards the nver equal to 
250 tons. Small stationary engines in place of 
the crabs worked the garne description of tackle 
at the stem and stern, but with these the neces- 
ary, a strain of 100 tons or more. Atthe same 
time the luurching ways have been strengthened 
by the addition of several lengths of the bridge- 
rails inserted between those already down at reg- 
ular intervals, and addstronal and more powerful 
hydraulic rams were brought to bear on the ship’s 
cradles, to push her with force enough to start 
her down the ways, 

These were the changes which the experience 
of tho first altempf showed would be advisable in 
future efforts. Six hydraulic rams were yester- 
day fixed against the side—namely, two seven- 
inch ones at the aflermost part of each cradle, 
and 8 ten inch one at each forward pat. The 
base of each of these rams rested against a regu- 
lnr serles of strong piles driven deep into the 
ground and this fulcrum appeared strong enough; 
but, of conrso, they could only be ieated by the 
actual pressure of the rama, an4 that could not 
rossibly be appled until all was rendy to 
Jaunch the vessel 

Tho laat preparations were complefe at about 
noon yesterday. Up to that time, so carefully 
hud the aecret been kept, that even in the unma- 
diate neighborhood of the yard the intended ef- 
fort was unknown, A collier brig which was 
ashote on one of the launching ways fended to 
lull whatever suspicions might have been enter- 
tained, and which the appearance of pangs of 
workmen greasing down the launching metala 
wad ceslainly calcula ed to excile. In the yard 
with the exceplion af those actually concerned 
in the launch, theie were not mote than twenty 
or thirty gentlemen present, and nearly all of 
thase were engineers op shipbullders, The great 
advantage Of this arrangement óver the very 
mixed qrowd whieh filled the yard on the last oc- 
cason Was 60 apparent that there ja now no 
foar of the rule of strict privacy ever being aguin 
departed from, 


As the men commenced their efforts, tha anx- 
isty and expectations of all iu the yard, even 
down to the navviesat the crabs, seemed wrought 
fa the highest piteh; not a word wasapoken, and 
uot a person moved, <All seemed absorbed in 
watching the tremendous experiment going for- 
ward, 60 that Hterally fora few minutes the sug. 
pene wer almost painful. The pangs at the 
pumps worked witha will, bug the handles went 
down mary slowly, and the pressure was evidently 
becoming felt, A few minutes more, and the 
sharp, loud reporis of bhoams at umber ysalding 
and atrainirg uuder tremendans fiessupe became 
more and more frequent. Igyery one imagined 
that the vessel herself was yielding; but this 
was mera nay, as, after a few moments, it 
became ovhent toalf near the inms that it was 
the piling against whieh they rested that was 
riving, Neverthtelese, the strain was kept on, 
tnereusing with every stroke of the lever, and the 


Re 
ád, and atrayned, and bent, moving vialbly about | south Tempie at 


Yee x huge piece of wickerwork, 
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All this while the foremost cradle never show- 
ed a sgn of yielding, or moved even to a hair's 
breadth. At last the aupporiers of, the rams 
pave way so much that jt became necessary to 
asafet them by hauling in the tackle which pulled 
the vessel towards tha river, but even these gave 
so little relief that at fast one of the centre piles 
broke, and some others ‘sprung? so badly {hat it 
became imperatively necessary to ubandon the 
attempt. Almost at fhe same moment one of the 
large 3-inch mooring chains, secuiing the double 
sheevea which hauled upon the stein of the ves- 
sel, parted somewhere or other m the river, so 
that even had the piling been capable of-im- 
mediate répair and strengthening, the latter acci- 
dent alone was sufficient to puta stop to further 
efforts, 

Hardly had the ordera been received to discon- 
tinue the attempt when the men were all at full 
work again to repair the causes which had led to 
the failure. Gangs of 100 ‘navvies’ or go car- 
ied down huge pile-driving machines, which in an 
hour were erected and at work, driving in fresh 
piles betind thoga which had yrelded. These 
men will work night and day if necessary, so 
that In a few days at moat all will be ready again 
for another effort. The support for the rams 
will now be made of smmense strength, not only 
by a great addition of new piles, but by the 
whala masy being bolted together with iron tie- 
rods, und again secured in the sime manner to 
the launching ways themselves. Thus sirength- 
ened, it willl become quite a m chanical impossi- 
bility that they should yield under any pressure 
which the dead weight und friction of the whole 
vessel can offer

they have never yet culled in the aid of chemistry 
to account for the fact. 

It is at night (hut the stratum of air nearest 
the ground must alwaye be the most charged with 
the particles of animal.zed matter given oul fiom 
the skin, and deleterious pases, such as carbonic 
acid gas the product of respiration, and sulphur- 
etted hydrogen, the product of the sewers, 

In the day gases and various substances of all 
kinds rise in the air by the rarefaction of the 
heat. At night, when this raretaction leaves, 
they fall by an increase of gravity, JE imperfect- 
ly mixed with the atmosphere, while the gees 
envolved durmg the mpht, mstead of ascending, 
remain at nesrly the same level. 

Itis known that carbonic seid gas, ata low 
temperature partakes so ugrrly of the nature of 
a fiurd, that tt may be poured out of one vessel 
into another. It rises at the temperature at winch 
iis exbaled from the lungs, but ifs tendency fs 
towards the floor, or the bed of the sleeper, iu 
cold and unventilated rooms. 

At Hamburg, the alarm of cholera at night in 
some paris of the city, was so great that many 
refused tu go to bed, leat they shonld be attacked 
unawares I0 theyr eleep. Sitting up, they probs 
ably kept their stoves or open fires burn ng for 
the sake of warmth, and that warmth giving the 
expansion to any deleterious gases present, winch 
would beat promote their escape, and promote 
their dilution in the atmosphere, the means of, 
safety were then unconsciously assumed. 

At Sierra Leone the natives have u practice in 
the sickly season of keeping fires conetantly 
burning ia their huts at mghts, sasiguing that the 
fires keep away the evil apirite, to which sm their 
ignorance they attributed fever and ague, Lat- 
terlys Europeans have begun to adopt the same 
practice, and those who have tried it us-ert that 
they have now entire immnmty from the tropical 
fayera.to which they ware formerly subjected 

In the epidemics of the middle ates, fires uged 
to be lighted in the streets fur the purification of 
the alr, and in the plague of London, in 1635, 
fires ın the striela were at one tune kept burg 
seeasantly, till eatingmshed by a violent storm 
of ran. Latterly trams of gunpowder have 
been fired, and cunnan discharged for the suite 
object, but it is obvious that these mearures, ul- 
though sound in principle, mist necessarily, 
{hough out of doors, be on too small a cca'e, as 
mrastred aguinst ati ocean of atmospherio wr, to 
produce any sensible effect. 

Within door, however, the case ws different. 
It is quite possible to heat a room sufficien ly to 
produce s rarefaction and consequent di ution of 
any mahgnaunt pases it may contain, and it ig of 
course the air of the room, and that ulone, at 
night, which comesin contact? with the lungs of 
the person sleeping —{ Weatiminster Review,

An officer writes: 

‘After the evacuation af Delhi by the Sepoys, 
you can have no conception of the scene of con- 
fuston—Riflemen, Goorkhse, Sikhs, and Punja- 
bees. quarreling over their plunder, and such 
plunder to quarrel about! < Old coanterpanes, 

‘ dirty blankets, tin and copper pots and pans, 
Sepoys’ red coats, baskets, papers, packets of 
tinsel, bottles of roxewater, and otto of roses ly- 
dng here, there and everywhere, and the whole 
place ina state of equator and wretchedness pass- 
ing all description, 

*On turning into tre gardens in front of Doug- 
lan’s stables l found myself alone. I cannot te'l 
you what a seene of desolation presented itself to 
my eyes The garden had been an encamping 
ground of the Sepoys, and everything bore wit- 
ness to its having begu deseiled im hot haste 
T'he tents were sill standing, but it seemed as if 
everybody had taken tig armnful cut of the boxes 
and, without caring for what might drop, had 
made the best of his way ont of the place. Tho 
atillaess, too, after the noise and not that T had

the foot of the stars stum fied ua it with a heated 
atmosphere and unable to move I was roused 
by hearme throe chesis fiom the apartments 
above me.’ 


An officer of the Glst Regiment writes, on the 
36th September, to his father. 


On the 13th it was preity well known fn camp 
thot we were lo assault the mty on the following 
morning,tand wo weie ull anxiety, wondering how 
at wag tobe done, True enough, al two m the 
morning of the Jåth we paraded, and at three 
marched dawn to the assault There were two 
breeches, aud we went at the left one between 
the Cashmere and Water bastions; the ditch was 
about thirty fcet deep and fifty broad. As we 
neared the walla we caught il from grape, rockets, 
and muskeliy, the wir bedug literally alive woth 
bullets of all sizes. On we rushed, and quickly 
descended the ditch. and, rearing our scaling 
ladders against the scaip of the wall, away we 
went: We soon forced an entrance into the 
place, and then a mest termble struggle erated. 
We had to charge up natrow streets and lanes 
swopt by guns firing double charges of grape 
And here n was our losses for the most part oc- 
curred. [may as well at once say I hear about 
stxty-five cffizera and 1 200 men were put hois 
de combat. I base been in a good deal of rough 
and terrible work myself, but I wag never m my 
hfe under such a fire of grape as these rascals 
kept up, We fought till dart, some fifteen hours, 
and by that time had reached the Cabul gate. 
From the 15th to the 19th we were at it every 
day. Qa the 16th our regunent stormed the 
magazne, and on the 20tu I commanded the 
storming pariy which took the King’s Palace. 
We killed about (wenly-five inside, and some 
escaped over the walia aud across the river. ‘The 
gute being closed, the eugineer attached a bag of 
powder to it, and, on tts explodiny, we rushed in, 
polishing off ever Sepoy we met. In a quarter 
of an hour wo hud possese on of the place. 

‘In the meantime another party went and toak 
the fort of Selimgbur, and the game ight pickets 
were pushed forward jin all directions, and, by 
midnight, the whale cityewas in our possession 
Thus, ut las‘, with the help of the Almighty, we 
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truly fortunate I have been to escape death in 
this campaign up fo the present moment, nnd how 
piateful we ought all to be to a merciful Provi- 
dence for having thus shielded me from all harm. 


An oficer, willing on the 13th September, 
SAYE i= 

No one can have an idén of such a scene but 
one who has been under fire. The roar of can~ 
uon, the whistling of bullets, grape, &¢., over 
head, 19 at first uncomfortable, but you goon get 
accustomed to this, The coolness of Enghsh 
solders is certainly extraordinary; they regard 
the whiz of a cannon-ball as httle as a schoolboy 
does a snowball. Poor fellows, they have had 
very hard work ginge the Oth; day and night they 
have been engaged, yet yon never hear them 
grumble, except when the grog is delayed. The 
days aro very warm, yet the exettement keeps 
them up, and few have been admitted with coup 
de solel. 

Itas a curiong thing what a temperate man can 
nudergo in this country I have been exposed to 
the sun at all hours, and m the trenches the 
whole twelve, withont any covering: yet I never 
telt any bad effects We all take quinme as a 
preventive of feyer, and certainly those who take 
it regularity escape the attack, or merely have it 
of an ephemeral type. We had a great ljóss yes- 
terday m Captuia Fagan, of the Artillery, killed 
in the batteries by a mucsket-shot through the 
head. Poor man, he had been more under fiie 
than any other mau, and has been nlways on duty 
since he came here. He has left a widow and 
seven children to lament bis loss Such ia war 
=a man 13 killed, he 1s lamented for a day by las 
friends, other things come in, and only a passing 
thonght is tnined to the depatted tirend fn tact, 
it Ig necessary; wo cou'd never get on if we were 
continually bioodirg overour lo-sca. 


Writing again, on the 23d, he says — 


‘At (wo, am. on the 14'b, the camp was 
aronsed by the welcome intellirence that the 
storming Was to tahe place ‘ast sunrise, The 
troops were marched down, by the hght of a 
creseent moon, to the rear of the advamed bat- 
tories. For tuohours they waited there, until 
the neht attack on a subtnb ontside the walls, 
called Kishengunge, was made. This, however, 
proved unsuceessiul. The Cashmere troops ran, 
and our luss was severe. Tho principal attack 
was now procéeded with; the Casbmere gate was 
blown open in the most gallant munner, by the 
Engiueers, and our troops muchd m The 
sculing patios on the right and the left took the 
walls, but with great lo-s, Pandy was perfectly 
wncoascinus of abr movements until the columus 
rushed forwurd; the ramparts were now cleured, 
and the guns turhed on the rebel city. Our 
troops advanced in different diections, and were 
succeeding better than expected, when several 
stores of beer, chumpagne, and brandy, placed 
there by Pandy (he knowing too well the charac- 
ter of the British soldier) were fallen in with, 
and some of the European troops became a diun- 
ken rabble. We were driven back some ds- 
tance, where we made a stand. Guus were now 
brought un with mortars, and the fi ing became 
incessant against the mugazire, the first strong- 
hold. Our troops fought well, and took a great 
many guns. Every street had its one or two 
pieces, which poured grape into onr advancing 
columns, and coukl only be captured by the bay- 
onet, General N.cho’son received a mortal

We dapt forget, and 
wow't forget, Ihe tisssacres of women and chil- 
dren, and we kill every Sepoy we catch, 

The city is quite deserted aud all thè citfzens 
have feds It is curivus lo see a large place like 
this without asoulin dt. We have plundered all 
the Ba end ah the valuables are being collected 
and old for prize. Our vengeance cannot be 
appérced, for we found seve‘al of our men who 
had been merely wounded on the 14th m the as- 
aault, and cverlooked by us, lying dead minus 
thow heads, and lcarfully pashed wi h eabre cuts; 
asd so We epareno one. Every Sepoy we catel, 
‘shoot hin’ is the word. Pm sorry to say our 
regiment hee suffered much, and we have buried 
four officers and apnurds of Q00 men since it

4,000 sick and wounded at present, Jt will ra- 
pully decieate now, I trust, the weather becom- 
ing much cooler, Cholera ig sull carrying off 
individualahere and there.

July 1.—Hyram Smith, Parley P. Pratt, Ly- 
man Wight, Sidney Rigdon and myself were 
duly worn before the municipal court, and 
gave in our testimony as witnesses ın the cage 
of Joseph Smith, who had obtamed a writ of 
babeas corpus from the municipal court of 
Nauvoo, he having been demanded by a requ- 
-sition from the Governor of Missouri to the 
Governor of Ehinois, who iseued a writ for bra 
arrest ae a fugitive from justice. 

We embodied in our testimony an account of 
the persecutions of Joseph Smith and the 
Saints from Jackson County to the time of the 
expulsion of the Saints from the State of Mis- 
aouri by force of arma, under the exterminating 
order of Governor Bogga, 

It was certamly a rehearsal of the most 
heart-rending scenes that ever saluted the ears 
of any tribunal in a civilized government on 
earth; it would have been a disgrace to Arabs, 
Cannibals, or the most brutal savages. Not 
only theft, araon, burglary, imprisonment, 
chaina, expulgion, rape and murder were prac- 
tised on the Saints without any redress, but 
even the Prophet, Joseph Smith, with bis com- 
paniona in prison, who were loaded with chams, 
were fed a portion of the time on the flesh of 
their murdered brethren, which was cooked 
and given them to eat by their inhuman perae- 
cutorg. 

The recital of this part of the teatimony 
waa sufficient to curdle the blood in the veins 

“of all who heard it; even the lawyers were 
shocked to the soul, and at the close of the 
testimony, in their speeches before the court, 
exhorted the Saints to maintain their rights, 
“stand or fall, sink or swim, live or die.” 

This testimony of the unparalleled persecu- 
tion of the State of Missouri against the saints 
of God in the last days, will stand on history’s 
page to future generations.

They accuaed linn of pretending to bave the 
truth and not being willing to preach it to 
them. He proposed to preach n their chu cheg 
in Pittsburg any time they would open them; 
to which they would not consent. He then 
told them he conaldered that they not only re- 
fused to hear the truth themselves, but shut 
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the gate against their congregations, Mke the i 


Scribea and Pharisees in the days of Jeaus. 
They commenced a tirade of abuse against 
him, half a dozen talking at once and making 
use of every foul epithet then clerical learn- 
ing had put them in possession of, and so 
trowded round him that he was prevented from 
going to supper, having taken theira before 
coming on board. 

After supper, br. Kimball went to George 
Ag. assistance, and told them that he had 
been a Baptist himself thgee weeks, but when 
he was a Baptist, Baptist ministera were gen» 
tlemen. Br. Kimball made several quotations 
knowing they were not from the Scriptures. 
The ministers would frequently interrupt him 
and say “that quotation 19 not in the Buble 
Bi. Kimball frequently tarned ta br George 
A and said will you find that passage. He 
opened his Bible as 1f to seaich, when the 
ministers all remembered the passages 

I came up and engmred what was ihe mean- 
ing of this loud talk? The ministera anawered 
that they had challenged the Mormons to de- 
bate, but they would not debate with them; 
they understood there bad been gambling on 
the boat and they wished to banish such wick- 
edness J told themif there had been gam- 
bling, the gamblera had minded their own 
business and behaved like gentlemen, for there 
had been no disoider on board since starting 
from Philadelphia except what was made by a 
tip-o-tail of a Campbellite minister, and if 
they pretended to be ministers of the gospel of 
Jesus Christ, their conduct belied therr profes- 
sion, for they had abused Elder Smith ridicu- 
lously for an honr, and prevented him from 
getting hie supper by blocking up the door, 
while he had submitted to their abuse with 
commendable patience; upon which the pas- 
sengers told ihe captain if he did not stop that 
gang of Baptist preachers from insulting the 
Mormon Elders, who had shown themselves 
gentlenen all the way, they would put them 
in the canal’ the captain then dispersed them. 

We arrived at Pittsburgh on the 8th at ten 
a m., and at eleven, shipped on board the “Rart- 
ton” for St Louis; we found br Bradford W, 
Elliott and two sisters on board. 

We arrived at Crncinnatti on the 12th. The 
river being low, the boat lay on sand bars 
some time. Sister Cobb who accompanied us 
from Boston had a child very sick, which died 
in Cincinnati; she had ıt put in a tin coffin and 
took it with her. ‘We were transferred to the 
steamer Nautilus, which left on the 14th and 
reached St. Louis on the 19th, where we re- 
shipped for Nanvoo and arrived on the 22d, and 
went into council with Joseph, Hyrum and 
others, when ordinances were administered to 
William Marks and wife.

Moving Tresg.—In transplanting trees the

Tne VircaLwe Pran.—This famous fruit has 
its head quarters, ite home locality, where it 13 
found in the greatest perfeciian, on the fine soil 
about the village of Canandaigua, in tha State. 
Lhe pear 18 avery old variety, and well known 
in aud ubout the region of Philadelphia as the 
‘Buiter Pear,’ and in New England as the ‘St 
Michaela? Jn both of these regions ft faile to 
come up to the standard of the Canandaigua char- 
acter, cracking badly on the soil of New Erg- 
land, and Jacking flavor ag well as beauty. 

But little better accounts can be given of it in 
Pennsylvania. The lime atone soil of the local- 
ty about the pretty village where at flourishes so 
well, is the very spot of all others to feed this 
tree, and the accounta we heaz of it are almost 
tabulous. 

‘here are trees there fyll sixteen inchps in dias 
meter, from forty to fifty feet high, and from 
fifty to seventy years old, which have not failed 
to pratuce a crop smee they first game ito hear- 
ings Hive to twenty bushels per tree is the aver- 
age crop Tins variety of fruit has one peculiar 
properly, the ability to withstand frosts, which 
for years haa been tested. Often have whale 
crops of apples been destroyed, while every tree 
of this particular fruit has yielded finely. 

One of the most prolific trees ef this variaty ia 
on the homestead of the late Judge cane of 
Canandaigua. It wae planted by the Judge sixty 
years ago, and ie now from forty to fifty feet 
bigh, and three snd a half feet round the trunk, 
Thomas R. Howell, Esg, a son of the Judge, 
caye be has aeen the tree year alter year, for 
forty years, yield fine crops, and for twenty years, 
} as averaged at least twenty bushels each season, 
winch haye sold for two dollars for bushel, on 
the tree, Tira tree has paid a profit of forty 
dollare a year fog twenty years. 

Judge Taylor, of the same villege, has three 
of these trees on his place, from which he has 
replized ag high os forty-two dollara ecen for the 
tut. Another citizen of that place hus been 
#ifsred one hundred dollars a tree for three treca 
in his garden, if ke would allow the removal of 
them, but he declined. 

New Yoik market every year disposes of quan- 
titles of this fruit at fiiteen dollars & barrel, and 
the supply is never equal to the demand. This 
bemg the case, and the fact that ono hundred of 
these trees will easily grow, and find food and 
breathing rcom in an acre of ground, and prob- 
ably can be brough into bearing in six or eight 
years, it will be asked whut better inducement 
can one have to the planting at once of a few 
acres of them, if he hag a good dry, lime stone 
gol? From fifteen hundred to four thousand 
dollars an acte conid be realaed, according to 
the above yild in Canan tabzea.

CULTIVATION OF THE STRAWBCRRY —At a 
recent meeting of the Farmera? Club at Con- 
cord, Massachusetts, the following remarks on 
the cultivation of the strawberry were deliv- 
ered by John B Moore, 

“I have tried yarious modes, single rows, 
beds and hills, but were I now intendjng to 
grow them TO ANY EXTENT, I should adopt the 
following method: 

In April or May, having the land ploughed 
and harrowed fine, work in manure enough to 
last two years, and proceed ‘to plant in rows 
three feet apart; then sow between each row a 
row of turnip-beeta or some other vegetables 
that the crop could be gathered in August; 
keep the ground free from weeds, allowing the 
plants to spread as much as they please 

‘The next spring, as soon as the land ig dry 
enough to work, spade over the ground one foot 
wide where the rows of beets stood, which 
will leave the beda of strawberries two feet 
wide, the space of one foot which was dug 
over, making the path; then thin the plants 
where too thick, About the firat week in June, 
mulch the paths with fresh cut grass, when

After they are gathered, which 
will be from the 5th to the 10th of July, put 
on a dressing of manure, and plough with a 
‘sod plough, turn over smoothly, sow with ruta- 
baga or corny or oats for fodder 

Jy reasons for this courae are the following: 
The first year the crop of vegetables between 
the rowa will pay the expenses, and the straw- 
berries are easly managed and very certain 
to leave the ground well stocked with plants; 
the secohd year you will get a full crop with- 
out much labor and little annoyance from 
weeds; 3f you undertake to weed out the bed 
‘and continue it another year, you will have an 
almost endless job of weeding in a very busy 
‘time of the year, and if you should go to the 
trouble, your crop will be much emailer than 
the first year. By following this plan I think 
they can be produced much cheaper than oth- 
erwise’ —[ New England Farmer, 

Report of a discussion of the ‘Strawberry 
Question, at a late meeting of the Farmers’ 
Club of the American Institute:— 

The strawberry ate was next taken in 
hand, and a very able statement in reference to 
the beat kinda of soils, the proper treatment 
and the most prolific bearing varieties adapted 
to our climate, with the value of the crop per 
acre, under the most favorable circumstances. 

Mr. Robinson followed Mr. Pardee in reply 
to the question, For how lòng a time in one 
season 18 it possible to grow strawberries? He 
said Mr. Peabody, of Georgia fhad succeeded in 
growing strawberries of excellent quality dur- 
ing ten months of the year, after numerous 
experiments and unsuccessful tnale. Mr. Pea- 
body’s method, described by the speaker, is as 
follows:— 

He selects sandy soils, with a very hght veg- 
etable surface covering, by the side of small 
streams, and sets out his plants in the usual 
way, watering them well every day. By this 
means fruit stocks are conatantly being sent up 
from the root all through the géagon, showing 
every state of growth on the samo root, from 
ttie bud to the ripe fruit, The only manure he 
tses Cat the end of the season, in December) 
18 8 Blight covering of oak leaves, which are 
permitted to decay as the plant forces iis way 
out in the spring. This simple contrivance 
prevents the growth of weeds and of leaf 
atoks on the plant, there usually being not more 
than one twelfth part of leaf substance as 
compared with the fruit. 

Mr, Pardee corroborated Mr. Robinson’s 
statement, and sald that à gentleman, Mr. Hen- 
ry Lawrence, of the Third Municipality of 
New Osleana, wasin the habit of supplying 
mrawhbetries to that market for ten months in 
the year, 

It was stated that in Paris the strawberry 
waa supplied to markets during the entire year, 


in considerable quantities, and the seed of ripe 
strawberries may be planted immediately after 
the ripeming of the truit, and yigorons planta 
grow from itin the same season, without the 
necessity of a winter freezing—contrary to the 
common behef.

Emancrpation or SLaves.—A letter from 
the island of St. Thomas, of the 22d October, 
saysi—'The Dutch Government hus announced 
by a proclamation gent to Curacao, St. Edis- 
tache, and the other colomes dependent on 
Holland, that the slaves are about to be eman- 
cipated. ‘The price to be paid varies from 50f, 
to 475, each, according to age. The sick 
and infirm will be paid for according to a spe- 
cial valuation. Fugitives who have been ab- 
sent for more than two years, and those Ín pri- 
son for a term extending beyoud four years, 
will not be comprised in the mdemnity. The 
emancipated slaves wil) remain under the sur- 
veillance of a commissioner, appointed tor the 
purpose, in each district. ‘Tbe slaves will 
take a family name, which will be Lranauntted 
to their children. Men in good health, of from 
twenty to fifty years of age, will enter by tern 
into the Goverment workshops, where they 
will receive reasonable wages; and their rights 
ag citizens beng admitted, they will enjoy all 
the prerogatives attached to that situation.— 
All canes of dispute between a colonist and an 
emancipated slave will be brought before the 
commissioner of the district. ‘The_slaves are 
to pay an annual tax towards defraying the 
expenses of ther release Children bori at- 
ter the proclamation of emancipation wall be 
free de facto. ‘They will remath with their fam- 
ilies until the age of twelve, and cannot until 
that age bs placed out to any trade, The gov- 
ernor in each colony will tix the date of the 
emancipation, and the owners will be paid by 
bouda of the Colomal Bank, or of the Public 
Treasury”

I was born in the town of Acton, Middlesex 
county, Massachusetts, Nov. 1, 1799. 

My father, James Marah, waa born in Doug- 
Jas, Mass, March 27, 1751. 

My mother, Mary, daughter of Titus Law, 
was born in Acton, Masa., March 18, 1759, 

Į epent my early hfe in farming at West- 

~mroreland, New Hampshire, until I was four- 
teen years of age, when J ran away ana went 
to Cheater, Vermont, where I worked on a 
' farm three monthe; then went to Albany, New 
York and engaged in a publie house ag a wart- 
er, where I remained eighteen months, when 
I went to New York and engaged ın the city 
hotel and remained two years; when I returned 
to my old situation in Albany, and after serv- 
ing a year returned to New York City Hotel 
for two years; then removed to Long Island, 
N.Y., where I engaged as groom to Edward 
Griswald, in whose seryice I remained one and 
a half years; during which I became acquait- 
ed with Elizabeth Godkin, and married her on 
the lot Nov., 1820. 

Immediately after marrying I commenced in 
the groeery business, ın New York, n which 
business [remained one and ahalf years, but 
did not succeed. L then engaged m a type 
foundry in Boston, where I continued seven 
years. 

While engaged in this business I joined the 
Methodist church and tried for two years to be 
a genuine Methodist, but aid not succeed any 
better in getting Methodist religion than I did 
in the grocery business. , Y compared Method- 
ism wilh the Bible, but could not make it cor- 
reapond, 

X withdrew from all sceta, and being about 
to leave Boston my old class leader wished me 
to take a good certificate, but I informed him 
X did not.want it, I had a measure of the 
smrt of prophecy and told him that $ expect- 
ed a new church would arge, which would 
have the truth in ita purity. He said to me, 
you no doubt mean to be a leader in that new 
sect. Itold him [had no such intentions He 
gaid, he prayed that the Lord would make me 
a firebrand in the mdst of that new religious 
body, as. reformation was necessary. 


My wife unknown to me, however, got a 
certificate for herself! and me onone paper. 1 
informed her that I never would attend, but I 
would find a suitable class for he: i£ she want- 
ed to join, 

I remained ın Boston several years engaged 
in the type foundry. During this period I be~ 
came acquainted with several friends whose 
opiniong concermug’ religion were hke my own. 
We kept aloof from sectarians, and were 
called by them Quietssts, because we resem- 
bled so much a sect in France know by that 
name professing to be led by the Spirit. 

Ebeleved the Sprit of God dictated me to 
make a journey west, I started in company 
with one Benjamin Hall, who wag also led by 
the Spirit. Iwent to Luma, Livingston county, 
New York, where [stayed some three months, 
and then left for home, I called on my return 
at Lyonstown, on a family, whose names-X do 
not récollect. Qn leaving there next morning 
the lady enquired if E had heard of the Golden 
Book found by a youth named Joseph Smith. 
T informed her J never heard any thing about it, 
and became very anxious to know concerning 
the matter. Qn enquiring, she told me I cculd 
Jearn more about ut from Martin Harris, in 
Palmyra. 

I returned back westward and found Martin 
Harris at the printing office, in Palmyra, where 
the first sixteen pages of the Book of Mormon 
had just been struck off, the proof sheet of 
which I obtained from the printer and took 
with me. As soon as Martin Harris found out 
my intentions he took me to the house of 

Joseph Smith, sen., where Joseph- Smith, fun., 
resided whd could give me any information I 
might wish. Here I found Oliver Cowdery, 
who gave ine all the information coneermng 
the book I desired, After staying there two 
days I started for Charleston, Mass., highly 
pleased with the information I had cbtamed 
concerning the new found book, 


After arriving home and finding my family 
all well, I showed my wife the sixtcen pages 
of the Book of Mormon which I had obtained, 
with which she was wel! pleasea, belisving 2 
tebe the work of God. From this tine for 
about one year I corresponded with Olver

April, 1830, I moved to Palmyra, Ontario ¢o., 
in September following, and landed at the 
house of Joseph Smith, sen , with my whole 
family, During this month I was baptized by 
David Whitmer, m Cayuga Jake, and in afew 
days I was ordained an Elder by Oliver Cow- 
dey with six Elders, at Father Whitmer’s 
house. 

Joseph received a revelatiom appointing me 
a physician to the church. 

Alter remaining in that State, during the 
fall and winter the church moved to Ohio, In 
the spring of 1831 I journeyed with the main 
body to Kirtland, 

In June, 1831, I was ordained a Hugh Priest 
at a conference held in Kirtland, where I re- 
ceived an appointment to go to Missoury with 
Ezra Thayer, and peach by the way. Incon- 
sequence of Evra Thayer delaying so long, I 
went ta Joseph, who received the word of the 
Lord appointing Selah J. Griffinun Thayer's 
stead, with whom I journeyed to Missouri 
preaching by the way; many beheved our tes- 
timony, but we did not wait to baptize any 
While near the end of our journey I waa at- 
tacked with chilla and fever and arrived very 
sick I staid at the house of br Benjamin 
Slade till I got well i 


Sometime in January, 1832% Bishop Partridge 
haying furnished me with an Indian pony, I re- 
turned to Kirtland, accompanied by Cyrus 
Daniels, J labored, preaching through the 
country around Kirtland until the summer 
opened, when, in company with Ezra Thayer, 
I went on a mission through the State of New 
York and returned home early in the fall; and

(Bogard, with a mob of 75 men, were committing 
depredations su Log creek, destroving property 
and taking prisoners.

Toke a clean burrel that will hold water. Put 
into it half & bushel of quicklime, and steck at by 
ouriug over it boiling water sufficient to cover 
it four or five inches deep, and stirring 1t until 
aslacked. When quite slacked dissolve it in wa- 
ter, and add two pounds of sulphate of zine and 
one of common salt, which may be ‘had at any 
of the druggists, and which in a few days will 
cause the whitewash to harden on the woad- 
work, Add soflicient water to bring it to the 
consistency of thick whitewash.

E. F. Beale and his party arrived at San 
Antonio, on the 16th of June. From San Anto- 
nio they proceeded to Cump Verde, on the Verde 
river, where the camels had been conveyed, to 
await his requisition and that of Capt. Pope, of 
the U. S. Topographical Engincers, who had been 
deputed by Government to construct artesian 
wells upon the Pecos, in Texas. He sclected 
twenty-three ont of the ninety camels at that

SHEEP RAISING AND WOOL GROWING. 


We would recommend that the iama and 
wothers be sepusated fiom the ewes from the iust 
of Maich (or one mouth belore lambiug) aid 
kapt away unlit the first of November, the pucks 
parhienlaily Make use of black bueks in your 
flocks unti one-fourth or one-third of yaur floeks 
we black sheep tor the pul pose of making sheep’s 
grey, for men’s wear. 

Dock and alter lambs when young, say about 
one month old, reserving (he largest and squarest 
und best proportioned lambs, which give mdrea- 
tions of good fieaces, for bucks, There should 
be hont three ta five bucha to 100 ewes, Bucha 
should be changed us often as every two years.

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SYNOPSIS OF THE HISTORY OF HEBER 
CHASE KIMBALL., 
‘ (Goutinued,] 

These things caused such preat joy to spring 
up m our bosoms, that we were hardly able to 
contain ourselves; and we did shout aloud, Ho- 
sannuh to God and the Lamb. 

These things increasing our desires to hear, 1 
took my horses and sleigh and started for Penn- 
sylvania, Bogham and Phineas Young and their 
wives went ulong with me, We stayed with the 
chureh there about six days, attended their meet- 
ings, heard them speak in tongues, interpret and 
prophecy, which truly caused us to rejoice and 
praise the Lord. We returned confirmed im the 
truth, and bore testimony of that which we had 
seen and heard, to our friends and neighbors. 

April 14, 1832, Brigham Young went forward 
and was baptized by Eleazer Miller, and the next 
day, or the day following, Alpheus Gifford came 
into my shop while I was forming a vessel upon 
the wheel, aud while conversing with me upon 
the subject of this wok, I said, ‘bro Alpheus, J 
am ready to go forward and be baptized,’ I 
jumped up, pulled off my apron, washed my 
hands and started with him with my sleeves roll- 
ed up to my shoulders, and wont the distance of 
one mile where be baptized me in a small siream 
in'the woods. After I was baptized I kneeled 
down and he laid his hands upon my head und 
confirmed me a member of the Chinch of Jeans 
Christ, and Baid unto me, in the name of Jepus 
Christ and by the authority of the holy Priest- 
hood receive ye the Holy Ghost, and before I got 
up off my knees, he wasted ta ordan me an 
Elder; but I p'ead with him not to do it, as F felt 
myself unworthy of such a calling, ard such un 
office. 

In about two weeks my wife, Vilate, was 
baptized by bro, Joseph Young, with several 
others, in a small etream close fo my house. and 
we numbered about thirty in that branch, viz. :—

Brigham Young and Miriam hie wifo, 

Phineas H, Young and Clarissa his wife. 

Joseph Young. 

Lorenzo D Young and Perski; his wife. 

John P. Greene and Rhoda his wifo, and thelr 
children.

Willam Stilson and Susan his wifo. 

Fanny Young. 

Isaac Flummerfelt and his wife, wilh their 
children. 

Ira Bond and his wifo Charlotte, 

Heber C. Kimball and Vilate his wife. 

Rufus Parks. 

John Morton and Betsey his wife. 

Nathan Tomlinson and his wife. 

Israel Barlow, with his mother, brethers and 
slaters. 

Under the ordinances of baptism and laying on 
of handa, X received the Holy Ghost, as the dis- 
ciples did in ancient days, which was like a con- 
auming fire, and I was clothed in my right mind, 
altho’ the people called me crazy. I continued 
in this way for many months, and it seemed as 
though my flesh would consume away; at the 
same time the scriptures were unfolded to my 
mind in such a Wonderful manner that it appear- 
ed to me at times as if I had formerly been 
familiar with them. 

This alarmed the professing world around us 
and raised the devil to a great rage, still our minds 
were calm and filled with peace, while the wrath 
of our enemies was raised to such a desrco that 
they persecuted us, During one week some of 
those who had professed to be my greatest 
friends in the Baptist church and others, perse- 
cuted me fo such a degree that five or six execu- 
tions were taken ont against me, and } turned 
out property to secure the same, bul, to their 
great disappointment, God opened my way ro 
that I obtained money to pay all my debts and 
liberate myself from them, and none of my pro- 
pérty was sold at auction; and in the nieantime, 
during my greatest trouble, not one of them were 
willing to step forward to assist me, excepting 
my brethren sn the church, and my brother, Solo» 
mon. x 

Iwas ordained an Elder by Jd¥oph Young, 
and in company with himself and his brother 
Brigham T labored in Genesee, Avon and Lyons- 
town, where wo baplized many and built up 
churches, 

Brother Ezra Landon preached in Avon

and Genesee, baptized eighteen or twenty, and, 
being afraid to confirm them and promise the | 
Holy Ghost; he requeste? me to confirm them, 
whieh I did, according to the best of my knows 
ledge, pronouncing but a few words on the head’ 
of each ons, and Invarlab'y soymg, ‘rece vo ye 
the Holy Ghost ın the name of Jesus Chnst.’: 
Immediately the Holy Ghost fell upon them and 
several commenced speaking in tongues before} 
they arose from their knees, and we had a joy fut! 
tuse; some ten or twelye spake m tongnes, 
neither of whom had evei heard any person speak 
in tongues, they being the first baphzed m that 
place, 

From the time Father Bosley Jocated wear 
Avon he found und ploughed up axes and irons, 
and had snfficfent to make his mill irons, and had 
always abundance of iron on hand without pur- 
chasing, 

In the towns of Bloomfield, Victor, Manchester 
and in the regiona pound ubcut, there were hulls 
upon the fops of which were entreichiments and 
forafications, and m them were human boneg, 
axes, tomahawks, pomts of arrows, beads and 
piper, which were frequently found, and 1t was 
a common oreu rence jn the countiy to plough 
up axes, which I have done many tines wyself 

I have visited the fortifteations on the topa of 
those hills {reqaently, and the one near Bloom- 
field I have crossed hundreds of umes, which is 
on the bluff of Honeyoy river, at the outlet of 
Honeyoy luke, 

In that yegion there are many small deep lakes, 
tn some the bottom has never been found; fish 
abound fn ther, 

The bil! Cumorah 13 a high hill, for that coun- 
try, aud hud the appearance of a fortification or 
entrenchment uround it Is the State of New 
York, probably, there are hundreds of those fore 
tificationa which ere now visibld and [have seen 
them m many other parts of the United States. 

We received the gift of toi gues and interpre- 
tation a few days after we were buptized. The 
brethren who brought the gospel to us belonged 
to the first branch of the church that received 
the gift of tongues, and the branch at Mendon 
was the next. Bros. Brigham and Joseph Young 
and myself went to Kirtland, with my borso and 
wagon, to wait the Prophet, a distance of three 
hundred miles, We saw bio. Joseph Smith and 
had s glorious time; dunng which bro. Brigbam 
spcke in tongues before bro. Joseph, it being the 
firal time he had heard any one speak in tongues, 
he testified thut the gift was from God, and spoke 
in tongues himself, Soon the gilt of tongues be- 
came general in the church in Kirtland. We had 
a precious season and returned with a blessing in 
our souls. 


I continued rejoicing in the Lord and bearirg 
testimony that Ged had spoken from the heavens, 
and of the things I had received until I sold my 
possessions and seltled up my affairs. In the fall 
of 1833 I took iny horses and wagon and atarted 
for Kirtland, Ohio; but, to my great surprise, 
some of my neighbors isatied attachments against 
my goods, although I was not indebted to any 
one of them to the value of five cents, for I had 
been, ko particular in such mattera, that 1 was 
well aw®re I was not indebted in any sum, to 
any pòon, unless two cents to one man, ine 
case where change could not be procured, Al 
though there were some hundred dollars due to 
me, which I was obliged to leave uncollectad: I 
setiled thoir unjust claims. Elder Brigham Young 
and his two children went with mos we arrived at 
Kirtland about the last of October or fret of No- 
vember, { went jutoa house belonging to Mr. 
Elijah Smith and resided there until the next 
April. In the meantime I built myself a small 
frame house, which was put up by bro. Brigham 
Young, who was a carpenter an | joiner. 

Soon after our arrival in Kirtland there was sa 
contrioution culled for to finish the school-house 
and printing office; I contributed the glass for the 
house, and I gave bro, Hyrum Smith $200 for 
the building of the Temple. 


The brethren were engagod in building the house 


em ees 
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on u3, and we had to guard night after night, and 
for weeks were not permitted to take off our 
clothes, and were oblized to lay with our fre- 
locks in our arms to preserve brother Joseph's 
life. sss 

Joseph was sued before a Magistrate’s court in 
Painesville on a vexatious smt. I carried him 
from Kirtland to Painesville, with four or five 
others, ın my wagan every morning for five days, 
and brought them back in the evening We were 
often waylaid, but managed to elude our enemies 
by rapid dsiving and taking different roads, Esq, 
Bissell defended the Prophet 

Mobs were organized around Kirtland who 
were enraged against us, ready to destroy us. 

Bro. Joseph received a revelation concerning 
the redemption of Zion. He gathered together 
as many of the brethren as he conveniently could,

hands to God, our beloved brother Eber Wilcox 
died.

We wept over our bretliren, and so great was

Brothers Brigham and Joseph Young came 
from Iiberty and assisted us to bury brother

At the re-organization of the camp at Salt river, 
Missouri, I was selected as one of Prest- Joseph 
Smith's life guard. 


While brother Luke Johnson was digging, the 
cholera attacked him with cramping and blind- 
į ness, bro Brigham luid hold of hım and pulled 
him out of the grave, and shook him about, talked 
¡to and prayed for him, and exhorted him to jump 
jaboat an! exercise himself, when it would leave 
ibim for a few moments, then it would attack 
‘him again, and thus we had the greatest. dif- 
culty to keep the destroyer from Jaying us low. 

This wae our situation, the enemies around.us, 
and the destroyer in onr midst. Soon after we 
returned, another brother was taken away from 
our little bund; thus ıt continued until five out of 

‘ten were taken away. 

The fear of the destroyer kept our enemies

June 19th, We camped on an elevated plece of} As I went :nto the woods to pray I was token 


land between two branches of Fishing river, 
where we encountered a severe storm of rain 


and hall accompanied by thunder and lightning;, 


the hail fel all round the eamp, and within a 
mile many of the trees were stripped of their 
branches; the streams which were fordable in the 
evening rose to the depth of thirty feet; and this 


interposition of divine providence preserved us! 


from fighting our enemfes who had gathered on 
all sides to attack us. 


During our journey fhere was murmuring and 
complaming, and in some instances there was ree 
belllon in the camp against the counsels of Prest. 
Smith; who prophesied that the Lord bad pre» 
pared a scourge for the camp, and that the des- 
troyer shoul be in our midst, and many should 
die bke sheep with the rot; he further said, ‘re- 
pentdnce may modify the calamity, but not alto- 
gether avert it; the members of the camp will be 
scourged for their wickednesa. 

White oa Fishing river, brothers Joseph Hane 
cock, Ezra Thayer and Thomas Hayes were 
attacked with cholera. 


24th, The camp removed to Rash creek and 
encamped in bro. Burgett’s field some two and a 
half miles from Liberty. 

The destroyer came upon us, as we had been 
warned by the servant of God. About 12 o'clock 
at night we began to hear the cries of those who 
were seized. Those on guard fell with their guns 
in their hands to tho ground, and we had to exert 
ourselves considerably to attend to the aick; for 
they were stricken down on every hand. Thus 
it continued till morning, when the camp was dia- 
persedamong the brethren. I was left with Joseph 
B. Nobles, John D. Parker, Luke Johnson and 


Warren Ingalls m care of those who were sick. 


We staid with, and prayed for them, hoping they 
would recover, but all hope was lost, for. about 
six o'clock, p m., John S. Carter expired. 

When the cholera first broke ont‘he latd his 
hands on his brethren to rebuke it, but he was 
violently attacked and was the firat who died. In 
about thirty-minutes Seth Hitchcook died, and it 
appeared as though we must all sink under the

On the 26th, Algernon Sidney Gilbert, keeper 
lof the Lord's Store House, signed a letter te the 
Governor, in connexion with others, which was 
his last public act;: for he had been called to: 
| preach, and he said he would rather diè than go 
ba and preach the gospel to the wicked.. The 

Lord took him at his word; he wae attacked 
with ihe cholera and died about the 29th. 

Bros, Erastus Rudd and Jesse Johnson Smith, 
a cousin of the Prophet, died at bro: Gilbert's 
about the same time. 

F went to Liberty, tothe house of bro, Peter 
Whitmer, which place I reached with difficulty, 
being much sfflicted. I received great kindness 
from them, and also from Sister Vienna: Jacques, 
who administered to my wants and also to my 
brethrou. May the Lord reward them for their 
kindness. 


The destroyer ceased, having afflicted us about 
four days. Sxty-elght were taken with the 
uisease, of which number fourteen‘of the meme 
bers of Zion’s camp died, eighteen ditd Jn all, 
Many of the brethren were cured by immersing 
them in cold water, or t outing iton them, repeat- 
ing the application frequently. 

On the 221. Bro. Joseph recelved a revela'ion, 
saying that the Lord had accepted our offering, 
even as he accepted that of Abraham, therefore 
be had a great blessing laid up in store for us, 
and an endowment for all, and those who bad 
familles might return home, and those who had 
no familles should tarry until the Lord sald they 
should go.

SmI herewith present you my opinion, for 
which you have done me the honor to ask, re- 
garding the practicability of extracting sugar from 
the Chinese sorgho, (Holcus Saccharatus of bot- 
anists.) This question betug of the greatest im- 
portance, it affords me pleasure to perceive that 

| tho Government of the United States 1s anxious 
to obtain an answer. Up to the present time it 
has been a subject of but httle attention, owing 
to the commercial elation of the cane in its con- 
version mto alcohol—this being more advantage- 
ous than ite mandfactuie intosugar. Aside from 
thig fact, tis not less true that from the sorgho 
crystathzable sugar can be extracted, similar in 
every respect to that made from the cane of the 
tropics. Of this I entertain the greatest convic- 
tiou, which 1s supported by authentic, though not 


k | very numetous facts. 


I will not now give you an exposition of the 
process to be apphed for the purpose of obtaming 
this engar, beenuge it Js the sume ng employed 
with the cane, which 13 well known, and, further, 
because it ts only experience in general that can 
indicute the perfected improvements to be intro- 
duced into this manufacture. What I am able to 
advance 18, thut the stock of holews succharafue 
containg crystalizable sugar, without furnish~ 
ing a greater quantity of molasses than the cane. 
An edperiment made ot Verriers, with Clerget’s 
apparatus, showed the sorgho to contain 16 per 
cent of sugar, of which thera were ouly 104g 
per cant. crystallizable, and 524 unerystallizable; 
yet we cun by no means depend upon a result 
gated from plants collected in the department of 
the Seine and Ore, in a chmate altogether beyond 
the range aduptea to this plant. 

We are likewise far from acknowleding that 
there is a third of-the sorgho sugar uncryatalliza~

Persecution is learning us to adopt a course for 
aelf-preservation, ae you will readily understand 
from a few circumstances I will mention, Wythe 
inafew weeks, for the first time to my know- 
ledge since we have begn settled in these valleys, 
a aister, wife,or family in this community has 
taken the pains to pick up a few potatoes, that 
would otherwise be wasted, and make them mto 
starch. A woman can, tn an hour or two, make 
a pound or a pound and a half of starch from 

otatoes that would lay and rot. Has this been 
done heretofore? Not to my knowledge. And 
so long as brooms were brought from the States. 
people would not raise broom corn. And so long 
as traders brought in starch, would our women 
make it? No, though a woman can, in a short 
time, make a dollar anda half or two dollare 
worth from potatoes that would otherwise go to 
waste. Would tha community condescend to 
make starch, sa long as it was imported and they 
could buy 1t? They would not. I say it, be- 
cause they did not And if there were tons of 
starch here, they would find market for the whole 
of it, while the bara earned fruta of tho hus- 
bandman’s labor would fie and rot. 

Who has controlled circumstances to learn us 
to sustain ourselyes? Have you and I? No, 
not jn the least, but it bas been accomplished by 
the providence that leads us. We have been 
urging the people,for yearsand years, to do thase 
things they are now compelled to. From the 
time we came here, you have been told to take 
bran of potatoes and make sterch, and not buy it 
in the stores. Whe would have been at the 
trouble of making cloth, sf st could be bonght of 
Gentile traders? pee think many m this 
community would? No, no more than the wo- 
men would have made starch The women had 
not dime, though they had lime to yisit from one 
end of the city to the other. They could take 
time to run to the stores, to walk a mile or two 
shopping every day, but they never had time to 
make a little slarch, or spin a little stocking yarn 
for themselves, if those articles could be bought in 
the stores. 

J am esati«fied that the people now begin to learn 
that they can make their own clothing, and that 
those who do not learn will run the riek of hemg 
uncomfortably clad. But would this people, by 
their wisdom, ever have brought themselves to 
that Independence that God will, by h,e providence 
in u seeming chastisement? say seeming, for 
it fg no chustisemeni; it 19a blessing to this people,

Have I been able to procure a single gallon of 
home-made flax seed oil? Nv. Some of our 
mechanics, who were used to maxing ol mills, 
heardthat | wag determine’ Lo make one, and prof- 
fered their plane and services. When the nea- 
fungled press was completed, at a cost of about a 
$1,000, ıt was reported, for the first time to me, 
that some hur cloth, of a peeuha: kind, must be 
procured for making sacks in which to press the 
seed, and we sent to New Yoik and many otber 
cites in the States, without success, for cloth to 
suit the ‘Wedge Press? They made an + xpen- 
sive press, but, aa yet, what is it good for? A 
cheap, old-fashioned pu ess conl ? haye been readily 
put up, ahd long ago we might have been using 
vil of our own make. J would commend a man 
who would begin to make Jingeed oil here. Had 
l have followed tay own judgment in the matter, 
I would have had a press and plenty of oil with- 
out paying $8 a gallon for it. 

For the first time since we came to this conn- 
try, sheep are being regarded and cared for as 
they should be. I brought sheep into this valley 
and have bought many here, and ought al this day 
to have forty thousand head, if I could have had 
men that would take care of toy flocks. J have 
afew hundsed left, which,no doubt, have cost 
me from twenty-five to fifty dollars cuch; but I 
persevere, and my women muke elpth, you see 
my chidren dressed fn home-made, And now 
some women begin to recollect that flax waa rais- 
éd in England, Scotland, Ireland atid the United 
States, and they have a fuint remembrance of ger- 
tain articles that their mothers calkd spinning 
wheels; and they really begin to think that they 
ean spin, and many of the younger ones would 
like to learn to spin. 

Let the cilcoes hte on the shelvas and rot. I 
would rather tuild bintdings every day and barn 
them down at mght, than have traders here com- 
muning with our enemies outade ond keeping up 
a bell all the time aud rataing devils to krep it gos 
ing.

The majority of the members of the Nebraska 
Legislature, who recently found it necessary ine 
contimently to adjourn from Omaha to Mlorence, 
have pat ferth tho following addregs: 


TO THE PEOPLE OF NEBRASKA. FELLOW CITIZENS: 


The General Assembly of Nebraska Territory 
are no longer able to discharge their legitemate 
functions at the Omaha seat ef Government. 
Owing to an organized combination of a minority 
of ita own members, aided by an Omaha mob, 
and encouraged by an Omaha Executive, they 
have been compelled to adjourn their present ses- 
mon te the nearest place of safety. They accord- 
ingly assembled to-day at Florence, pursuant to 
adjournment,

The 
House of Representatives, J. H Decker, Speaker, 
retains twenty-four of ita thirty-five members.

Army for Utah, 


The latest advices from the army which has 
been sent to pass the Winter amid the snows of 
Waheatch Mountains, are anything but encour- 
aging. In fact, they tend to cenfirm the worst 
fears which have been entertained as to the ro- 
sult. of this illstarred expedition. There the 
troops are, a thousand miles and more from the 
frontier, isolated amid the snows and among 
mountains of which the Mormons, and they 
alone, know allthe passes. Already, at the com- 
mencement of Winter, their ammals were per- 
ishing “at the rate of á hundred a day. The grass 
is all burnt, aud their supply ef provisions, not- 
withstanding the vast sums of money spent on 
the commussartut and transportation departmenta, 
18 so short that a very strict economy, if not, in 
fact. pulting the troops on short allowance, wall 
be necessary to carry them through the Winter. 
With inaction and short allowance will come dis- 
ease and discontent, and It is bnt reasonable to 
expect that by the Spring the effective force of 
ihe troops will be very greatly diminished— 
Without draft cattle or means of transportation, 
it will be impossiblé for them to tmove; and in- 
stead of marching against the Mormons, they 
will be exceedingly lucky if the Mormons do not 
march agaist them, 

Tt seems highly probable that Brigham Young 
will represent to bia deluded followers that the 
financtal disasters which have visited us aro a 
judgment from heavén upon us for our sin and 
wickedness 1n making war upon the Saints: aud 
shguld the Epring present the soldiers, as seems 
almost certam, inun enfeebled condition, he may 
be apt to consider that very fact as a call from 
heaven upon him to cut them off. As to the 
xioa of an intended removal oh the part of the 
Moimona, and that troops will have nothing 
to do but to march mm and to occupy their emp- 
ty city and abandoned habitations, we ses no 
plausibility in any such suggestion. There is no

The Miracles of Kings in Old Times, 


In his History of Bugland, Mr. Macauley gives 
a rapid sketch of an ancient and royal practice 
now long abrogated. The ceremony of touching 
people afllicted with sorofula had come down al- 
most from the darkest of the dul ages to the 
tima of Newton and Locke, The Stuarts fro- 
quently dispensed the healing influences in the 
Banqueting house. The days on which this mir- 
acle was to be wrought were fixed at situngs af 
the pulvy-council, aud were soldmnly notified by 
the clergy in all the parish churches af the realm 
When the appointed ume cume, several divines 
in full canomeals stood around thà canopy of 
atate The surgeon of the royal househald m- 
troduced the gick. A passage fiom the shteenth 
chapter of the Gospel of St. Mark was read, 
When the words, ‘They shall lay therr hands on 
the sick, and they shall recover? had been pro- 
nounced, thero was a panse, and one af the sick 
was broughtup to the king. Hs majesty strok- 
ed the u'sers and swellings, and hung around the 
patient’ neck a while mbbon, to which was fas- 
toned a gold com., The other sufterers wero 
then led ap m succession; and, aa each was 
touched, the chaplam repeated tha incantatron— 
‘They shall lay theyr hands on the sick, and they 
shall recover? Then came the epistle, prayers, 
antiphonies, and a benediction The service 
may still bə found in the prayer-books of the 
reign of Anne. Indeed, it was not ull some time 
aftor the accession of George J, that the Univer- 
sity of Oxford ceased to reprint the Offica of 
Healing, together with the Liturgy. Taeolopnans 
of eminent learning, ability and yirtno, gave the 
sanction of their authority te thie mummery; and, 
what is stranger shill, medical men of high note 
believed, or affected to beheve, in the balsamic 
Virtues of the royal hand. We must supprse 
that évery surgean who attended Charles IL was 
aman of high repute for skill, and more than 
one of the surgeons who attended Chmles TI has 
Toft us a solemn profession of faith nm the king’s 
miraculous power. Ono of them ts not nshamed 
to tell us, that the gift was communicated by tho 
unction administered ut tbe coronation; that the 
curos were 80 numerous, and sometimes so rapid, 
that they could not be attributed to any natural 
cause; that the failures were to be ascrioed fo 
want of faith on»sthe part of the patients; that 
Charles once handled a scrofulous Quaker, and 
made him a bealthy min and a sound church- 
man ina moment; that, ‘è those who had been 
healed lost or sold the pece of gold which had 
been hung round their nocks, the ulcera broke 
forth again, and conid be removed only by a se- 
cond touch and a second talisman. We cannot 
wonder that, when men of science gravely re- 

eated such nonsense, the vulgar should believe 
it, StillJessean we wonder that wretches tor- 
tured by a diseaso over which natural remedios 
had no power, should cagerly drink in tales of 
preternatural cures; for nothing is so credulous 
as misery. The crowds which repaired to the 
palace on the days of heahng were immense,— 
Charles IT, in the course ot his reign, touched 
near 100,009 persons, Tho number seems to 
have increased or diminished a8 the king's pop- 
ularity rose or fell, Durmg that Tory re-action 
which followed the dissolution of the Oxford 
parliament, the press to get near him was ter- 
rific. In 1682 he performed the rite 8,500 times, 
In 1634, the throng was such that six or seven of 
the sick were trampled to deth, James, in one 
of his progresses, touched 800 persons in the 
choir of the cathedral of Chester. The exnense 
of the ceremony was little less than $50,000 u 
year, and would have been much greater but for 
the vigilance of the royal surgeons, whose busi- 
ness it was to examine the applicants, and to dis- 
Ingush those who came for the cure from those 

ho came for the gold. 

William had too much sense to bo duped, and 
teo much honesty to bear a part in what he knew 
to be an impostura, 

‘Itis a silly superstition,’ he exclaimed, when 
he heard that, at the close of Lent, his palace 
was besieged by a crowd of the mck.

H a majority of our farmers are suddenly 
asked what they will take for their new beef, 
they will turn round and answer that they 
would nol like to sell without first consulting 
“mother?’—meaning ther wife. In thia, and 
in other waya, the woman in the country bè- 
comes gradually unfeminine, loses a certain 
degree af that, aweejneds and freshnega which 
80 admirably became- the female character, 
mungles in with the ronghnesa, and hardness, 
and dirt, and drudgery of farm work, and .in 
the lapse of tame unconsciously parts with some 
of those attractive qnaltliea in her nature that 
should everywhere be found in compdny with 
women aa uo 

But we are getting too much upon the ground 
of the essayiat,; Jtis onr province rather to 
describe the life of the farmer’s wife and com- 
panion than to speculate or philos¢phize upon 
the character and reanjts of such a life 

Well, then, most farmers? wiyes are last up 
at might, and the tarhest up an the morning, 
And although no decent man, fit to cal} him- 
self an American farmer, „would permit his 
wife to rie first and make the fire on a winters 
morning, yet she 18 thrifty and ambitious 
enough to be in the kitchen very soon after he 
is, bustling about the sink, the pots,and the 
Irettlea, and the table, fixing things geverally 
for breakfast preparations, And arranging for 
the progiess of the day’s work. You never 
catch her idle, She moves twice as quick ag 
her husband, and geta through just about twice 
aa much busidess m the same time. 

Breakfast aver, the day’s operations begin. 
And it is not possible to tell what they wil! be 
from one day to another, either. Sometimes 
tig one thing, and then 26 1s clearly another. 
The milk js to scald; the butter is to churn; 
the dishes are to be washed; un the Beason, the 
young chickens are to be looked afters the 
children must have their faces washed and be 
sent to schools the luncheon must be thought 
of for the workmen in the field; dinner must be 
got into the pot; the table is to he set again, 
thenit must be cleared off; then the sewing 
must be done; or company rides up to the door; 
and the httle chicks come in again for a share

table must be satfor tea; and the cows must 
be milked as soon as they are got home; and 
the work of the aay must be freely talked over 
with husband, together with the plans for to- 
morrow; and the httle ones are to be got off to 
bed; and then night comes down for good npon 
all the household. 
Thisiısthe very quintessence of routine itself. 
{I know that women in the city can well make 
complaint on the same score, but this isolated 
life in the country is routine m the highest cop- 
centrated form. There is nothing m the world 
to break-it Unless the inward resourees are 
ample, the hfe falls away in spite of yourself 
into old, formal, dry, unmeaning practices, aud 
not a gush of pew feeling or fresh experience 
ever enters 1. - 
Then in winter it soems barder still, for then 
the daya are—ob! so lang, short as they are at 
the coming of the winter goleti! There would

He removed'to Far West with his family in 
the spring of 1838, After Joseph was taken 
prisoner and the mob began to drive out the 
Samts, William expressed himself‘in such a 
vindictive manner against Joseph that the 
church suspended him from fellowship, May 4, 
1839, at a general conference near Quincy, 

He went to Illinois and settled in Plymouth, 
Hancock county, keeping a tavern, William 
was restored to the fellowship of the church 
through the interceasion of Joseph and Hyrum; 
but when the Twelve went to England, instead 
of accompanying them according to the com- 
mandment of the Lord, he remained on his 
farm at Plymouth.

‘In the spring of 1841 he visited the branches 
of the church in Pennsylvania and New Jersey 
and collected means for his own benefit, 10- 
turning ta Nauvoo the same season. $ 

Hig name appears as the Editor of the Wary, 
published in Nauvoo, Illinois, April, 1842, but 
a very small part of the labor waa performed 
by him. He was elected a member of the 
House of Representatives of the Legislature 
of Ilinois in the winter ‘session of 1842 4. 
His acts as a member of the Legislature 
were highly approved by the people; he dis- 
re considerable energy in defending the 


Nauvoo charters and the rights of hia cou- 

stituents. 
He took a journey to the Last oh business in 

the spring of 1813, and spent his timo among 
the churches. He attended a wood’s meeting 
at thè aquare near Bordentown, N. J., where, 
in a conversation with br. Geo. A. Smithy he 
said he should not pay over one dollar for the 
Nauvoo House or Temple, and if his brother 
Joseph did not do more for him, he should come 
out against him; he considered he was putting 
means into the hands of Joseph to educate his 
children, while hig own children were remain- 
ing ignorant. Br. Geo. A, replied, I shall do 
all Í can to build up the Nauvoo House and 
Temple, and E think that Joseph has done all 
he could for his relatives, and I wonder that 
he has done as much as he bas, considering 
the circumstances he bas been undes. : 


William returned to Nauvoo on the 22nd day 
of April, 1841, with about forty or fifty Saints 
from New Jersey. After staying a short time 
in Nauvoo, he had bis last interview with his 
brother Joseph under the following circum 
stances 

He asked Joseph to give him a city lot near 
the Temple. Joseph told him he would do go 
with creat pleasure, if he would build a bouse 
ani live upon it; but he would not give hima 

lot to sell, Willan replied he wanted if to 
battd aud live upon.

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UNFAIR TREATMENT OF UTAH. 


A Mone striking contrast cannot well be 
Jmagined than that now presented before the 
whale country in the treatment by the Ad- 
minigtrationot the two Teritories, Utah and 
Kansas. In the Preaident’a special message 
of Feb. 2nd,'it ia stated that Kangas wag in a 
state of rebellion and that the Terntorial Gov- 
ernment gatablished by Congress would long 
before have been subverted had it not been 
protected from assaults by the Federal troopa. 
But though this is adimitteu, yel we see the 
Administration proposing her admission into 
the Union, using all the influence in its power 
and avery species of inducement to have her 
placed, rebel though she be, on an equal foot- 
ing with the moat favored states. Kansas may 
rebel, convalag the Union from centre ta cir- 
chinference, be the means of producing Bec- 
tional feuds of the most dangerous and bloody 
character and diffuse an influence throughout 
the Republic that serjougly threatens to re- 
wut fn civil war, and yet the remedy, sugges- 
ted by the Chief Magistrate for all these evils, 
is her speedy admission into the confederacy 
gaa sovereign state! 

But how is it with Utah, who, though de-

satisfied with those, and those only, the powers 
that be may see fit voluntarily to grant unto 
her. 

Men of the United States, we appeal to you 
to look atthe contrast, Be reasonable, and not 
let your prejudices binder you from rendering 
a just award. What has been the highest 
erime of which Utah has been accused and for 
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are surrounded to operate against us? Why 
sheuld esiis be made on Congress to raise regis 
menti and furnish material to whip us, and at 
the samé time our mater territory who 18 no- 
toriously guilty of avery crime, and more, toa, 
that we have been accused of, be pushed form 
ward, and Jauded aa one every way entitled to 
membership in this glorious constellation of 
sovereign statea? Why as it that “bloody 
Kansag” should be fostered and petted, and 
aven the stability of tha nation hazarded ta 
gratify her and grant her privileges, whale 
Utah, who posseases equal claims on the Fed- 
eral Government and the magzuanimity of 1f8 
ofhcers, is decried ag traitorous and every eñ- 
gine of oppression put in operation to huwhle 
her? Why je this discrimmation made bex 
tween the inhabitants of thesa ‘l'eirttories? 
There can be no other reagon thaw that we are 
Latter-day Saints, and chooge to worship God 
according to the dictutea of our own ceon- 
sciences, which to a truly republican ac mime-

This morning at twenty minutes past one 
o'clock we saw a moat singular appearance in 
the meridian over this city, A red stream of 
light issued from the heavens, as though the 
sun was enveloped ına cloud It resembled 
the tail of a comet, but in a few momenta aa- 
sumed the shape of a sword of massive dimen- 
sions, lying horizontally, and pointing due east 
‘The shape was quite perfect, the Milt much 
brighter than the blade, and variegated like a 
rainbow. ‘The moon stood south west, there 
was aring formed around it of a reddish color, 
but not so bright as the aword, through which 
ran two lines forming a crosa, the one pointing 
to the earth extending, apparently, about two 
feet below the circle. On the west side of the 
circle there waa a smaller sword, of farter 
colors, pointing norih west. 

This appearance wes kept up for fifteen 
minutes, without any alteration, after which 
the ring around the moon assumed the shape of 
a belt, and then disappeared. The color of the 
sword then grow lighter; after which this mag- 
nificent sight disappeared altogether at sixteen 
minutes before two. 

The atmosphere was perfectly calm, and the

“On Sunday, February 21st, about eleven 
o’clock at night, Corinth was visited with an 
earthquake that deatroyed neatly every house 
in the city, and was further afllicted “by the 
outbreak of fire, which consumed a large am- 
ount of property. The shock'sf the: earth- 

uake was felt in all the surrounding villages. 

ahmachı, the place of embarkation for Ath- 
eng, has suffered in a like manner, as well as 
places of loss note situated on the road to Ar- 
gos. Eighteen pergons lost {heir Jives and 
about sixty were wounded, a greater number 
than suffered on former gimilar occasions.

wealthiest of them.

* Destaverive Tornapors.—A very destruc- 
tive and féarful tétnado passed over a portion 
ot Howard, Baltimore and Harford counties, 
Md, onthe 11th inst, The damage done to 
the country residences, farm buildings, fruit 
orchards, shade and forest trees can hardly 
be eatunated in dollara, but was of syeh a 
character as to require many thousands to re- 
place the building unprovementa, to say nothing 
of the irreparable injury in other respects 
‘On the same evening a violent storm, accom- 
panied by hail, passed over Middletown and 
ita vicinity, in Frederick county, doing con- 
siderable damage ta the crops and breaking 
many window lighta. 

A violent tornado blew the passenger train 
of the Chicago, Alton and St. Louis Railroad 
off the track at Lexington, Il, on Thursday 
night, the 13th nat., and several persona were 
seriously injured. ‘lhe towna of Lexington 
and Peoria, at the junction of Towanda, also 
auffered severely, half the houses in them be- 
ing proatrated. At Towanda three men were 
killed, 

On the 14th, another storm of like character 
passed over the region between Bloomington 
and Springfield, doing much damage. A large 
number of houses in Elkhart and Williams- 
Ville were demolished, one of them falling in 
and crushing a family of five persons to death. 

On the 15th, a termble hail-storm occurred 
in Chesterfield county, Va. Some of the stones 
were of the size of hen’s czes, Vegetation 
was destroyed, the ground strewn with the 
leaves and branches of trees, aud a great 
many witdows broken. The hail was from 
two to thirée feet deep in somè places in the 
roads. The train from Petersburg in the even- 
jog came in contact with a fallen tree, and the 
ngine and cara were much damaged, The

March 2,— Wo cut down a large cotton wood 
tree, and in two days dug out a canoe four feet 
wide and twelve long, put on a pair of oats 
and then rowed down the Arkansas river, 125 
miles, to Little Rock, begging our food by the 
way, 3 meal at a time, as we had opportunity. 
after vimting Little Rock we traveled down 
the river ten miles, and tied up our canoe on 
the east bank and stopped with Mr. Jones. Y 
preached next day at his honse. On the 16th 
we left our canoe with Mr. Jones and walked 
back up’ the river ten miles, opposite Little 
Rock, and took the old mibtary read, and 
started to wade the Mississipm swamp, winch 
was mostly covered with wates from Little 
Rock, Arkangas, to Memphis, Tennessee, a 
distance of abont 175 miles. We wadod through 
nud and water knee deep, day after day, and 
in some instances forty miles per day, before 
wecould get a stopping place. 

On the 24th, winto an the swamps, I had an 
attack of the rheumatism and contd not travel 
tas. My companion, br Brown, had got Ina 
hurry, and wished to return to bis family yn 
Kirtland, and as I could not travel as fast as 
he wished, we parted, Te left me situirg ona 
log in the mud and water; Í was lame and un- 
able to walk, withont fuod, and twelve miles 
from the nearest hofee on the roads he went 
ait of sight in great haste I then knelt down 
mthe water and prayed to the Lord ta heal 
ne ‘The Spire: of the Lord rested upon me, 
ond I was healed; the pain left mes; Larose and 
went-my way, Whenever I met with one or 
more families, Y preached and bore testimony 
to them. 

I crossed the Mississippi river in the evens 
ing of the 87th of March, and staid at a pub-

Ma it 18 not difficult to convince the world; 
there is but very little difficulty in convincing 
every pergon who will hearken to reason—you 
ean convince them, but what is the diffienlty 
br. Whitlock was speaking of? The majority 
of the human family do not Jove the truth, aud 
many forsake it after they have embraced it. 

To me itis evident that many who under- 
stand the truth do not govern themselves by it, 
consequently, no matter how trae and beauti- 
ful truth 18, you haye to take the passions of 
the people and mould them to the law of God, 
and nothing less will accomplish that umon 
and salvation which we are striving for.

But { trust that all 
18 settled, I Nope that seeds of contention will 
not germinate among the people of this Ter- 
ritory. Waris a calamity which I ever would 
avert, but sf we do eyer come to war, I hope it 
will be to vindicate the honor of our national 
flag I want to see our soldiers facing the 
enemies of the Republic—but Amercan fel- 
low-citizens—never!

May 31,—I left my wife and friends in Kirt 
ind, and walked to Fairport with bro. Hale; 
re were joined by Milton Holmes, and took 
ae Bkedtaer Sandusky and arrived in Buffalo 
vne Ist, and Syracuse on the 4th; walked 36 
ules tod Richland, Oswego Co, N.Y., and 
alled upon my two brothers, Asmon and 
[hompson, whom J had not seen for several 
arge We visited the churches as far ag 
ackett’e Harbor, called upon Archibald Pat- 
en, and delivered to him some letters fiom 
Warren Parrish, in which were enclosed many 
me hundred dollar bills, which he had taken 
rom the Kirtland Bank. 

We crogsed Lake Ontarlo, visited Upper 
Canada, and attended a conference, May 10th, 
with Biders John I. Page and James Blakesly, 
inthe township of Bastard, heeds Co. There 
were eight branchea represented, containing

Aug. 1—We left New Rowley, and was 
joined by Tider Hale, who accompanied us to 
Saco, Maine.

We were kindlytre- 
ceived; 2f was the first time I had seen any of 
her relations. We found mother Carter very 
sick, I spent several days visiting the Saints

— 10.—I accompanied Ezra and Fabien 
Carter, my brothers-in-Jaw, on a fishing excur- 
sion; we caught with hooks 250 cod fish, had- 
dock, and hake, and saw four whales; 1t being 
the'first tıme I had ever seen that class of fish 
that swallowed Jonah, 

— 18.—With Elder Hale, I started to fill my 
mission on Tox Islands; we walled to Port- 
land, and spent the mglt at Mr. Samuel 
Halos, 

~19%.—We took the steamer. Bengor 83 
miles to Owl's Head, where we arrived at sun- 
set, withont means to prosecute our journey 
further. We retired to a high hill, and bowed 
before the Lord, and prayed that he would 
open onr way; the Spimt of the Lord rested 
upon ua, and testified urto us that our prayers 
would be answered, As we arose from our 
knees, 2 sloop came into the harbor; we went 
to the captain, and enquired where he was 
goings he rephed, through the channel of 
Vinal Havens ho tool us on board and landed 
us on North Fox Islands, at 2 a.m., on the 
2uth, We wandered in the dark about an 
hour, rambi ¢ over rocks and bushes, found the 
house of Mr. Nathaniel Dyer, and were enter- 
tamed. It being Sinday morning, Mr. Benj. 
Kent piloted us to the Baptist mecting-house. 
oceupied by Dider Gideon J. Newton, pastor 
of the only religions denomination upon the 
island. At the door, X aeng for the deacon, 
and told him I wished him to inferm the min- 
ister that we were servants of Ged, and wish- 
ed to deliver a message to that people. The 
minister sont word for us to conic into the pnl- 
pil; accordingly, with valize in hand, we walit- 
ed up inte the pulpet, and took a seat on each 
side of him. When he closed Hus diseours», 
de asked me what hour we would hke to 
speak; I told him at fives be gaye out our ap- 
pointment, and invited us to itg house. I 
asked him how many school hon seg were on 
the island; he gail four, and cave mo their 
names. Iasked him if {hoy were free for any 


one to preach ing he answered in the affirmas! fi: 


five. I took out my Bible, Books of Mormon,| 
and Doctrine ant Covenants, and laid them all 
upun his staut; he premised to read them 
The hour of meeting arrived, and I preached! 
to a full house upon the fitst principles cf the 
gospel, and bore testimony thatthe Lord had 
raised up a prophet, and had ecramenced to 
establish his church and lungdom agom upon 
the carth, in fulfilment of his word, as spoken 
throu,h ihe ancient prophets and apostles, 
This was the first discourse ever delivered by 
any Latter-day Saint upon this chain of is- 
lands; Elder Hele bore testisony. I gave out 
appointmenta for preaching in the four schoo} 
houses, The people came out en masse to in- 
vestigate the principles whieh we fancht. In 
fourteen Jays we preached nineteen discourses. 
Capt. Justice Ames and wife were bapizzed 
by Elder Hale, Elder Newton, the Baptist 
minister, with his family, attended twelve of 
our meetings, read the books, and was con- 
vinced by the Spirit of the Lord that our doc- 
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Thad anid, bat I met with no opposition, [trine was true, and be had a hard struggle in 
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his mind to know which to do, receive or re- 
ject at; he finally resolved to reject 1t, and 
commenced preaching against us. He sent for 
Mr, Douglass, Methodist mimater, on the 
South Island, to come and help him; he had 
been long at variance with Mr. Douglass, but 
they became very friendly and united ina war 
against us. We continued preaching daily 
until wo baptized most of the members of Mr. 
Newton’s church, and thoge who owned the 
meeting hous®. : 

I followed Mr. Douglass to his own island, 
and commenced preaching to his church, and 
baptized a good share of hig members, among 
whom were several gea captains. Ministers 
from the main land were sent for, who came 
over and tried fo put a stop to the work by 
preaching and lying about us; but the work 
continued te roll on. They wished me to work 
a miracle to convince them that my doctrine 
was true. Itold them they had rejected the 
truth, and they would see signg, but not unto 
salvation. 

Vinal Haven, which includes both north and 
south Fox Taland, 19 in lat. 44°, Jong. 69° 10°, 
The inhabitants are generally healthy and m- 
dustrious, and hospitable to strangers. The peo- 
ple obtain most of their wealth by fishing, and 
fit out annually over one hundred licensed veg- 
sels, beside many smaller crafts. The north 
island is nine miles long and two wide; popu- 
lation 800, and contains a post office, a store, a 
grist mill, four school houses, and a Baptist 
church, The land ig rocky and rough, yet 
there are farms which produce gaod wheat, 
barley, oats, potatoes and grass; the principal 
timber is fir, spruce, hemlock and birch. ‘The 
rasp and gooseberry grow in great abundance. 
Sheep are the principal stock. 

South Fox island is about ten miles long and 
five wide, and is a mass of racks, principally 
granite, formed into shelves, lulls, hollows, 
and cut up into nooks, points and ravines by 
coves and harbors; population, 1000. There 
are some small patches under cultivation, at 
the expense of great labor and toil. Many 
resident fishermen fish at Newfoundland, and 
bring them home, and dry them upon flakes; 
they annually supply the market with a great 
amount of cod fish, mackerel and boxed her- 
ring. The latter island contains two stores, 
three tide saw mills, sıx schoo) houses, a small 
branch of the Methodist church and a priest. 
The timber is mine, fir, spruce, hemlock and 
birch, also googeberrica, raspberries, whortic- 
berries. and upland cranberries; bushes and 
Ember grow ont of the crevices of the rocks, 

There is a great amount and variety of fish 
in the waters around these islands, viz : whale, 
black fish, shark, ground shark, pilot fish, 
horse mackerel, pturgeon, salmon, bahbut, 
car, pollock, tom cod, hake, haddock, mackor- 
el, shad, bass, alewives, herring, 
dolphin, whiting, frost fish, founders, emelt, 
skate, shrimp, shad, ensk, bluebachs, scollop, 


doxfish, muttonfish, lumpfish, squid, five fin} full of gt 


gers, monkfish, nurscfich, 
thrasher, cat, scuppog, tu ctog. ey cfish, eunner, 
z eels, lobsters, clama, musacls, winkels, 
porpoises, seals, &e. &e.

gathered around to gee what effect this would 
bave. I warned them in the name of fhe Lord, 
and proclaimed the judgments of“ God that 
awaited the wicked, and shook my garments 
in the presence of the people, and told them I 
wasclear of their blood; but they only heard 
my voice intermingled with the roar of cannon 
andmusketry. Before I closed speaking, the 
sailors went back on board the revenue cutter.

Q. Pratt until the 
27th, when I went up the North river to New- 
burgh and preached in several towns in New 
York and New Jersey, and walked across the 
country to Farmington, Connecticut, and ar- 
rived at my father’s June 11, 1838. 

Y commenced preaching at my father’s house, 
July Lat, I baptized six peraons in Farmington 
river, imeluding my father, stepmother and 
my only sister, Eunice, algo cousin Seth Wood- 
ruff, aunt Anna Cossett and Dwight Webster, 
a Methodist class leader, who was boarding 
at my father’s. ‘ 

When the Patriarch Joseph Smith, Sen., 
gave me my blessing, he said I should bring my 
fathei’s household into the kingdom of God, 
which words were fulfilled this day. 

I confirmed those baptized and organized 
this small branch of the church, consisting of 
mine members, eight of whom were relatives; 
I ordained Dwight Webster a Priest, and ad: 
ministered the sacrament. 

July 3 —I started for the State of Maine, 
and arrived at father Carter’s, in Scarborough, 
on the 6th 

— 14.—My wife was delivered of a daugh- 
ter at her father’s house; we named her Sarah 
Emma. 

— 22 —I wrote to Thomas B. Marsh an ac- 
count of my labors upon Fox Islands and the 
eastern country. 

— 30,—I left Scarborough and returned to 
theislands. I preached several times to large 
congregations ın the Methodist meeting house, 
in East Thomastown, and in the town ball in 
Camden, before crossing to the islands, where 
I arrived Aug’ 7. 

Aug. 9,—I received a letter from Thomas B. 
Marsh, informing me of my appointment to 
fill the place in the Quorum of the Twelve of 
one who had fallen, and I was requested to 
come to Far West as soon as possible, to pre- 
pare for a mission to England in the spring, 
X immediately visited all the Saints upon both 
islands, and earnestly exhorted thein to sell 
their property atl prepare to accompany me to 
Missouri. Several immediately sold, but many 
were poor. Br. Nathaniel Thomas said he 
would furnish means to help off all the poor 
Saints who desired to go, and for this purpose 
wont with me to the main Jand on the 13th, 
and I assisted him in purchasing two thousand 
dollara worth of horses, harness, wagons and 
tenta for the companys he paid about $1500 of 
the expenses himself, $1000 of which went to 
furnish conveyance for the poor, After pur- 
chasing the outfit for the company, I urged the 
importance of their starting ag soon as possi- 
hle, not later than the first of September, 


Aug. 19,—I left the town of Camden where 
we had prepared our outfit, and returned to 
Scatborough to prepare my family for the 
journey, expecting to sce the company ina 
few days; but here I remained in great sas- 
pense until October 1, whon Elder Townsend 
went to meet the company. They arrived iñ 
Scarborough on the 3rd, with their wagon 
covers flying,

proof.

Qur company consisted of fifty three 
persona; we had ten wagons, with a pair of 
borses to each. We had before us, at this 
leie period, a gloomy land journey of two 
thousind miles, from Maine to Missouri. We 
continued to travel through Fain, mud, cold, 
froat and snow, until we arrivec m Rochester, 
Sangamon county, Illinois, Dec. 19, where I 
stopped and settled my family and company 
for the winter, being unable to proceed further. 
My wife Had passed thiough & severe course 
cf the brain fevér while upon the journey; Ler 
stringa bad been very great. Her spirit had 
Jef. her body twies to ail Duman appearance, 
aad only been called back through the prayer 
f faith and the power of God. Our child 
had also becn very sick. and I had become so 
Rscronghly chilled ‘through my whole sysiem. 
in crogsiné the bleak prairies, that ıt was two 
rauaths after I stopped before I got sufficiently 
warmed to feel natural.

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A BRIEF HISTORY OF LIEUT. IVES' EXPLO- 
RATION OF THE COLORADO, ; 

Last autumn Lieut. J. C. Ives, U. S. Topo- 
graphical Engineer, wag ordered by the govern- 
ment to explore the Colorado river, for the pura 
pose, as we suppege, of Jearning whether 16 
could be used to advantage in the transporta- 
tion of soldiers and munitions of war on the 
way to the valley of Salt Lake. Hig firat 
measure was to have an iron steamer built in 
Philadelphia. She was made 45 feet long, 
drawing, when laden, 30 inches of water, pro- 
vided with a stern wheel, and capable of runs 
ming fen miles an hour, 

Lieut. Ives brought his steamer across the 
isthmus at a cost of $7,000, and left San Fran- 
cisco for the Colorada in the government trans- 
port Monterey, on the 2nd November, last year. 
The Monterey agcended the Colorado to a 
point about 75 miles from 1ta mouth, which 
point is the head of navigation fq sailing ves- 
sels The material of tho steamer was then 
landed aud put together m sixteen working 
days She was then laimched, and christened 
the Explorer, and Lieut. Ives started up to 
Fort Yuma, a distance of 150 mules, carrying 
fitteen tons of freight. 


THE COLORADO BELOW FORT YUMA. 


Below Fort Yuma the banks of tho Colorado 
are low and sandy, extendmg into vast mud 
flats near its mouth. The vegetation 18 very 
scanty, and of a very disconsolate appearance 
No mountains or rocks are visible from the 
river, but here and there may be seen low 
sand hills. There are occasional patched of 
grass, and afew clumps of cottonwood along 
the edge of the water. The river 1s from one 
quarter to three-quarters of a mile wide, wath 
a bottom of shifting sands, Below the point 
where the steamer was launched, the channel 
has from sıx to seven feet in the shallow est 
places; but above the depth 18 m many places 
not more thanthree fect. The water is always 
very turbid—imore turbid than that of the 
Mississippi—though the current does not run 
more than two or two and a half miles an 
hour. Here and there are small communities 
of Cocopa Indians. At Fort Yuma the Gila 


enters the Colorado with a body of water, 
about one-fifth of that of the main stream. ' 


Both rivers are at their lowest stage in Janu- 
ary. 
SAND DESERT ABOVE FORT YUMA. 


On the 13th January, Lieut. Ives started 
with the Explorer from Fort Yuma upon the 
unknown waters of the Colorado, The course 
of the stream above the mouth of the Gila 1s 
crooked, and the channel obstructed by nu- 
merous sand bars, which take every direction 
and are continually changing. For a great 
distance the river flows through a degert of 
sand go light that when there are Ligh winds, 
it rises and fills the air, and makes the formid- 
able sand storms, which sometimes last for 
three or four days, ard are almost ag terrible 
onthe American deserts as is the Siroccoin the 
Sahara of Africa. Daring these atorms the 
gand fills the air and penetrates everywhere, 
and almost puts an end to business, filling the 
eyes, Ppoiling proy.sions, particularly if in the 
process of cobking, and stopping all travel. 
The sand 19 go penetrating that it even gets

GREAT KANYON OF THE COLORADO, 


At a distance of 335 miles above Fort Yuma, 
1s the great kanyon of the Colorado. where the 
river runs for 22 miles, through a narrow gully, 
with perpendicular rocky sides, varying from 
400 to 800 fectin height. In this kanyon there 
are numerous rocks and furious rapids; and 
high up on its sides, 40 and 60 fect above low 
water mark may be geen here and there the 
trunks of large trees, and other duft wood, 
which had lodged there dung’ high water — 
The mouth of this kanyon 19 the head of nav- 
igation, at least for boats on the lower part of 
tho river The body of water is.large at the 
kanyon, and perhaps theriver may be navigable 
above it. But that is a point notyet determin- 
ed Near the middle of the kanyon, which 
Lieut, Ivey passed pees in a small boat, he 
found a little bank, on which there 18 a boiling 
apmpg, which must be covered by the river dur- 
ing high water

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THE VINITY COUNTRY 
Two miles above the head of the kanyon, 
the Virjen river approaebes the Colorado, but 
when the water is low, sinha before reaching 
it, The wator of the Virjen 18 clear but black- 
ish. Lreut, Ives ascended the banks of the 
Virjen a short distance. He found the eountry 
very rough, the rack being voleame ard bare of 
vegetation, and to a considerable extent bare 
of soil The country ig so barren that pack 
mules could not find enough to live, and go! 
rough that they could not travel over it, even 
1f tbey were furmshed with food.

GENERAL ASPECT OF THE COUNTRY. 


Tie general aspect of the country ig most 
uminviting. For two years past the Colorado 
has uot overflowed its banks, and grasa, which 
grows on the low Jands after an overflow, is 
now very scant. ‘The only trees are cotton- 
wood, willow aud mezquit, the two former be- 
ing abundant on the river banks above Tort 
Yuma. No trees ara geen on the mountams, 
and no high or snow-covered mountains are 
visible from the river. Inno place is there a 
square mile of good firming land, dnt there 
are numerous tracts of botvem lard, from our 
hundred to two hundred yards wide, which 
would produce good crops if irrigated. 

“About twenty miles above Fort Yuma, a 
company of three or four Americans have made 
a ditch to bring water from the Colorado to 
arigate a farm of 1,000 acres. where they ime 
tend to raise barley, wheat and maize, to supe 
ply the demands of Fort Yuma and of travel- 
ers, Agthe prices of grain are very bach at 
Fork Yama, theye farmera have hopes ot bra 
ig able to male great profits upon ther farm- 
ing operations.

EXPLOSIVE PROPERTIES or GUNPOWDER -— 
“There is no instance known of dommon gun- 
powder being kindled by a blow from & ham- 
mer on an anvil, or ah Analogous manner.” 
About four or five yeara ago, when in Dublin, 
the idea was floating in my mind that gunpow- 
der might be ignited by being placed on an 
anvil, and struck with a heavy hammer. In 
order to test it, and set the matter at rest, I 
went to Mr. Kennan’s machine factory, an 
Fishamble Street, and requested him to allow 
one of hig men to make the experiment, He 
kindly and promptly did go, placing himself 
abouthalf a drachm of sporting powder, which 
he took from a flask of his own, on the anvil. 
Hig man struck the powder firat with a light 
hammer, the blow fram which did not ignite 
the powder. He then placed the like quantity 
on the anvil, and the man struck it with a 
heavy hammer, when it expldded: this was 
repeated three orfour times without failure. 
I reported this fact im some of the papers at 
the time, and lately, when Tread the above 
passage in the Umied Service Magazine, 1 was 
determined to re-assure myself of the truth of 
what I had asserted publicly, and went to the 
Bandon terminus here, and requeaved Mr. Bar- 
ber, the aub-engineeer, to try the experiment 
T placed, as before, half a deachm of sporting 
powder—it was Halls rifle powwder—on the 
anvil; Mr Barber struck ıt himself with a 
heavy hammér, wen il exploded with a sharp 
report. I memarm these facts because the 
idea that gunpow ior cannot be ignited by such 
means, or accideutal means similar to 1t—be- 
ing promulgated and prestiged through the 
columns of the United Service Mugazine—might 
lead to the most disastious consequences, such 
as the blowing up of artificial firework store- 
houses.—[ Captain J. Norton. 


TRAINING Herrens anp Unruty Cows,—In 
ninety-nine cages out of one hundred, cons are 
wild ‘and ungentle from defective breaking at 
first. The ugual method of cornermg by the 
fence, or holding by the horns, 19 just calenla- 
ted to produce such cows—cows which must be 
followed to the fence, find them where you 
may, or be held or tied, before they wall stand 
for milking. - 

Higher views of the intellect of cattle should 
prevail, The seeret of traimng beers to be 
gentle, lesin educating them anght—m appeals 
to their intelligence—in giving them habits of 
gentleness and confidence iu mau while young 
Heifers can be learned to stand still through 
the process of milking very cagily, uf fed from 
the hand, and, petted and tamed, before the 
hour of service arrives. Butifl this has been 
neglected, and the animal, full of spirit, fear 
and strength, was given over to break for milk- 
ing, we should advise as follows 

Let the animal be turned mto a yard some 
twenty or thirty feet across—a strongly fenced 
yard, from which she will not attempt to es- 
cape, remember—and then proceed to tame her 
—gently and patiently tame her, by feeding 
from the hand, by rubbing, coaxing and patting 
her, as carefully as a huntsman would a blood- 
ed pup.” We should never coax aheifer to 
stand to be milked by giving her a pail of slop 
or other biibe, but seek to teach ber the habit 
of standing wherever we come up to her, and 
there submitting to the milking process, To 
this end we should avad cornerning her, or 
any appearance of it, but continue by gentle 
words and acts, to subdue her fearfulness—to 
show her our power over her—and to fix the 
habit of obedience, In this way the wihlest 
heifer can be tamed in afew days. If quite

The news of the departure of the Mormons 
from Salt Lake City; which, judging from Gov. 
Cumungs’ deapatch, is,now a fixed fact, 13 at- 
ténded with some features of a niclancboly in- 
terest. These men, as absurd and even bar- 
barous as are their: go-called religious tenets, 
have after all that spirit of atncere enthusiasm 
Which always commands respect. They have 
been driven into the wilderness now for the 
third time since the founding of their church, 
and rather than succumb to the powers that be 
they haveeach time welcomed the sufferings of 
the wilderness, and the privations of a dreary 
pilgrimage. To sufter affliction under such cir- 
cumstances has seemed to them a pleasuresand, 
under the guide of their leaders, they have 
gone forth they know not whither. 

There has no doubt been many hes. told about 
the Mormons by Yankee book makers, who have 
pone there, and with a keen eye to profit, wrote 

ooks concerning them, to sel], without a strict 
regard to truth. Indeed, Gov. Cumming in his 
very first despatch says that the storica about 
tha destruction of the records of the Courts, 
the territorial library, &c., are inedrrect.— 
Then, too, how often has the story been rang 
in our éars that there were buntredg in Utah 
who would gladly escape from the tyratiny of 
Brigham Young if they bad the powers and yét 
anly fifty-six men and thirty-eight women with 
seventy-one: ghildren presdnted themdelves to 
Gov. Cumining and stated their desire tp leave 
the territory. And it doos not seem that aven 
these- weze restrained of their liberty, but 
wished tå return ta the Stated becande they

bounded, and the butt of the tree struck me ex 
the breast and knocked me several feet unto, 
the air agatost a standing oak, and the falling 
tree followed me in its bound and caught me 
against the standing free, and I came down 
between them; before reaching the earth, how- 
ever, J was uberated from them, and struck 
the ground upon my feet ina badly bruised con- 
dition. My left thigh, the whole length of 1t, 
and my bip and left arm were much bruised; 
my breast hone and three riba on my left side 
were broken; my lungs, vitals and left side 
were also bruised in a shocking manner. After 
the accident I gat upon a log wot Mr. 
John Garrison went a quarter of a mile to get 
my horse. Notwithstanding I was so badly 
hurt, I mounted my horae, and rode two and a 
half miles over a very rough road, dismount- 
ing twice in consequence of miry places; my 
breast and vitals were so badly torn te pieces, 
that at each step of the borse the pain went 
through me like an arrow. £ continued on 
horseback until I arrived at Turkey creek, on 
the north side of Winter Quarters. I then be-, 
came exhausted, and was taken off my horse 
and carried to my wagon ina chair, I was 
met in thé street by Prests. Brigham Young, 
H C. Kimball and W, Richards and others, 
who asmated in carrying me to my family. 
Before laying me upon my bed, the Presidency 
Jaid handé upon me, rebuked my suffering’ and 
distress in the name ofthe Lordy and gaid I 
should live and not die, -X wae then laid upor 
my bed ın my wagon, and ag the Apostles pre-- 
phesied upon my head, so it came to'pass. I 
employed no physician on this occasion, bat 
was administered to by the Elders of Israel 
and nursed by my wife. Ilay upoh my bed 
unable to move until my breast bone began to 
knit together, which commenced on the ninth 
day, I began to walk about an twenty days: 
in thirty days from the timé I was hurt I agains 
commenced to do hard labor. 

July 6, 1848—While on a mission to the 
Eastern States, I drove my carriage, contain- 
ing myself and family into the door yard ot 
br, James Williams in Íowa, to camp for the 
night. I tied my mules to.a large oak {reg 
seyeral rods from the carriage. As we were 
about to lay down in the carriage for the night, 
I was strongly impressed to go and move my 
mules from the oak tree, and also to move my 
carriage. I followed the dictates of the Spirit, 
and removed my muleg to a small hickory 
grove, also moved my carnage several rods, 
and retired to rest. - 

In a short time a heavy rain storm came on, 
which broke the tree near the ground, and 
laid it prostrate where my carriage had stood, 
As it was, the top struck the bind end of the 
carnage; the tree was two feet in diameter. 
Thus, by obeying the whnasperings of the Spirit, 
myself aud family were preserved, 

On the 2istilay of April, 1856, while awsist« 
ing to remove an ox that had died from poison 
and had been skinned, I inoculated my arm 
with poison, and mortification ensued. The 
poison worked through my syatem for seven 
days before it showed iteelf outwardly. On 
the 28th my arm began to swell, waa in great 
pain and showed signa of mortification. I 
showed it to Prest, Young, who adviaed me to 
cleanse my stomach immediately, and put on 
onion poullices, and anything that would draw 
the poison from my system into my army which 
counsel Limmediately put in execution, The 
29th was another trying day to my lite; the 
poison had so thoroughly penetrated my whole 
system, that my strength left mes I could not 
stand, I was ted to my bed, my bowels and 
stomach ceased to act, my spegch was like 
that of a druuken man. Preat. Youay ealled, 
ia company with Dr. Sprague, and tafd bande 
upon me, ond rebuked the disease and the 
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power of the destroyag which had seized my 
bedy, promised ine in the name of the 
Lord, that I should not die bnt live to finish 
my work which was appointed me upon the 
earth. .Esqon began to recover, The poison 
and mottification Jeft my system awd centered 
2m my arm, and was drawn from my arm thro’ 
the aid of charcoal poultices, moistened with 
a strong decoction of wormwood, ragweed and 
wild sage; the dead flesh waa removed from 
my arm with instruments and lunar caustic, 
and in a few days I was well agun. 

T have occupied considerable space 1h refer- 
ring to those pecaliar circumstances which 
have attended me daring fife, and to sum the 
matter up if stands thus:—I have broken both 
legs—one in tyo places—both arms, my breast 
bone and three ribs, and had both ankles dis- 
located. I have been drowned, frozen, scalded, 
and bit by a mad dog—have béen in two water 
whiels under full head of water—have passed 
through several severe fits of sickness, and 
encountéred poison in its worst forms—have 
landed in a pile of railroad ruina—have barely 
been missed by the passing bullet, and have 
passed through a scoré of other hair-breadth 
escapen. 

It has appeared miraculous to me, that with 
all the injuries and broken bones which I have 
had, Ihave not alame limb, but have been 
enabled to endure the hardest labor, exposures 
and journsys—have often walked forty, fifty, 
and on one occasion, arxty miles in a day. The 
protection and mercy of God has been over 
me, and my life thus far haw been preserved; 
for which blessings I feel to render the grati- 
tude of my heart tomy Heavenly Father, pray- 
wig that the remainder of my days may be 
spent ix His service and in the building up of 
His kingdom.

A correspondent of the Boston Journal 
writiag from Chicago says of the unparalleled 
cheas feat recently played out in that city by 
Mr, Paulsen, as follows:—- 

The most stupendous achievement in chess 
the world ever saw baa just been successfully 
performed ın this city, and Lowe Paulsen now 
stands peerless, On Monday evening he com- 
weenced playing bhind-folded ten simultaneous 
games against Chicago. His opponents were 
carefully selected froin among the most skil- 
ful players of the Chess Club, who used every 
exertion to chéck-mate their gallant antagon- 


rat. 

Mr. Paulsen sat apart from every one on the 
stage of Light Guard Hall, with his back to 
the ten boards. Two gentlemen of thie city, 
acted as tellers, and circulated among the 
players, calling aloud each move on the dif- 
ferent tables, which were designated by thoir 
respective numbers from one to ten. Mr. 
Paulsen would reflect afew moments, and then 
without apparent effort, announce his vwn 
move in return. His attitude and bearing were 
Jike thone of a person in a trance. His head 
thrown slightly forward—hıs eyes closed—his 
fgaro motionless—-anà nothing to indicate hfe 
sayo an occasional working of the face when 
a skilful step was taken by an adversary or a 
sudden coup de batastle contemplated by him- 
self. The progress was slow, of course slow, 
At thé close of the first evening, however, én- 
ough of his surprising ability was displayed to 
make oven the most experienced of his oppo- 
nents feel nervous, and induce them to use 
every tactic to out-maneuvte him. During 
the second evening his atlvantaze over several 
waaclearly to beseen. The spéctators be- 
came much excited, but the sympathies of 
those who had no friends playing, were plainly 
given to that single, silent man, 
against a host of foes. 

Mr, Pauisen could at any time recapitulate 
the precise position of each piece upon every

Billy Bowlegs and the Florida War. 

The air of romance which attaches to the 
native children of our foresta, ıt matters not ta 
what tribe they may belong, bas induced us to: 
furnish eur readers with a tarthful portrait of 
Buy Bowlegs, the last King of the Ever- 

ades. 

E Since 1835 the Florida Indians have orcu- 
pied a large share of public attention, and al- 
most fabulous sums have been expended by 
the United States Government in a useless en- 
deavor to drive them from their istand homes 
among the morasses and lagoons in the inter- 
ior of fhe country. The first hostilities ongin- 
ated in the opposition of the Mecasukiats and 
most of the Chiefs of the Seminole nation to} 
the execution of the treaty of Payne’s Landing : 
It was stipulated in this treaty that the Semt- 
noles should surrender their lands to the Un- 
ted States and emigrate west of the Mississip- 
pt, in consideration of a certain sum of money | 
which was to be paid them on their arrival at 
the banks of the river. About the time that | 
preparations for their removal were completed, ! 
Jobn Hext, an influential Chief, who had fa- | 
vored the movement, died, and Osceola became ' 
the controlling apirit of the Mecasukians,— : 
From that period the minds ofthe Mecasukians ; 
and of the Seminoles were inflamed against the 
whites, and active outrages became frequent, 
The most disastrous of these was the massa- |} 


cre of Major Dade’s command, conmsting of | 


two companies of Arfillery, on the 28th °F 


December, 1835. 


From the date of this massacre, the war: 
was continued under Gen. Clinch, Brig. sth | 


Call, Gen. Gaines, Col. Twiggs, Gen. Scott, 
Gen Jessup and Gen Taylor, till 1839, when 
Gen Macomb, Commander-in-Chief of the 
Army, invited the Indian Chiefs to a confer- 
ence, and such arrangements were ertered into 
as induced him to believe that the war would 
speedily be terminated. His hopes, however, 
proved to be ill-fonnded. Shortly after the 
conference, and in violation of its provisions, i 
trains, travelers and plantations were attacked. | 
Lieut. Col. Harney, at Charlotte Harbor was

The reply is curiously tllnetrative of the 
ct that savages more readily atquire the 
vices than the yirtues of civilization, 
Shortly after the Harney surprise. the Legis- 


i lature of orida made provision for the em- 
i ployment of bloodhourds to track the Indlans

Col Worth, deceived by appearances 
and hollow promises, proclaimed the wat over 
in April, 1842, but no sooner had he resigned 
the command, which was assumed by Col, 
Vose, than guernila conflicts broke out afresh 
on tho part of the Indiahs. In these move- 
ments Bowlegs had the credit of being the 
chief agent and director. and ıt 18 certain thal 
hé resisted large promises of reward in case 
he induced hig people to emigrate. 

Conference after conference was had, and 
Billy, by Ing frequent mtercourse with the 
whites, acquired quite a Auent use of the En- 
gltsh and Spanish languages, Jndeed, he pre- 
tended to be quite a savant among the red- 
skins of the Everglades, and 1t 19 said that he 
obtained the prettiaat of his two wives by 
means of a fraud founded on his educational 
assumptions 

Tt appears tbat one of the braves of his 
tribe had a young and pretty wife, who at- 
tracted the attention of Billy, much im the 
same manner that the paalmist king of old was 
attracted by the beauteons wife of bis servant 
Uriah Nor does the parallel énd in mere 
“passional attraction, Each compaased the 
death of a husband for the accomplishment of 
an unhallowed purpose, and in no sespect does 
the case of the savage appear worse than that 
of the psalmist 

As the atory runs, Billy pretended to have 
received a letter informing bim that the hug- 
band of a pretty squaw was about to betray 
the Seminoles to the whites, and beat once 
preferred agamst him the charge of being a 
traitor. The brave indignantly denied the 
charge, but Billy showed the letter which he 
had received, and read from it, in English, the 
most convincing proofs against the culprit. 
Thereupon tha surprised brave questioned 
Billy’s ability to read. But Buby repheJ, that 
he waa willing to have hia skill in reading and 
uniting Enghsb, put to the severeat test, and 
if a letter which he would write in the presence 
of the chiefs of the nation, were not immedi- 
ately understood by the officers of the neigh- 
buring Fort, he would himself stand impeached 
and allow the prosecution to fall 

And Billy, with bis wicked foresight, knew 
what he wag about. When at the Fort a few 
days prewously he asked the officer in cbarge 


{to write what he would dictate, and, the officer 


consenting, be had written, “I, Billy Bowlegs, 
King of the Seminoles, can read and write the 
English language.” Bally then told the officer 
that be wanted to play a joke off on some of 
his people, and 1f any of them came to the 
Fort with a letter bearing his autograph, to 
read or translate it in the words which bad

So when a messenger was sent with Bilya 
letter the officer at once underatood and read ıt 
ag per previous agreement, and the result was 
the conviction and execution of the pretty 
squaw’3 busband. Then Billy comforted the 
pretty squaw and she became his wife. 

After Col. Worth was brevetted Brigadier 
General and returned to the command, innv- 
merable petty treaties and hollow truces were 
agreed to by Billy, until finally, during Mr, 
Fillnore’s occupancy of the Presidential Chair, 
he was induced by Gen. Blake to pay a visit 
to the great White Chief at Washington. 

So Billy, with a few of bia chosen braves, 
made bia first tour through the white man’s 
territory, and manifested the ustial indifference 
of the Indian stoic whenever evidences of the 
white man’s skill were presented for his ad- 
miration. The steamboat was pretty good, but 
he preferred the canoes of the Everglades; 
and the locomotive went pretty fast, but he 
had a little black pony that would beat it.

Tornano in New Yonge Ciry.—Monday, 
June 21, was a hot, sultry day, clear for the 
moat part, until about do’clock. Atthat time 
there came up with unexampled rapidity one 
of the most furious storms of rain, wind, hgbt- 
ning, hal and thunder that has been known 
here for many years It ‘was not more than 
twenty minutes in duration, but within that 
time a vast amount of damage was done; houses 
were injured, roofs and chimneys destroyed, 
and several persons were killed. The storm 
seems to have collected on the mountains ly- 
ing west of thé Hudson, and was observed 
hovering for several hours over the northern 
part of the city. At 3o’clockin the afternoon 
it had commenced its progress. Inits van a 
large dusky cloud bad gathered, in form some- 
what hke the head of a large elephant with 
its proboscis extending to the ground, aa if 
feeling to find the proper route of the destroy- 
er. A funous whirlwind attended its progress 
through the northern part of the city. It was 
of such a density that the observer could 
scarcely behold any object which it had envel- 
oped; and buildings too shghtly put together, 
were torn down, untoofed, and in some in- 
stances transported to considerable distances, 
scattering dlong the way the ruins thus made. 
The course of the tempest was southeastward. 
In half an hour the fury of the storm was over, 
and the pioneer cloud was seen to cross East 
River to Williamsbutgh. Here it was more 
destructive, both to lite! and property. Pasg- 
ing to Brooklyn, Western District, it was for 
a time really frightful in the ruin 16 vecasion- 
ed. It soon passed further to the southeast, 
leaving the land to expend its further violence 
onthe ocean, New York, in the neiynborhood 
of the Battery, South Brooklyn and Staten Is- 
Jand were exempt from its ravages. 

In this efty, the Episcopal Church in Fifty- 
fourth street, between Second and Third aven- 
ues, erected through the exertions of Ralph 
Hoyt, was blown to the ground, and nothing 
bat the foundation walls was left standing.— 
In various purtions of the city trees were torn 
up by their roots, awnings and awmng poate 
flew abont in all directions; roofs were blown 
off, and several persons were badly injured by 
the falling of chinmeys., In Brooklyn a woman 
wig struck by lightning in Fifth avenue, near 


‘the junetion of Flatbush avemue, and wae in- 


stautly killed. There was no marks upon her 
body except a slight discoloration on the neck 
and rizbt cheek. A girl, whom she was lead- 
ing hy the land, was stutmed, but was not oth- 
erwise ivnjued.

It must be confessed that our position here, 
so far as itrejates to the general attitude of 
the British Army ın India, ip not, at first mght, 
very satisfactory.

ERUPTION OF MOUNT VESUVIUS.

The ernption continues with unabated ener- 
gy Since its commencement not less than 
seven new craters have been opened. The 
four great streams of java, mentioned in my 


Yi former letters, continue to be fed by these 


moths, and to descend the slopes of the 
mountain, varying their course more or less, 
according to the direction of the ravines they ~ 
encounter. The progress of the two northera 
streams, Which are fed by fixe cratera,1s alow, 
but continuous. One of these 1s directed to- 
wards the ravine called the Fosso della Ve- 
trana, and the other towards the Fosso Grande, 
and the other stream, which 19 fed by a small 
crater more recently opened in the Piano della 
Ginestta, has already intercepted the old road 
to the Hermitage, thus obstructing the pro- 
greas of the numerous visitors, who were able 
hitherto to arrive at that pomt in their car- 
riages Both the northern and southern 
streams have descended already to avery low 
point on the mountam, and have become very 
menacing. One of these was swelled by the 
lava issning from the seventh crater, opened 
about noon on Monday last, The fiery torrent 
has destreyed several properties, conaisting of 
forests, vineyards, and cultysated farms. It 
now approaches very near the new road to the 
Observatory. 

‘The official journal of the 2d contains a re- 
port, addressed by the Director of the Meteor- 
ological Observatory on Vesuvius to the Main- 
ister of Public Instruction, The Director says 
that on the morning of the 30th ulta he 
went, accompanied by the concierge of the 
Observatory, near some streams of lava re- 
cently formed Suddenly they observed enor- 
moug quantities of lava projected upwards 
with great force, accompanied by a frightful 
noise, Ina tew moments three most beauli- 
ful cones were formed, which continued to 
thunder and eject fire to a great altitude until 
a late hour in the evemng, Similar phenomena 
were produced at {he other craters, and finally 
the summit of the great cone itself respouded 
from on igh, with the most fearful rumbling, 

The spectacle presented by the mountain 
last night (Triday) was unusually imposing. 
The wind had swept away the vapor which 
more or legs obseures the fires, and the torrents 
of lava were revealed in alltheor terrifie spten- 
dor.

Srer. 10, 1832, I was baptized by Elder Jo- 
soph H. Wakefield, and confirmed by Elder 
Solomon Humphrey, in the presence of my 
father:and mother, and many: of our neigh- 
bors. 

At the time of confirmation my mind was 
exceedingly cdlm and cleas; but as I telt no 
powerful manifestation from the amposition of 
hards, I guffered the adversary to tempt me. 
1t seemed asif a spint came and said to me, 
You have now committed the unpardonable 
sin, for you bave been baptized without a 
change of haart,” I was sorely tempted an 

+ thig way many hours; but Igoan overcame, 
and my mind was filled with light and peace. 

After this, all my young companions com- 
menced imposing vpon me, to aggertain, as 
they said, whether J had any religron; and un- 
less I would submit to imposition without 
rosenting it, they considered me a hypocrite. 
I went te echool part of the winter of 1832-3; 
all the largo beya combined to abuse mo. I 
was large of niy age; boys three or four years 
older than inyself, were of my size, and had 
always been able to handle me with edse. I 
endured their abuse until I could bear it no 
Tonger; and soon convinced them by physical 
demonstration that my strength bad yery much 
increased, and that I was able to master the 
school; after which I wag treated with res- 
pect 

Ou the evening of the 29th March, 1833, my 
father attempted to preach af the Yellow 
Bchool-house an Potsdam villages there were 
present a large assembly, including priests, 
magistrates and lawyers; but they got up such 
a tiot that he was obliged to desist: after 
which an old lady got up and reproved them 
shatply for their disgraceful conduct. The 
leaders in this disturbance were professors of 
religion. 

My father sold his farın, nettled up his debts, 
and paid several unjust claims rather than 
stay and defend Taw mute, He fitted up two 
warvora, with a span of horses to cach; in one 
of them he carried bro. Muses Bailey and 
family, and in the other his own family, which 
consisted of my fathér and mother, my sister 
Caroline, who was born Juve 6, 1820; my bro- 
ther, John Lyman, who was born Noy, 17, 1822s 
my cousin, Clarissa Lyman, and myself. We 
were accompanied by Norman D, Brown and 
his father and mother, moimbera of the church 
from Parishville.

TRONOMICAL SPECULATION, —On Mouday, the 
12th, Professor Nichol, LL.D., delivered the 
third of a course of lectures on astronomy, at 
Manchester. _ The subject treated upon’ had 
reference chiefly to the rings of Saturn, and 
other analogous phenomena, He referred to 
an observation made in the introductory lec- 
ture, respecting there bemg a ring, or pro ably 
several tings, round the earth. What bad bi- 
therto been called the zodiacal light was only 
visible Here in the form of a cone, buf an Amé- 
rican astronomer, Who had gone to Japati and 
other favorable pomts to investigate the gub- 
ject, found that the cohe opened ont gud ex- 
tended across the heavens from horizon to hor- 
izon, and that be hau, by observation during 
the night, seen about tbree-fourths of the 
circle. This observer found that we had only 
been looking af the ring ax we might do ata 
hoop held edgewise, thus making it assume a 
conteal form. moe 

The learned profesyor now proceeded to say 
that the theory previously held, that the zodia- 
cal light proceeded From a nebulous ring round 
the sun, was thought to be premature, and that 
the appearance came froma great nebulons 
ring surrounding the earth, He explained, by 
diagram, that we should see the rays from this 
ring reflected mere strongly from oyr horizon 
than at its points higher up in the heavens. 
No ring round the sun could explain this áp- 
pearance, but ono round the earth would en- 
tirely, They were forced also to the conelu- 
pion that it w ag not one ring only, but perhaps 
séveral, Its distance was about 100,000 miles; 
its breadth $2,000; ita depth wag not yet 
knowr; the mass of matter in it must be enor- 
nous, and no doubt itwas fulfilling some im- 
portant finction in regard to the earth and 
the solar aystém. 

The composition of Saturn's ring was then 
discussed, and an account given of the changes 
which had ben noticed In them by varions 
observers. From the dynamical conclusions 
of Laplace, combined with the changés aecer- 
tained, the lecturer drew the inference that 
the mnga have no coherences that they are 
neither vapor nor fluid; and gave ag a theory 
are composed 
of milhons of xsteroids, circulating round the 
planets the bright parts being where they aro 
most thickly strewed, and the datk lines the 
abrence of them. There was à faint slaty 
colored ring sten within the others, and this 
apenre to be gradually appeoa iin the 
planet. It had approached at the rate of fifty

at 56 Rutgere.street Passing through the 
office, we were presently introduced to the 
bakery, a large five story building, in the bage- 
ment of Which the engine that drives the ma- 
aiey of the entire establishment is placed, 
Mand whera the flourig mixed and the yeast 
vépared. , In this department, many conven- 
icaces for the workmen, not to be foung in 
other bakeries, such as washrooms, ete , have 
been fitted up. Stepping on a platform, we 
were Iy the aid of the engine, at ence elevated 
to the lifth story, where are the heads of two 
enormous bins, funnel shaped, each capable of 
holding one hundred barrels of flour, and which 
arp supplied, from the basement, by cups 
laced on endless belts. The necks of these 
bins are, on the third floor, directly connected 
with the sponging machines; and these, again, 
by other funnels, connected with the dough 
mixing, breaking, and cutting and stamping 
machines on the second floor. The mass of

GOLD MINES IN BRITISH AMERICA. 

Tnere has been great excitement ‘in Calis 
fornia of late in cons¢quence of the reported 
rich strikes being made in gold mining on 
Fraser River, British America, For the twe 
months preceding the date of our last advices, 
upwards of twenty thousand persons had left 
the Port of San Francisco for Vancouver’s 
Island, en route for this new Èl Dorado; and 
thousands more were getting ready to depart. 
Every veasel was crowded. Real estate, min- 
ing claims, etc», have depreciated very much 
throughont the northern part of California, 
and the excitement 18 said to have caused men 
to part with property, especially miming claims, 
at figures thought to be far below their real 
value. The accounts in circulation respecting 
the richness of these new mines were deemed 
by many of the more sober and calculating to 
be fabulous, and they feel satisfied the stories 
are humbugs, There have been so many 
stories of a similar nature started at one time 
and another in California, by speculators and 
others interested in Jand claims, steam boat 
lines, stores, pte that many who have been 
bitten and learned by bitter and dear bought 
experience the folly of trusting to every re- 
port, are very cautious about swallowing these, 
All 2ecounts, however, agree in stating that it 
is a havardous and expensive undeftaking. 
Numbers have already lost thoir lives by at- 
tacks from Indians. Goods on the river are 
very high, poor, black flour selling at $50 per 
barrel, a middling good article at $60, and 
other things in proportion, though there are 
many articles that can neither be purchased 
for love nor money. , A

GRAPES. 


In 1850, I took a tour through the western 
portion of Berka connty, where there was in 
all perhaps about fifty acres of grapes (Cat- 
awba and Isabella) an bearing, Nearly all 
were affected, more or less, by the rot, some 
totally ruined, others half a crop, and some 
so,badly injured as not to be worth gathering. 
One lot of perhaps half an acre was free from 
the disease, had a fine crop, and very nearly 


1pe. 

[had noticed all the reat of the vineyards 
which I visited were kopt In neat order; no 
weeds; had been carefully pruned an the spring 
and as carefully tied to stakes. But this one, 
in which no knife, cultivator, hoe, or anything 
else had been used that year, the grapes 
which I bought a week or ten days after at 
$10 per Lon, proved not quite so well ripened 
as they should have been, but were infimtely 
superior to others that had received great care 
and attention, Do we not sometimes work 
and trim too much? 

Last autumn in looking at a friend’s vines, 
his [gabellas were a pertect failure, except one 
single vine, on the same trellis with the others, 


had a proud load of splendid grapes upon it. } 


To Pakvent Bap Opons.-—Both' the dud 
and solid secretions af men and animale con- 
tain nitrogen, a gas which has ‘neither taste, 
amellnor color, while separated from other 
bodies, and which has little affinity for other 
elements, though itig found that those sub- 
stances most prone to fermentation are those 
which contain nitrogen in some form, or ag an 
ingredient of their cémpounds. ‘The facal 
matters of ail animals owe their disagreeable 
smell chiéfly to a contpound of nitrogen, known 
as ammonia. <A curious change is effected, 
and that spontaneously, too, in these excretions 
as soon as they cease to form a part of the hv- 
ing organism. They contain nitrogen, the ele- 
ments of water, viz.: hydrogen, oxygen and 
carbon. The carbon uhites with the oxygen 
of the water and the nitrogen with the hydro- 
gen, thug destroying the water, These two 
compounds bemg -simultaneously formed, are 
set free at the same time, when they now 
unite, forming what may be termed a compound 
—catbonate of ammonia—the odorous element 
of privy vaults, ceaspools and barn-yards. 

Most decent people would gladly prevent 
these disagreeable odors from escaping and 
tainting the whole atmosphere about, if they 
could procure, cheaply, some effectual absor- 
bent, or deodorizer. There is needed no better 
material for this than every man finds on hia 
own farm ina greater or less supply—peat, 
or'turf, mingled with the fermenting mass, or 
spread over the heaps. Leaves and wood’s 
mould, and plaster, nake excellent absorbents 
and deodorizers, and they will add immensely 
to the fertilizing value of the whole. What 
better application gneed be asked for onr soil 
than barn and prey manure, and the contents 
of the cess-pool, all mingled with peat, turf, 
plaster, &c., and well crumbled down? There 
ia no better general applications. B—Prairie 
Farmer, April 22. i 


Mires ow HorsE-SHORING.—~ À late number 
of the Journal of the Royal Agrrcullural So- 
ciety, contains a paper on this subject by the 
author of “The Horse’s Foot—How to Keep 
it Sound?—a pamphlet largely circulated in 
this country. He contenda that by good shoc- 
ing and care, the horse may be keptin good 
working order to doublesthe age now psnal— 
summing up as follows: 

“Te I were asked te account for my horge’s 
legs and feet being ın better order than those 
of my neighbors, L should attribute it to the 
four following circumstances: — First, that 
they are all shod with few nails, so placed in 
the ahoe as to permit the foot to expand every 
time they move; sécondly, that they all live in 
boxes inatead of stalls, anil can move when- 
ever they pléase; thirdly, that they have two 
hours’ daily walking exercise when they are

tery of keeping horse’s legs fine, and their 
feet in sound working condition up to a good

Ten years ago I wasan Sinclair & Corse’s 
establishment, near Baltimore, and there for 
tho first time tasted native grape wine. Lasked 
them how they treated their vines. Comeand 
see, was the reply. Their vines were trained 
on trellises some eight or ten feet high, the 
ground thickly covered with fresh leaves, In 
the sping, when the frostis out and the ground 
dried off pretty well, they rake olf the leaves, 
give a top dressing of manure, and J think dig 
1t ìn shghtly, then cover on the leaveg again, 
and what waste there was ina year’s decay 
supplied from the forest. Thatig all, besides 
pruning and picking fruit, Isabellas were the 
principal stock, 


And now I will ask a few questions which iawect cream. 


will no doubt get me into difficulties, but I will 
venture on it. Where does the exact pomt 
end, of foxiness or Fragrance, and aroma comi- 
mence? 

A second question is, Must we trench two 
and three feet deep to obtain the finest grapes, 
and to have the vines last? I£ 80, why do not 
our old residents of the foyest run their roots 
deep down, instead of creeping (as a sailor 
would say) between wind and waters or in 
other words, close to the surface, under the 
leaves? 

And why do young vines that have been set 
out in May, ma bed only a foot wide, trenched 
and manured a foot deep, tun their little roots 
two feet ont into the common soil not over 
three inches from the surface? 

And why did my border, five feet wide and 
thice feet deep, filled up with leather shavings, 
old mortar, leaves, cow dung, Se, &c, keep 
their three year old roots in its fertile bosom, 
instead of their sneaking off ten feet and net- 
ting themselves under an old hot bed, where 
et had but one ineh of good soil on a hard, 
yellow clay, to pass throngh, to get over the 
path, and that path three feet wide and con- 
siderably used? 

These things puzzle me considerably, and 
anggest that alittle less trenching would an- 
siwer as wells legs trimming, and 2 greatdeal of 
inulehing would pay well. I mean to try it 
the connng season at all events. YT hope some 
one will answer my queries.—[JIr. Miller in 
the Horticulturist.

Bricxs.—The value of hollow and solid 
bricks, respectively, has been tested in some 
recent experiments, with a good result in fa- 
vor of the former A opty of nine inches 
syare, of each kind of bricks was builtin 
cement, in four courses, the joints being as 
thin as possible. The common bricks failed 
with forly tons, while the pir of hollow

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Waswing FLANNELS.—There ia an art in 
washing flannels that is unknown to many 
good wives of farmers, whose white Imen 
shows no Jack of art in that Jine, ‘The diii- 
culty wath ther flannels, which never give 
satisfaction, ia that they are washed too much 
tn the game way that the linen is punfed, 
which bleaches and softens that; while the 
flannel is fulled up, turned yellow, and “feels 
like a board,” the farmer says when he puts 
on, à flannel under garment that has been many 
times in the wash tub, Now this can néarly 
ali be avoided, arid the flannel kept soft and 
‘but little shrunk to the lagt, if rightly washed. 
The right way to wash flannel 1g never fo put 
it in cold, or even warm water—never rub it— 
never spread it on the graga to try to bleach it 
—never hang ıt out on a line to dry, except 
when the sun is ahming hol. To cleanse 
flannel, heat some strong soap suds boiling hot 
and pour it upon the garments in a tub, and 
let it stand without stirring or rubbing them 
until cool enough to bear your hand in, when 
you must pour ıt off and add as much more 
clean water boiling hot, and let that stand un- 
til blood-warm, and then pour off and add ano- 
ther change of boiling water, which is genere 
ally sufficient to loosen the dirt so that it will 
all rin out ad you wring, or rather squeeze, the 
water out. Take care in doing this not to full 
up the fabric, but rather atretch it out, and 
then hang up in a hot sun or before a hot fire 
to drain. As the water settlea down to the 
lower edges, squeeze it out, and if possible 
keep your wet flannels hat till dry, and they 
will not shrink or grow “hard ag a board ” 
There ig but one thing that we ever tried that 
will cleanse greasy wool, or waolen garments 
making it clean and soft in a few minntes, and 
that 18 diluted urine used hot. Try its ıt is far 
better than soap and hard rubbing, for that 
will apail a soft flannel garment in three wash- 
ings, —[N, Y. Tribune. 


How ro Of, a Hanness.—We al) know 
that ıt is of great benefit to oil our harnesses, 
yet many of us neglect to do tt, because we 
regard it as a dirty job; but it is easy enongh 
if done right. My process for doing it 1s as 
follows: 

First, I take the harness apart, having each 
strap and piece by itself; then I wash ıt an 
warm soap suds. I used to Boak it m cold 
water for half a day, as others did, but I find 
that warm water docs no harm and much fa- 
cijitates the job When cleaned, I black every 
part with a harmless black dye, which I make 
thus: One ounce of extract of logwood, twelve 
grains bichromate of potash, both pounded 
fine; upon that I pour two quarts bowhng rain 
water, atirring until all is dissolved. When 
cool ıt may be used. I prey. it on hand all the 
time, in bottles. It may be applied with a 
shoe brush, or anything else convenient. If 
any one objects to the use of this blaching, 
fearing that the bichromate of potash it con- 
tains would injure the leather, I would just say 
that this kind of potash will not injure leather, 
even when used in a much Jarger proportion. 
The backing generally used contains copperas 
—a sulphate sometimes mado of oil of vitriol 
and iron, and it will eat out the life of leather, 
unless used with great caution. 

When tbe dye has struck in, I go through 
with the oiling process. Some have a sheet- 
fron pan to oil in, which is better than any- 
thing, but J have a sheet of iron nailed toa 
hoards it 18 about two by three feet square. 
This Í lay upon a table; 1 lay a piece or part 
of the harness upon this, and with neats-foot 
oi] applied with a paint brush, kept for the 
purpose, I go over it, otling every part; and 
thus I proceed until every part 1s oiled. The 
traces, breeching, und such parts as need the 
most, Toil again. 

For the last oiling I use one-third castor oil 
and two-thirds reats-foot oil, mixed, A few 
hours after, or perhaps the néxt day, I wipe 
the harness over with a woolen cloth, which 
gives it a glossy appearance. 

Why TI used some castor oil for the last coat 
is, becanse it will stand the effects of the at~ 
mosphere, the rain, &c., much longer than 
neats-foot oul, consequently the harnéss does 
not require oiling so often, by itsuse, One 
pint of oil is sufficient for ono harness, 

The common way of oiling a harness, is to 
apply as much neaté-foot oil containing lamp 
Diack as the leather will take ups then wash- 


ling off with castile soap and water. This way 


is not go good as mine, because it makes the 
harness smutty, and also the soap that is used 
contains barilla—a strong alkali, which cuts 
up and feeds upon the oi! in the leather, and 
the weather, especially if rainy, soon rencera 
the harness stil and unyielding aa before; the

This was the trup character of Lyman 
Wight; he wag true as the sun to Joseph 
Smith, and would che for hig friends. He was 
taken to Jackson Co., with Joseph, Hyrum and 
other prisoners. They were chamed together, 
and fed on human flèsh in prison by ther 
Christian guards, and he continucd to suffer 
with bis brethren until the 15th day of April, 
1839, when he started with Joseph and Hyrum 
Smith, Alex Mc. Rae and Caleb Baldwin and 
guard, to po to jail in Columbia, Boon Go ; but 
on the night of the 16th, the sheriff fell asleep, 
the guatd got drunk, and the prisoners left 
them, and went to their families and friends 
in Ilinois. 

Oct. 20, 1839, brothers Lyman Wight and 
Reynolds Cahoon were appointed counsellors 
to John Smith, President of the Saints in Iowa 
Territory. 

Jan. 19, 1841, be was appolnted one of the 
Nauvoo House Association. 

He was called and appointed, at the April 
conference following, to be one of the Twelve 
Apostles, in the place of David W, Patten, 
who fell a martyr at Crooked River in Mo, 

He was commissioned a Brevet Major Gen- 
èral of the Illinois Militia, by Gov. Carlin, 

He went to Kirtland ın 1842, and rebaptized 
about two hundred of the cold, dead members 
of the Church, and brought many of them to 
Nauvoo. 

July tat, 1843, he was examined ag a witness 
before the municipal court of Nauvoo, and 
gave a plain, unvarnished account of the perse- 
cution against the Saints in Missonriy and of 
the sufferings of Joseph Sinith and his fellow 
prisoners, concerning which be aaid, “We were 
committed to Liberty jail, under the care of 
Samuel Tillery, jailor; we were received with 
a shout of indignation, and scorn by the popi- 
lace. The jailor sent for a mittimus some 
daya after. His tender mercies were intaler- 
able; he fed us on a scanty allowance of filthy 
and unpalatable food, and for five days on 
human fléshs from extreme hunger I was com- 
pelted to eat dt.” The guards inguired, “How 
do you hke Mormon beef?! 

During the winter of 1843-4, he wad employ- 
ed in the pine country, at Black River, Wis- 
cousin, Territory, superintending tbe procuring 
of lumber for the Temple and Nauvoo Honse, _ 

In a lotter directed to the Presidency anid 
Twelve, dated Black River Falla, Feb. 15, 
1844, he wrote his views about preaching to 
the Indians, and going to Texan, 

In the spring of 1844, he started on a mise 
sion through the Eastern States, and waa ap- 
pointed one of the Deleoates of tbe Raltimoro 
Conventions He delivered a speech on Bunker 
Hill, on Gen, Joseph Smith's claims ta the 
Presidency of the Y. & 3 and on hearing of tho 
death of Joseph, he returned to Nauvoo with 
the Twelve. 

After his return fo Nauvoo, he said, “tf 
would not turn my hand over to be one of tha 
Twelve, the day was, when thera was some- 
body to control me, tut that day is past?

The beauty 
and vigor of our flower borderg we have long 
aaciibed, in a meagnre, to a select family of 
toads, which we teuderly protect, and sone of 
which have now reached a patiiarchal age, | 

Mr Jesse mentiona that Mr, Knight, the 
eminent nurseryman, keeps a large number of 
toads in hia stoves, for the purpose of destroy+ 
ing the wood-]ice that infest bis planta, and 
that they do not seem at all affected by the 
heat, ever when ıt reaches 130 degrees. 

We are surprised at this latter statement, 
which does not agree with our observation. 
We have observed that the toad in very hot 
weather seeks shelter under foliage, or buneg 
himself amongst the soft mould. In the eyen- 
ing he emerges fiom hig concealment, and no 
doubt then employs hia protugile tongue., 

Mr. Buckland mentions a curious use of 
toads, ‘They are employed as insect-trans. 
A brigade of marauding toads are conducted 
into the garden m the evenmg They make a 
famous aupper, but in the morning thei: entom 
mological employer, by a gentle squeeze, com- 
pels them to disgorge their evening meal, “and 
in this way many curious and rare specimens 
of rare and minute nocturnal ansects baye been 
obtajned.” , 

“There is just now,” says Mr. Buckland, 
ta plague of ants in many of the London 
houses, which defy extermination.

elp them.” Most certainly. They clean 
melon frames of these mnaecis, and why should 
they not perform the same friendly office in 
the drawing rooms of London citizens?

Toads, time immemorial, have heen persecuted 
by school boys, and you cannot wander tbrough 
a village on a summer day without seeing de- 
funct and flattencu apéecimens of these unoffend- 
ing creatures 

Innocent of hterature, it would be tracing 
the cruelty of the urchin to too high’a source 
to ascribe it to the “‘ugly and venomous” toad 
of Shakspeare, or the yet more odious imagery 
of Milton. And yet, from the erroneous 
natural history of the two great national poeta, 
the idea may have onginated, apd thus been 
handed down from one race of school boys to 
another. 

While toads are not truly venomotis, and 
lack the specific apparatus for producing the 
venom which really venomous reptiles are en~ 
dowed with, there is an irritant secretion of 
the glands of the skin which is morë or lesa 
injurious. When a dog seizes a toad, tt is 
glandular fluid is squirted out, and his tongue 
and lips are burned as with a strong acid, 

The metamorphosis which frogs and toads 
undergo is complete and remarkable. In their 
tapolo condition, the respiration 1s performed 
by gills, and ip aquatic, En their adult state, 
their gulls are converted into true lings, and 
can breathe atmospheric air alone. The spawn 
of frogs and toads 19 very distinguishable.

Copper is rendered 
hard ey aw cooling, and soft by rapid cool- 
ing, while iron possesses the very, opposite 
qualities, ir 

Alloys containing copper generally contract 
and become of greater specific gravity. An 
amalgam of mercury and tin expands, as do 
neatly all amalgams. The following binary 
alloys also expand, namely. bismuth and zine; 
bismuth and antimony;, lead and tin, and lead 
and antimony. Theretore these alloys should 
take the sharp ontline of molds, and be emne 
ently adapted for casting emalli, ornaments.—

I was born in the township of Lyman, in the

age, at which time my grandfather retired trom | lor salvation. 


his farm to reside with his eldest son, Perley 
Mason, with whom, according to the wishes of 
my mother, I romaned, without being indentured, 
for seven years, 

Daring the year 1831, I became somewhat 
thoughtful on the subject of religion, and found 
peace with Gad and my soul in striving to break 
off my sins by righteousness, and my sniquities 
by turning unto the Lord (this was, however, in 
my ignorance much like the blind groping for 
the wall at noon), 

I remained in this condition (not united with 
any of the churches of the times) until the apring 
of 1832, when our place was visited by Elders 
Ly min E. Johngon and Orson Pratt, from whom 
I first heard the gospel, [was baptized on the 
27 h of April 1832 by Elder Lyman E. Johnson, 
and was confirmed on the day following by Elder 
Orson Pratt. 

On account of the Wl feelinge that arose in my 
uncle’s family because of my baptism, I sesalved 
ta go the west, and accordingly on the th of 
Maiy (baving bid adieu to my uncle’s family) I 
started on a journey of some 700 miles 

My earthly wealth was comprised of some six- 
teen pounds of half worn clothing and eleveu 
dollara and thiity-seyen cents in cash. These 
were some of the circumstances under which | 
left the land of my birth a stranger to every thing 
to be encountered on my journey 

The wen mess consequent upon the first days 
walking Y had ever performed, admomshed me 
that I had better ride, which I did, hy sfage and 
canal, until I reached Lyons In Wayne county, 
New York. Here findmg my funda minus | 
walked to Palmvra where 1 sought for eniploy- 
ment, which I found with Mr. Thomas L: cky, 
who sought Martin I irris’ farm when he sold it 
to rale the money to print the Book of Mormon 

I nore labored one half month, for which I re- 
ceived four doilars and a half, with which I con- 
tinued my journey as far us Baffalo, where I 
shipped on board the steamer Hanry Clay, had +a 
quick but rough passage to Cleveland, from this 
point I traveled on foot forty-five mies, to the 
residence of br, John Johnson, in the town of 
Hiram, Portage county, State of Ohio, where I 
arrived on the 5th of June. Father Johnson was 
the father of br, Lyman E. Johnson who had 
baptized mes he received me kindly and minis 
tered fo my wants, in which he was heartily 
joined by mother and daughters. 

It was at this place that br. Joseph Smith re- 
sided when he was brutally mobbed, tarred and 
feathered on the night of the 25th of March 
previous. 

He was now absent on a visit to Missourl, 


mnty of Grafton and State of New Hampshire, | from which he returned in July following.

I was the third son of Boswell Lyman and 
artha Mason.

gone, so shat it feqnired an offort on my part to 
stand on my feet; but in all this there was no 
fear, but the serenity and peace of heaven per- 
vaded my soul, and the still small voice of the 
spirit whispered its living testimony in the depths 
of my soul, where it has ever remained, that_he 
was the Man of God, 


I continued laboring for Father Johnson until 
some time in the month of Angust, when one 
Sabbath evening alter a sovial prayer mecting 
with the few members in our place, the Prophet, 
in his own familiar way, sald to me, “br. Amasa, 
the Lord requires your labora m the vineyard.” 
I without thought replied, I will go, and on the 
234 of August 1832, myself aud br-Zerubabel 
Snow were ordained to the (fice of Elders in the 
Church, ander thé hands of Joseph Smith and 
Frederick Wiliama; and on the following day 
atarted on our first mission to proclaim the gospel 


: 


I had heard five sermons preached, 
three by br Orson Pratt, one by br Joseph Smith, 
one by br. Rathbone; but strong in the Lord and 
in the conviction of our own honesty we started. 

About the time of our starting there was an 
appheation came to Prest. Smith to visit an old 
gentleman who was afflicted with a severe pain 
in his head, from a press of business, br. Joseph 
could not go, but instructed br, Snow and myself 
to call upon the old man, which we did, and as 
we came near his house, before wa entered, we 
beard hia groans extorted from him by palo, 
which seemed intolerable. 

We enfered and introduced ourselves, being 
stranger , we prayed for and luid our hands upon 
him, in the name of Jesus, and rebuked his pun 
which was instantly removed, and the sufferer 
rejoiced and praised God, who had ao signally 
blessed himself and us as his ministers’ the old 
gentleman's name was Harrington. 

Fiom br Hatrington’s we continued our jour- 
ney, aud as the close of the week drew near we 
found ourselves in the township of Chipeway, 
where we found a few memoets of the church; 
we stopped with br. Baldwni Welton, a br. 
Bosinger lived near Hero we made our first 
appointment for meeting on the Subbath, the day 
came snd the hour, but the people did not, a dull 
prosprct this for converting the world The day 
pageed, but we concluded that we would have a 
prayer meeting at mght, the hour came ana br 
Welton’s family andsome of br Bos nger’s family 
who did not belong to the chursh came in, and, 
witha Miss Smith, were seated, the latter reclin- 
ig on a bed in the corner of the room; we song 
and prayed, and br. Snow proceeded to mike 
some remarks, in an instant a chilling sensation 
pervaded my entire boily and a cry of alarm from 
the bed attracted the attention of all. On step- 
ning to the bedside we discovered that Mus 
Sm th’s face and her entire form were distorted 
m the most shocki.g manı or, her eyes were glar- 
ing willly, but apparently eightless, her respira- 
tion was very d ficult aud her limbs were rigid 
as iron; the common restoratives were used with- 
out effect, we imd our hands upon her and re- 
buked the devil when she was instantly relieved, 
but in another moment she was bound as before, 
we kneeled down by her bed and prayed, when 
she was again released, and asked for baptism, 
stating that she had been acting against her con- 
victions of right in some conversations we had 
held with her during the day; we repaired to the 
water and there under the mantle of niht intro- 
duced the first soul into the church as the frults 
of our labors. 

Thus the Lord in the days of our weakness 
strengthened and comforted us, with the assur- 
ance that his power could gustajn us while we 
trusted in him. 

We blessed our frends and proceaded on our 
way as our destination was the southern part of 
the State of Ohio, where Elders Seymour Brunson 
and Luke Johnson had been laboring, end had 
built up a small branch of the church. 

We at length reached our field of labor some 
time in Sept. having preached by the way. 


We continued here and in Cabell county, Vir- 
ginia, until the following spring, during which 
{time there were some forty souls added to the 
church. 

We then started for Kirtland, where we arrived 
early In thé spring, here we met with the Pro- 
phet and many of the Elders, with whom we had 
a good and instructive tune. Hore I parted with 
br. Snow, he being appointed a mission to the 
Eastern States, and had for his partner Horace 
Cowen. 

I was appointed ona mission to the East, and 
had for my partyer Wm. F, Cahoon, with whom 
1 started from Kirtland, on my second mission, 
about the 21st of March 1833, I continued my 
labors for eight months, dwing which time J 
traveled as far east as Chautangue and Cattarau- 
gus counties, New York, during this time I held 
ons hundred and fifty-two meotings, and saw one 
hundred souls added to the church. And about 
the firs. of Dee, (br. Cahoon having previoualy 
returned to Kirtland) I mide my arrangmeuts to 
return fò Ohio, and while on the way I met with 
brs, Lyman E, Johnson, Orson Piatt and John 
Murdock, in the Girard branch of the church in 
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Erie county, Pennsylvania. Here we held a Con- 
feronce on the 11th of Dec, 1833, at which‘time I 
was ordained to the High Priesthood, whder the 
hands of Lyman E. Johnson and Orson Pratt. 

From this place I accompamed brs, Pratts 
Murdock and others to Livingston county, N. Y., 
whore we labored for a length of time in settling 
difficulties in a branch of the church In the town 
of Geneseeo, under the presidency of Elder Lan- 

‘don, who with some twenty-five othera were cut 
off from the church (perhaps in some instances 
tather prematurely). 

The «bove lnbor, with considerable other 
preaching in the country, occupied the time until 
near spring, when I parted with the Elders, with 
whom I had so pleasantly spent a portion of the 
winter, and an company wi h br. Alva L. Tippette 
started for the land of my nativity. 

We journeyed eastward, preaching by the way 
as opportunity offered until we reached Lake 
George in Warren county, N. Y, On the shore 
of this lake I found a small brunch of the church, 
eonnected with which was Elder John Tanner, 
To effect the adjustment of some differences ex- 
isting batween some members of thia branch, I 
went to New Hampshire to secure the oo-operas 
tion of some High Priests, 

While making this journey, the call to go to 
Zion reached oastern New York, through Lyman 
E. Johnson; responding to this call changed my 
plan of operation, and after filling my engagments 
1p this region, I went chrectly to Kirtland, taking 
m charga as a contnibulion some money and 
teams and the two sons of John Tanner, John J. 
and Nathan 

I here received on my own account between 
nine and teu dollars in money, to provide myself 
for tha journey, the above monoy I received of 
aster Polly Beswick, {t was all she had. 

We journeyed westward us foros Kirtland, 
where we arrivad about the first of May, but did 
not join {he catnp until fhe day previous to thelr 
leaving New Portage, which was on the 7th of 
May 1835, at this point we identified ourselves: 
with the camp by enrolment and paying over our 
money to the credit of Father Tanner, 

From this place I traveled with the camp, par- 
ticipating in all tho vicisitudes it encountered 
and shared in its tails and labors as well as its 
varied and rich instruction that we received from 
time to time from the Prophet. 

Tous we pureued our anomalous and strange 
journey, the vicisitudes of which afforded us 
ample opportunity to evince our faith by the 
offering of our lives for the truth, thus proving 
by tho paliént endurance of our toila and our une 
tiring perseverance in the accomplishment of our 
purposes, that the interests of the Kingdom, when 
they should be committed to our keeping, would 
bo faithfully cared for, thus laying the founda- 
tion for‘the effectual redemption of Zion, in thy 
development of a fuithful and energetic ministry. 

On the 17th of June, on Grand river, I met 
for the first time with Bishop Edward Partridge, 

' I traveled and conversed with him the most ef 
the day. 

June the 19th, we arrived in the vicinity of 
Fishing river, and encamped near a Baptist meet» 
ing house; during the night we were visited by a 
severe storm of rain and high wind, accompanied 
by thunder and lightning, which prostrated the 
most of our tents. Some of the fugitives from 
tho fary of the storm, found shelter in the church 
(the most salvation it probably ever ministered). 


The morning found me minus my tent, and a 
depreasion in the ground, in which my bed had 
been inadvertently made, was full of water, in 
which myself and bed were submerged. 

June 20th, On moving from cur camp thie 
mornmg, four miles, to br. Joha Cooper's, we 
found the country around us was visited during 
the night previous with a terrifi¢ storm of hail, 
which m its destructive course demolished fielde 
of grain and made liberal pruning of the forest 
aver Which it paased. , And what more directly 
effected our safety, it held in check, so they could 
not move, a large mob force that were assembled 
to question our presence in, or dispute our pas- 
sage through the country. 

We remained near br. Cooper's until the 24th, 
during our stay here we were visited by some 
gentlemen from Clay and Ray countiws, among

After a partis! resovery from my sickness, I 
received a direch rge fiom the camp under the 
hand of Lyman Wight. [hen procured through 
the aid of the bri tinen a half worn coat that be- 
longed to br. Sduey Gubert, and on the 234 ot 
Dee. 1824, I started from Clay county in com- 
pany with br Hunan Tilton Hyde. We traveled 
and preached by the way, shadug the fate com- 
mon to thoro who called upon the wicked to turn 
{rom then eins, 

We continued eastward as far as Ohio, where 
we arrived i Kirtland on the 26th of May, 1835. 
Oa our way wè held sixty-seven meetings and 
three Con e er eer and is company with br. Blivha 
If, Groves we bu It up u branch of the church m 
Madison con's, Lilinoi3, and baptized others iu 
8t. Clair county. 

Daring my p esent stay in Kirtland, of about 
threes weeks, I wes ordained a member of the 
Ist Qiotum cf Soventies under the hands of 
Joseph, Oj.ver and Silney. The record of my 
ordination und birwsing made by Silvester Smith 
are lost, 

During thia short respite from preaching I 
married Mi s Low sa Marla Tanner, the danghter 
of Elder Joon Tanner, our marrage was golemn- 
tad, by Erir S ymour Brurson, on Wedpesd sy 
of the week; and the following ‘Monday I was 
again In the fiell. 

My present course was eastward, mostly in 
the State of New York, where my labora were 
rewarded by liberal additions to the church, My 
prezent mi~ on or enpmed six months of time and 
extended over 2°99 miles of tiivel, and the 
preach g of neur 200 sermons.

Thus athred im our grofesque and uncouth 
garb, we started across the country to the Mis- 
gouri river, at a point somewhere abuve the ferry 
crossing the Lexington, we reached the river, and 
when the mantle of mght was over us we com- 
menced our search fora canoe, in which to pase 
down the river, in this, however, we did not suc- 
ceed, an} when tbe s'gns of the comme day were 
digcoverable in the east, we found shelter undér 
the edge of a stack of hay by the way, and 
catched an hour’s sleep, and then were up and 
aways aud traveling down the river we found a 
br. Benjamin Jones, who gave us some break- 
fast, alter which we passed over the ferry, re- 
plenished our bottle and passed on through the 
town, passing several parties who were engaged 
in discussi g the common topic of the dey—the 
Mormons and their enemes, 

Fiom this place we possed down the nver some 
twelve miles, where, near the close of the day, 
we secured a canoc, in which we passed down 
the river, until the darkness of night rendered our 
navigallon rather unsafe, we landed, kept onr- 
selves warm with a fire, which we supplied dur- 
Ing the night. In the moran g we resumed our 
way and landed at De Witt about noon; but the 
Suints had all gone, save a few who had been 
prevented by the logs of stock, OF these were 
Zonos H Gurly and br. Sunons. 

We took dinner with some of the mob residents 
of the place, and were told by them that bemg 
atrangers we might be suspected of being Mor- 
mons, and consequently unsafe in the place. 

Acting upon the suggeation we left the town, 
on the 1oad leading to Carleton, and found lodg- 
ing with Mr. Thomas, in the morning we were 
early on the way, got breakfast wih a citizen 
who Jived near the peint where the trail made by 
the brethren when they left De Witt, diverged 
from the old rosd to the right. This trail we

We extended cur search as far as the mouth of 
Crooked river, where we found Father Cutler and 
family, we gave tọ him and the brethren in that 
reg on the best mstruction we could an the then 
existing emergency. 

After spending a few days here, the night pre- 
ceding the battle on Crooked river, I slept at 
Father Cufler’s, about fle dawning of day, 1 
awoke br, Scott and told him that the brethren 
had had a battle, for £ had geen it. We arose 
and saddled our horses and rode ten miles, aud 
stopped with br. Ewing to get some breakfast. 
Whiie here, the news of the battle was brought 
by two of the mob residents, who came to advise 
be Ewing to give up hie arms, hut the presence 
there of myad? and br. Scott rendered the dif- 
ference in our number ather against them. Ou 
breakfast over, we secured the services of a 
guide, and we traveled directly across the 
country to Far West. 


When the light of day was gone, we were fur- 
nished with light froni the burnu g prairie. 


We arrived in Far West early on the morning 
of the 29ta vf Oct. I called at br. Ridgon's, 
where | saw br. OB nion whe was dying of ha 
wound, received ut Crooked river. Some hours 
later, in the morning of the same day, the corpse 
of br. David W, Patten waa brought into town. 


Ox this morning á company of men, under 
command of Col. Hinkle, of which I was one, 
started out into the country, hearing that there 
was & large fercé in the vicinity of Crooked 
liver. When some five or six mites on the 
way, we learned that there wag an army making 
their way to Far West, 

On the receipt of this intelligence we com» 
menced our retreat, in a circuitous route, fo 
Far West. Passing the rear of the enemy while 
they passed in, on the south of the city, within 
one milo of whith they encamped, while we 
entered it from the east near night, and joined 


on the south of the erty, 

While the mob were making their way towards 
the cny, they made a prisoner of Futher John 
Tanner, whom they brutally treated, by striking 
him on the head with a mfl% From the bleeding 
of hig wounds he was besmeared frem head to 
foot He was kept one mght, and then turned 
out to carry to his friends the corpse of the mur- 
dered Carey 

On the night of the 30'h of Oet , we were en- 
gaged 1m preparing for defence, in, and about the 
city, by throwing up a bariicade made af cabin 
| go, fence rails, wagons, which were around the 
city 

Oct, 3ist. To-day an invitation was sent for 
bros Joseph Smith, Sydney Rigdon, Lyman 
Wight, Parley P, Pratt, and George W. Robm- 
gon, to hold a conference with he officers of the 
army, which, however, eventuated in thew be- 
trayal into the hands of their enemies, who 
celebrated their success, by a succession of 
demoniac yels, that might have led one to con- 
clude that hell with all ste legions had jomed in 
the triamph ‘Thus passed the mgbt. 


When we supposed that we might have 
been attacked by onr enemies, we were 
ordered out by Col, Hinkle to lay down our arms 
hy way of surrender to our fors. Thie ungrate- 
ful requirement comphed with, we were marched 
into the city and kept under guard Jor a time, 
when our guard was extended to the limits of the 
city, and we were released from our closer con- 
finement After our partial release, J made à 
call on Bishop Partiidge, ara passing from his 
residence, in the north, to the southern part of 
the town, in passing the store of Col. Hinkle, I 
was pointed out to a party of the mob, who fol- 
lowed me a short distante, arrested me, stating 
they had orders from General Lucas to bring me 
to camp. 

On my arrival in the camp I found myself as- 
sociated with the prticoners, so treacherously 
taken the day previ us, and also br. Hyrum 
Smith, and Alexander McRae. The night was 
rather an unpleasant one, Irom the inclemency 
of the weather, from which we had no protection. 
During the night was held the far famed court 
mar fal, by which we were all sentenced to be 
shot in the morning. From the execution of this 
merciless sentence we were saved by the opy osi- 
tion, to the same, of General Doniphan, and long 
may he live to enjoy the reward of the soul en- 
nobling qtalities that exalted him incompuribly 
above the Priestridden, bloody rabble around 
him. 

On the morning of Nov. 2d, we were ordered 
to take our seats in a Wagon, driven by br. Stephen 
Markham, who had been pressed into their ser- 
vice, As we seated ourselves, William Beauman 
rushed uy to the wagon, with bis rifle cocked, 
swearing that Lyman Wight, whoeat by my side, 
should not leave the ground alive, He was in- 
stantly disarmed by the Captain of the guard, 
whose name was Jackson, and a guard placed, 
some twenty-five feet from us, with orders to 
shoot the first who should show a dispcs.tivn to 
crowd on us. 

From the camp we moved, under a strorg 
guard, into the city of Far Wast, where the most 
of the prisoners were allowed to go and say their 
adieus to their heart stricken and sorrowing 
families. While we halted here, the father and 
mother of bros. Joseph and Hyram Suntn came 
to the wagon, in which we were seuted, to see 
their sons, as they thought for the last time, but 
the wagon was closely covered, and they were 
brutally refused the pritilege of looking upon 
their children. 

At length we left the scene of our sorrowing 
friends and started on our way to Independence 
When about two miles from the city, we passed 
the place where my femily resided, 1 was allowed 
some five minutes to see my wife and get a 
change of clothing. [left my weeping wife and 
pratling babe, to encounter my fate, in the fand 
of my enemies. We camped one night before 
crossing the M esouri river. 

Nov. 3d. We crossed the river.

rival here the rigore of our confinement were 
considerably relaxed, 

We were at length taken to Richmond, by the 
orders of General Clark, where we were closely 
‘confined, being all bound together in one chain, 
and under astrong gumid. In this way I remained, 
undergoing with my fellow prisonera an exparte 
examination, until the 24th of Nov, when I was 
discharged; and about 9 welock on Saturday I 
started for Far West, About 10 o'clock at night 
I metmy wife at br Morse’s. 

Qn Sunday, in compuny with my wee, I went 
fo town, and several tumes in (he course of the 
day, Į met wyth several purties of the mob, whom 
Tlearnea, about sundown, were sparching for me 
to take me back fo peop, On thereceapt of this 
niformation, 1 topk measures to keep out of their 
way, ` 

‘On sabbath, after my release, I met with Col, 
Hinkle, wha di covered to me bis heartless 
treaehery, by propos g that we should join aud 
go to the south, and build up a church for our- 
selyes, aa the Prophet was m trouble from which 
he would not escape. 

About this time Iwas elected Justice of the 
Peace; and abput the tine of the committal of 
the brethren to prison, | was taken sick wih a 
swelling on my left arm, My sickness soon re- 
duced me loa state of utfer helplessness, when I 
was carried to the hause of br. Solamoa Dautels, 
where by the kindness of my friends, and the 
bleasmg of the Lord, } slowly recovered. During 
my „ilness, I was closely watched by Capt. Bo- 
gard and hie emissyries 

Before I bad recovered, br Daniels and family 
removed, to Iino, and took with them my 
family, leaving me to aid tbe brethren m the 
matter of conveying thew land, which the most 
of them were fo ced to do by tle oppression of 
the mob 

I boarded with br Theodore Turley’s family, 
sister Turley was most hind aid wiremitting iw 
her attention to my comfort, under her treatment 
Tregained my health. I remajued antil March, 
1839, when I went to Quincy, lilinoi-, where I 
found my family still with br. Daniels’ family 
with whom they continued afew months, 

Daring this spring I went (m company with 
bre., Chales ©. Rich, Seymour Brunson, and 
John Killyon) to Missoyrt to see br. P, P, Pratt, 
who was being carrie! on change of venue from 
Richmond, in Ray county, to Columtsa m Boone 
county. We were frustrated in onr intentions to 
assıst br. Pratt and others, by the misrepresonta- 
tion of matters between us and them, by Watson 
Barlow, who came from Q uucy to seo tha pri- 
soners, add was known aa a Mormon, while we 
were traveling incog. 

On the strength of Barlow’s repressntation I 
went to Quincy and returned again to Columbia, 
But was agam defeated as betore, und retuned 
leaving our friends to thelr fate. Br Pratt told 
me alter, that they were ready to bave acted np- 
on onr first proposition fur their rescue. Our 
plan was the samo ac that on which they came 
out on the fourth ot July, subscq tently. 

The above with a dangeroug trip to the west- 
ern part of M-sso‘iri, to attend to some unsettled 
bu-megs, occupied the most of the summer.

Samuel Finlay Breese Morse, beat known ne 
the inventor of the electric telegraph, 18 the eldest 
40n of Rev. Jedediah Mores, the first Arneri¢uny 
géographen, and was born in Chariestowny Mags,; 
Apn) 27th, 1791. He waa educated, in YaleCol- 
lege, and graduuted in 2810. 

‘A passion for art was early developed, and he 
wat sent to England tó etidy, und was thérethe 
pupikof Allston, West, and Copley. He made 
rapid progress in his profession, and won a great 
deal of praise in London, but on his return to 
America met at first with, but poor éncouraze- 
ment, He was, yn the end, however, successful, 
and on settling in New York in 1822 found his 
tients appreciated and skill put in requisilion— 
He pamted a full-length portrait of Lafayette 


for the corporation of New York, and *hortly af- | 


terward formed that association of artista which 
reaulted ip thé eatablahment of the National 
Academy ,of Design. The idea of the electric 
telegraph first occurred to him on his return 
from a second visit to Europe in the packelship 
Sully, in 1832, In 1835, after great difficulty 
and disconisgement, lie succeeded in fully demone 
strating the practicability of his invention, ‘b¥ 
putting im operation in the New York University 
a model of his ‘Recordmg Electric Telegraph.’ 
In 1837 his caveat was filed in the Patent-Ofiice

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. -` Terrible Hail Storms. ' 


‘CoNsrenmation AMONG THE PEOPLE——ON Fri- 
day afternoon of week before last, there appears 
to have been a terrible haalsterm in different parts 
of thin State‘and Minnesota, At Mantorville, in 
Dodge Co., Minnesota, the heavens were fearful- 
ly black just before the storm. The average 
width of the atorm was four or five miles. 
waa such i ‘Visitation as has nevet béfore been 
known there. ‘ After the first dash of hall there 
fell #ånuinie cakes of ice of the greatest density, 
huridyéds of-which measured ten iiches in circum- 
ference, und weighed from half to three-quarters 
of a pound each. A great part of the stones were 
of thts size during the entire storm, which lasted 
about fifteen minutes:—-[Weekly Wisconsin, 
Au ust 18.

he effect of auch a storm cannot be fully des~ 
cribed. As ıt approacied,. men, women and 
children retreated for safety. Horses and cattle 
ran wildly through the streets, seeking protection 
and ‘shelter.. The wind driving with violence 
from the north-west, the stones were dashed thro’ 
the, windows of every house having any expased. 
Nearly aji the glasa on the north side of all the 
buildings in town was broken out, and a large 
quantity onthe west. One hundred and forty- 
five panes. were broken in the Hubbell House 
alone, te, tate 

at nót only, glasa and sash were thus mer- 
cilessly shivered, but jn many places the stones 
were forced through the roofs of the houses.— 
Young pigs and chickens were laid out, and cat- 
tle most unmercifully bruised, At Concord the 
house of Mr. Pyle was unrooted by the wind.— 
The crops in many places over which the storm 
passed, are completely ruined. Tx other places 
the damage was lass severe. As yet we can make 
no estimate of the entire amount of damage done, 
But passing as it did over a densely settled and 
wollimproved portion of our country, it must be 
great, Many individual farmers have lost nearly 
their entire crops. We haye heard it stated that 
there. were stones which fell in’ the storm which 
measured. 12 inches in circumference, and weigh- 
ed one pound bach, and we have no reason to 
doubt the truth of it.

Lately we have sten good thoughts expressed 
in joutnals of education in reference to the tram- 
ing of children. Wo rejoice and are exceeding 
glud that thought is taking the right course in 
reference to education. The leaven is at work; 
patience and time only are required to leaven the 
whole. 

The editor of the Michigan Journal of Educa- 
tion extracts from a “series of articles by a dis- 
tinguished Detroit physician, published in the 
Detroit Tribune, excellent sentiments, though he 
can not endorse all the views presented.’ Slow 
and sure, neighbor; receive little by little, and st 
will do you more good; only, do not take it too 
eften, 

The writer quoted, says a reform in fhe physi- 
eal and mora) training of children is needed. 
This faet ia sufficiently patent. The crowding of 
the brain is always injurious; in childhood, if 
continued, st is ruinous, He says young children 
can not with impunity be confined at diligont 
study more than two hours per day—one in the 
forenoon and one in the afternoon—and that, if} 
the remrinder of the school hours be devoted to 
moral and physiological training in the open air, 
She child will really learn more than lie now does 
in the whole ax. Very true, Can not the edi- 
ter of the Mishizan Journal indorse that? 

Iu this cass, the two hours would bo pleasant; 
they would be weed instead of Leing idicd away, 
or passed in the merely broodirg over hcoks, He 
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gays: “If children could haye'alk necessary ex-

Children like to stay where thoy are happiest, 
among those who express love for them, If pa- 
ronts sympathize with their children, provide 
amusements for them at home, and ussociate with 
them in their amusements, they will find no difi- 
culty in keeping their children there whel they 
wish it. Make home ithe pleasantest place for 
the..childien, anù never fear that either their 
affections or their steps will be turned away from 
it for enjoyment. os ‘ 

The writer says, that we build additional 
houses for the increasing number of children, 
which, when built; are but little better than racks 
and prisons; so that really tens of thousands of 
dollars are spent which secure to the cluldren de- 
formity and disease, as the confinement, lack of 
due exércise, taxing of brains, eto., lead directly 
to these results. . 

Now for the remedy—the economy of the snb- 
ject. Instead of bunding more houses, buy, near 
the present ones, play-grounds, ahd provide swit- 
able gymnastic apparatus in the air and sunshine 
for the pleasant weather, aud under shelter for 
stormy days. This will be less expensive, than 
such houses ag are now being built. Then, aa 
two hours per day—one in tbe forenoon and one 
in the afternoon-~are as much as the younger 
ones can profitably be képt an school after the 
book lessons jn-doors ure fimshed, let ons of .the 
teachers take them. out on the play-ground and 
show them how to use their muscles so as to 
make them strong and firm; and train them in 
those exercises which develop their bodiegt to 
symmetry, 

Thus, narrow chests, crooked spines, round 
shoulders, and spall waists would beconte obso- 
lete, while the children would enjoy the whole 
discipline, both mental and bodily. . 

During the two other thirds of school-time— 
the smali ones being out ab their bodily exercises 
—the older pupils occupy the school-rooms, 
which, thus used, are ample for their accommo- 
dation. Not only will the houses ¢fford room 
enough for the whole by such alternation of iñ- 
door and out-of-door exercisés, but the teacher’s 
mind, while attending to the older ones, is not 
distracted by the restlessness ot the others, and 
his energies wasted in trying to “keep order.” 
The older ones learn more, because confined a 
shorter time to books, and because thelrattention 
13 not diverted from the lessons by the mischief 
au tides of the more impulaive portion of the 
school.

Graprs.—ln regard to Grapes, Mr. Johnson, 
of Naples, N Y., considered summer pruning 
important. Most of the grape-groweis cut back 
the fruit branches to within two or three leaves of 
the frut , It is right to cut off the laterals, leav- 
ing only one leafs After some experience m this 
way, allowed the fruit-bearing branches of afew 
vines to take their course without eulung back, 
and then the fru:t was bes!—much better than 
where they were cut back to two or three buda 
beyond the fruit. 

Mr. Peck, of Naples, pruned in winter to with- 
in two buds of the old wood. In summer when 
in blossom, clipped off the ends of the bearing 
shoots. Did not cut within three or four leaves 
of the Jast bunch, and sometimes left jour or 
five, Let the lateral take their course. Found 
the fruit ripen best when the laterals are permit- 
ted to grow. The natural inclination of the vine 
is to bear heaviest at the top.

THE WORKING OF THE ATLANTIC 
TELEGRAPH CABLE, ee 

We have received from a private source yna , 
doubted intelligence from Trimty Bay, whic 
gives the precise explanation of the present 
delay of the first messages in words across the 
Atlantic. We are permitted to lay it before 
our readers. It1s not of a character to create 
any fear of permanent difficulty in the use ó 
the cable, though it may require material al- 
terations of thé instruments how 10 ude,. 

It appears that an the pagsage of ove elec- 
trical signal across the ocean, not only is an 
appreciable fime time consumed, but the aig- 
nal itself changes! in a degree, its original 
character It1s, 80 to speak, stretched out, A 
signal which, on a shart line, would seem per- 
foctly sharp and prompt, takes the form of a 
long Wave, and requires from six to ten se- 
conds to declare itself between the beginning 
of its effect and ıts end. Between what such 
a signal would be at the end of a short wire, 
and what 1619 at the end of the Atlantic wires, 
there 18 somewhat the same difference ay be- 
tween the shortest (staccato) blgst of a 
whistle, and a note drawn ont with the swell 
ot an organ to the length of six or even ten 
seconds A distinct feature to be observed 18 
the swell of the prolonged signal, It haa most 
force in the middle of ita period, and gains and 
loses that force gradually. 

Of the length of time which this modified 
signal requires for passing the ocean, we are 
not informed; nor do we know that ıt has been 
ascertained. It is evident, however, that ut 
must be at least © seconds, the shortest penod 
in which one signal completes itself. Naw itis 
well known by Faraday and Wheatstone’g ob- 
servations on Jong wires, that for at least half 
the period required for the transmission of any 
signal,the current must be continued unbroken; 
no new signal must be begun. Otherwise the 
signal returns to the operator, that being its 
shortest opportunity to discharge itself. At 
the shortest, therefore, one signal on the cable 
will require more than three seconds at the 
pant of starting, and gix seconds to record 
itself. 

Readers who have the slightest knowledge 
of telegraphic machinery wall understand how 
materially such a modification of the prowpt- 
ness of the signal must affect any form of the 
apparatus in use, The quickest tap of Morse’s 
telegraph for instance, is exchanged, with 
such a signal, for a long crescendo aud diminu- 
In Morse’s alphabet, spaces, 
short taps or dots, and Jong ones or dashes, 
are variously modified to make the several let~ 
ters. A word of ten letterg may canstat of 
thirty or forty of such signs, It will readily 
be seen how impoasible it would be for an op- 
erator to transmit such a word, until experi- 
ment énables him precisely to adapt lis 
spaces to his dots and dashes, to tell wher a 
dot ends, and when a space begins. So great 
ig the immediate change when an instant dot 
18 changed into a signal mx seconds long. 

We give thig illustration merely because ft ig 
so simple. Similar changes it computation 
and combination will be required for the needle 
telegraphs or the printing telegraphs, There 
ughe@ telegraph, which is 
highly and deservedly praiséd, should escape 
them more than any other. We mast bë con- 
tent to wait till thege experiments and new 
computations have been made,

Trial of Breech Loading Carbines. 


of tbe Board convened at West Point, July 12, 
for the trial of breech-loading carbines: 

By act of Congress under which the Board 
was appointed, and which provides ‘for the 
purchase of breech-loading arma of the best 
model, to be selected and approved by a board 
of ordnance officers the board understand that 
they are not only to select the beat one of the 
arms presented to them,but they are to express 
an opinion aa to the fitness of the arm thug 
selected for the use of the military service. 

Having made a careful examination and trial 
of the several models presented to them,so far 
as this can be done without actual service in 
the field, the Board are led to the conclusion 
that none of these are free from serioua de- 
fects which would render them unsuitable for 
use when subjected to the ordinary accidents 
and exposure of military service. 

The Board do not feel themselves called up- 
on to express the reasong for this opinion with 
reference to each of the arms. 

Nearly all of them possess essential quali- 
ties of precision of firing at as great a range 
as can be required of such arms; but none of 
them combine with this quality the requisite 
strength and solidity, simplicity of conatruc- 
tion, certainty of action of the moveable parts, 
convenience of uge, ease of loading and sc- 
curity from accidental derangement, which a 
military arm should possess; and the Board 
are consequently unable to give any of these 
arms an unqualified approval. 

Being required, however, by the terma of law, 
to select the ‘best model” of breech-loading 
arms, the Board are of opinion that among the 
arms offered for their examination the Burn- 
side carbine 19 the least objectionable for use 
lan the hands of mounted troops, 

The construction of this arm seems to be guf- 
ficiently strong; 1t can be easily and salely 
loaded anu handled on horseback; the move- 
menta are simple and easily understood; there 
ig no seeps of gas from the joint; the chamber 
and barrel are kept clean and not subject to be 
clogged by fragments of the (metallic) cart- 
ridge case; itg range and accuracy of fire are 
very satisfactory, with a moderate charge of 

onder, and no Inconvenient recoil. It has 

een before stated that none of the arms sub- 
mitted to the Board are free from serious ob- 
jections The principal defects obgerved in 
the trials of Burngide?s gun are, 

lst, Tf in hasty loadings a new cartridge 1s 
inserted without removing the case of the old 
one from the chamber, and the chamber ig 
closed under these circumstances, the cart- 
ridge will be stuck fast in the chamber, and 
cannot be released without a blow on the end 
of the moveable cone seat, which closes the 
bottom of the chamber. 

| 2d. When the arm 18 exposed to rust, the 
cone seat becomes fixed, and prevents the clos- 
| ing of the chamber 
The first of these difficulties may be avoid- 
ed by practice and dexterity in the use of the 
arm, The second appears to be an inconveni- 
ence which 18 inseparable from the use of the 
machinery necessary for breech-loading, if the 
parts are made to fit together with the re- 
quisite accuracy. 
The necessity of using a special and expen- 
sive metallic cartridge case is also an objec- 
tion to the extensive use of this arın, the cost 
of the case alone being greater than the whole 
cost of a cartridge for the now United States 
rifleemusket, But, as the most successful 
contrivances for breech-loading which have 
been submitted to ihe Board mvolve tbe use 
of a metallic or India rubber cartridge case, 
the experiment of using such eases in the field 

| may be worthy of atrial. The cost of these 
cases must be included in estimating that of 
the cartridges, as it 1g not to be supposed that 
they will be preserved in the field and return- 
ed to the arsenals. If any of these arms 
sbould be purchased for trial in the hands of 
the troops, which is the only efficient test of 
the fitness of any arm for service, the altera- 
tions of detail proposed by Mr. Jackson (see 
appendix N,) are recommended as improve- 
ments. 

The Board are indebted to Col. Delafield, 
Supermtendent,for the facilities given for mak- 
ing the trials, and to Capt. Benton, for assiat- 
ance in determining initial velocities by the 
electro ballistic machine.

Tur Tax on OFFictats.—We ee it report- 
ed, wedo not care upon what authority, that a 
tax is levied upon persons employed in the 
Government service and the payment thereof 
exacted, We are quite ignorant of the author- 
ity upon which this payment ig demanded or 
to the purposes to which it is applied when 
received.

Tay ‘HuiyrsomeTer ’—-~We were shown 
yesterday a newly invented instrument by 
which the altitude of the aun is taken at sea, 
as well during foggy orhavy weather, as when 
the sky 19 cloudless Jt is the Helypsometer, 
and consiste of a half globe, hung m gimbals, 
and the equator cutting the horizon. Qn the 
equator 1s placed a brags plate, pierced in the 
centre with an indefinitely small hole, through 
which the eun’s rays pasa and strike upon the 
hollow concave of the half globe, leaving an 
impression upon a prepared sensitive coating. 
A circular protractor 18 then applied to this 
impreasion, and the number of degrees and 
minutes of the sun’s distance above the bopi- 
zon ascertained. The peculiar virtue of this 
instrument 18 shown 1n ite capacity to take the 
sun’s altitude when the horizon is obscured,an 
accident which often happens on the Banks 
of Newfoundland, the northern and middle 
coast of Europe, and the northern Pacific, and 
which for the time being renders tha sextant 
and quadrant useless With the Helypsometer, 
there‘is but ene instrument and no observer to 
contend against the motion of the vessel, and 
whatever motion 18 communicated to it while 
in the gimbals is self-corrected. If the in- 
strument swings, say one degree below the 
horizon, it will swing one degree above the 
horizon on its return. The measurement 1s 
taken at the Jowest and highest points, which 
are added together and the sun divided by two, 
giving a quotient which indicates the true angle 
of the Sums centre above the horizon. The 
instrument ig extremely simple in ats conatruc~ 
tion, and ta worthy the attention of nautical 
men.

THE VICTORIA BRIDGE ACROSS 
THE Sl. LAWRENOE. 


—— 


The work for the construction of this noble 
edifice ia now rapidly proceeding, and we had 
an opportunity a few days ago of examining 
hot only the completed parts of the structure, 
but algo the operations which are taking place 
on the dams and piers which are not yet 
finished. We first proceeded over the abut- 
nent on the north shore to the tubes which are 
already placed across the two first spans of the 
bridge ‘Lhe work of (he riveting of the plates 
Was going on, and the structure rang with the 
clangor of hammers forming the heads of the 
bolts. A large number of portable forges 
Were stationed in all parts of the tube, and on 
the top c£ it, and rivets heated in the fires 
Were supplied to the workmen by boys attend- 
ing on cach forge. lt 19 interesting to see 
the speed with which jron—a material hardly 
known a few years ago inthe arts of construc- 
tton—can be formed into edifices adapted to 
the purposes if man. This speed is much fa- 
cililated by the circumstance that all the parts 
of the tubes are multiplications of the same 
patterns, 

The bridge will consist of twenty-four piers, 
with twenty-five openings or spans—the cen- 

~ ter about half as large again as the othera,— 
‘These openings are covered by atube,or rather 
by ageries of tubes of boiler plate, separated 
from each other at the ends, and strengthened 
by angle icon. An article like this ia not the 
pia

ce for an account of the reasons which 
make the tubular form of materials 
stronger than any other arrangement of thein; 
but we may remark that if the four plates 
Which form the four rides of the tube were 
laid one upon another, the thicknees of the 
whole woult not exceed about two and a balf 
inches, and would not support a fiftieth part 
of the load which may be safely carned over

COTTON AND ITS CULTURE IN 
UTA 


‘ 


Having recently visited the cotton-growing 
districts of Southern Utal, and haying gleaned 
from the most reliable sources, game inforiaa- 
tion on thie subject, the result, chiefly, of per- 
sonal observation and experlence in this Terri- 
tory, [cheerfully present it for consideration, 

The first efforts to raise cotton in Utah were 

made at Fort Clara, on the Santa Clara river, 
upwards of 300 miles south of Great Salt Lake 
‘City, in the year 1835. About three quarts of 
old geed were obtained from various quarters, 
į most of which, upon the recommendation of a 
‘gentleman professing a knowledge of cotton- 
growing, was soaked in new milk, Of this 
| uot one seed came up, Of that which was not 
i milk-soaked, about 100 plants grew, from 
which were raised 75 Ibs. seed cotton, 
| in 1856 the Santa Clara colonist renewed 
I their efforts, planting one and a half bushels 
(eed in five acres of ground. From this they 
i tealized but about 200 Ibs. seed cotton. 
| Not greatly disheartened, they determined, 
Wit possible, the next year, to do something in 
Fcotton-raising, and planted fifty acres, which 
i Was almost a total failure thro’ bad seed, lack 
fof water, the river having become dry, and bad 
| management; the whole crop yielding only 650 
f lbe, weed cotton. 
f The present year,(1858) at the same locality, 
they have planted nearly 20 acrea in cotton 
fènd their crop was reported at about half a 
piand. ‘This is a decided improvement, and, if 
the anticipations of the planters are realized, 
Will throw into our hands the handsome quan- 


Been made in other sections. 
| At Washington, the present season, 130 
[actes of cotten were reported. and this quanti- 
iy considered a fair stand, which, if realized, 
Wi yied 1,236,000 Ibs. seed cotton, It must 
hot be understood, however, that these figures 
Tepresent the whole number of acres of cotton 
anted at this settlements such success would 
ttoo flattering. Probably there have been in 
the region of four hundred acres planted. 
ore than two thirds, as has been shown, is a 
Mfalure, and this chiefly from salt and other 
fuineral in the soil. However, of they can 
taiso even one third of a crop, the planters of 
tah feel more than satiefied. 
At Heberville, a pioneer colony organized 
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ast gpring, under the superintendence of br. j varieties are ve 
of Horne, and anatained by Preste. B. Young, | half grown. 


H. C. Kimball, D. H. Wells; G. D. Grant, A. 
Carrington and Feramorz Lattle, located on the 
Rio Virgm, 9 miles south of Ft, Clara, there 
ate 33 acres in cotton, for which half a stand 
was considered a safe estimate, which would 
give an aggregate of abont 19,200 Ibs. seed 
cotton. 

Toquerville ıs another settlement formed this 
apring; lying in the narrow bottom of Ash creek, 
ahont three niles above ita junction with the 
Rio Virgin and nearly 20 miles south east of 
Harmony, Here they planted eight acres in 
cotton, which bade fair for a good yield, but, 
by a hail storm in June, ıt was mostly cut 
down and, tho? stunted and ragged looking, 
appeared more regular ın the rows than any 
elsewhere noticed. 

This, in connection with the fact that the 
Rio Virgin has its source to the eastward of 
of Toquerville and continues nearly westward 
till 1t passes Heberville and, beivg sheltered 
by high mountains immediately on the north 
and open to the south, 18 one indication that 
all the arable land on or near its banks, where 
water can be conducted, as far up as the stream 
will justify, can be made available for raising 
cotton 

A tract of about 300 acrea hag been dis- 
covered some 81x miles above tbe mouth of Ash 
creek, to which it is said to be impossible to 
construct a wagon road. 

It ig thought that the nauseous, jf not poi- 
sonous qualities of the Rio Virgin have milu- 
ence in causing the:mtneral in the aoil to be 
more destructive on vegetation l£ this should 
be true, a plantation to the eastward will gue- 
ceed beat; for 11 has been ascertained that, 
about five miles above the mouth of Ash creek, 
there are poisonous springs emptying into the 
Virgin, above which the water, so ill-tasted 
below, is more wholesome. 

The settlers at Heberville, for a long time, 
were compelled to drink this nauseous water. 
They dug a well, but, unbappily p found-no pet- 
ter water. Finally, in the latter part of tbe 
season, their only rellef was in finding aspring 
of better water in the dry bed of the Santa 
Clara, which they were under the necessity of 
hauling about three miles. 

Jt will be geen that there are many serious 
obstacles to oppose cotton-growing in Utah; 
but, when we consider the disastrous failures 
that have attended similar attempts in other 
countries, as alsu in this Territory in raising 
other crops, we cannot but congratulate our- 
selves, thus far, upon our success. 

I saw about 14 acres of cotton at Washing- 
ton, on the upland, for which the owner told 


me he would not accept one thousand pounds } Conrt will consist 
ithe investiation, 


of ginned cotton. 

About the middle of July the plants were in 
nearly every stage; sume blossom-pods just 
ferining, some in white, (first day’s blossom) 
some in red, (second day) others with bolls 
forming, half formed, full size and hard. 

Cotton commences ripenmg about the first 
of September and continties till frost comes. 
The seed comes up best when planted not more 
than two inches deep, care being taken to 
bave guilicient of moisture m the auil to bring 
it up. The seed should be p 
1st to the middle of May. The rows should 
he three feet apart, each seed about one foot 
apart. Its average height, when mature, 18 
from two to four feet. This, however, need 
not be considered any detriment, for the finest 
article grows on the smaller sized planta. 
Extremely. large plants yield a coarse cotton 
and frequently yield nothing. 

The Green seed variety has superseded all 
others, experience as yet having proved that it 
is best adapted to our climate and soil, 

At Heberville it is estimated that there are 
about 600 acres of land suitable for cotton, be- 
sides that already under cultivation, 

The plant when young is extremely tender, 
does not require much water,and is often 1n- 
jnred by too early and too frequent irrigation. 
The water should not be applied. in the openmg 
of the season, till the plants show they need it, 
and then care should be takan to keep it from 
the stems; by so doing, not only will the plant 
escape inry from water, but it will be less 
liable to be injured by ity worst enemy, the 
mineral, 

I have observed, on land where there is con- 
siderable mineral, that when water is applied 
so that it reaches the stein of the plant, its 
effects are disastrous; but, in rows ridged go 
that the water could soak to the roots without 
touching the stem, the plant was healthy and 
strong. 

In aome places, upon the application of 
water, the surface was changed into a cement, 
saae by a superabundance of jime in the 
soil. 

Cool nights and parching winds have been 
somewhat detrimental, 

Two or three times hoeing is beneficial, but, 
while the plants are young, too great caution 
cannot be used lest they should be cut or 
bruised with the hoe. Wounds produced by 
the hoe are called “Sore Shins,” by which the 
plants are permanently ijured. 

Some species of cotton are perennial and all 
ty hardy arter the plants are

The construction of durable dams 38 of great 
importance. By a slight mse m the river a 
dam at Hebervalle, that cost $1000, was awept 
away, in the season when irngation was most 
needed, thug periling u whole season’s labors, 
At Washington two or three dams have been 
destroyed by a similar cause. 

The common enemies and diseases to which 
cotton 18 subject in the Southern States have 
caused little or no alarm here, Our chief 
enemy, thus far, has been the mineral m the 
soul, which, by the adoption of modes of culture 
suited to the soil, may to some extent, be over- 
come. In spots where the plants have been 
destroyed by mineral, the present season, let 
there be planted some of the esculent roots 
impervious to the effects of miaeral; by such a 
course the land most impregnated may be 
made suitable for cotton Then, by planting 
the seed on low ridges, where the water will 
not reach the stem of the plant, the surety of 
the crop may be much increased. 

As near as I am able to determine, the under 
strata in this section of country 1g of temporar 
formations of a loose conglomerate, the goil 
itself being composed of sand, tne wasbings of 
the river at high water. 

The standard price for ginned cotton has 
been 75 cents pr. Ib. The yield of seed cotton 
pr. acre may be set ‘down at 1200 lbs The 
seed ıs sald to ayerage two thirds of the whole 
weight.

Our readers may now perceive that it is not 
for the laxity, but tLe rigor of his conduct 
that Van Viet 38 brought to the bar. Hedrove 
too hard in a bargain with these injured mno- 
cents, the mule men, He bad no thorough ap- 
preciation of the necessities, the liberality 
and munificence of a government which sub- 
sista by the judicious distribution of spoils, 
and which has apolls to the amount of ninety 
millions to distribute, He was unsophistica- 
ted enough to think that the doctrine of equi- 
valents should be maintained to some extent in 
transactions between the government and indi- 
viduals.—-Hence, if the mule was below the 
standard height, under or over the required 
age, broken down, diseased or otherwise ra- 
dically defective, he refused to purchase it; 
and if it passed inspection 1n all particulara, 
he boughtit, together wath the reat of the drove 
at a price which lett only some twenty or 
thirty dollara a head net profit to the contrac- 


tors. Out of these anjuries inflicted upon those 
wortby men—the contractorg—have sprung 
the Court of Inquiry. They are fitly repre- 
sented by Senator Jam Green: He hag been 
mixed up with thig mule business from the 
first day. He attended clogely to it 1n Wash- 
ington inst winter, and succeeded in procunng 
large favors, or large orders from the War de- 
partment, ostensibly for hae friends, He bro- 
ther 18 concerned m these contracts, and we 
feel warranted in saying that the Senatorbim- 
self muat be a participator m their profits, 
He was the agent of the parties who received 
the ordera to furnish the mules; ıt wag through 
his solicitations the orders were granted, and 
he ip now the attorney before tha Court of In- 
quiry for these parties; be waa chie iy inatrn- 
mental in getting that Court appointed, and all 
the facta warrant tbe assertion that he 18 one 
of the silent partners of that great stock~job- 
ing concern, which inflated that mongtrous bub- 
ble, the Mormon war, and which has made ten 
millions of dollars by it. So much for Grean’s 
connection with the Leavenworth inyestiga- 
tion. ‘ 

We have no doubt that Van Vhet bas diare- 
garded the spirit of his matructions, however 
carefully he may have observed tha letter. He 
most have grievously disappointed the Secre- 
lary of War, who hau him stationed at Leav- 
enworth because be was supposed to be leas 
Tigid than the others, But military discipline 
ardens character, and of ah buman clay old 
soldiers are the most mtractable m the hands 
of the potter. Van Vhet disappointed expec- 
tations, and became an eye sure and a stum» 
bling block to the contractora; and ga the 
whole object of the second year’s war against 
the Mormons—the buying or rewarding of Le- 
compton influences~-could not be allowed to be 
marred m any degree by the stohdity of a 
captain of Infantry, tho salesman of Fort 
Snelling ordered an investigation.

The contractors for the Utah army hada 
friend at court, whose power was as iiigh as 
his sympathtes were deep. He stood up for 
the cause—ther cause and his own, The 
constitution must be maintained, Is says that 
ho private property shall be taken by the gov- 
ernment, except on condition that full compen- 
gation ts made, Secretary Floyd ard Senator 
Green have rallied ouce more in defenge of the 
constitution, It may not be generally known 
how these mule contracta were jobbed out. 
In the first place there were no torma} con» 
tracts entered into between the War Daar 
ment and the mule traders. The whole. busie 
neas was taken away from Gen. Jessip, to 
whose department it appertains, by Secretary 
Floyd, who could have uo legitimate connec- 
tion with it in tts executive aspect. Such 
business bas always been transacted by the 
Quarter- Master General, who 18 the respansi. 
bie person, The Secretary having rendered 
Gen. Jessup a nays by arrogating to himself 
the powers previously exercised by that officer, 
proceeded to carry out the duties of Quarter~ 
Master General on a new plan, Hints were 
dropped to the Lecompton men in Congress, 
that 1t was m ihe power of the Secretary ta 
oblige some of their friends in the country. 

These country friends, the Lecompton De- 
mocrats, speedily summoned to the capitol. 
Jim Green’s cheit soon appeared in response 
to the summons. Vice President Brecken- 
ridge’s friends sped there too. The kith and kin 
of the Secretarv himself were not hindmost iir 
therate. The Pennsylvania clique had alsoits 
candidates on the ground.—The Secretary 
gave ofders to them all to supply so many 
mules—the number put down in the order being 
in proportion to the Congressional influence 
exerted in behalf of the recipient. No price 
was fixed, but the Secretary sent autograph 
letters to the Quarter-Master at Fort Leavens 
worthy telling him indirectly to allow a large 
per centage on the outlay of the contractors. 
In fact, authority was given under-handéd to 
the Quarter- Master to give any price he choses 
andl it was because he did not avail himself of 
this authority to the utmost extent, that he is 
atraigned before the Court. He evidently 
misunderstood the spirit of his instructions, or 
he refused to lend himself to the robbing of 
the Treasury. i 

These facts are undeniable. The rule adopt- 
ed made the contractors indiferent to the 
prime cost of the mules, because their profits 
were to be in proportion tu the outlay of capi- 
tal. In fact, the dearer they bought, the more 
they made: and if they paid higher prices than 
they might have paid in the ficat instance, who 
can blame them? Between Uncle Sam and thë 
owneré of a few mules here and there in the 
country, why should they not act in a liberal 
spirit?) We are not prepad to say thè con- 
tractors are much to blame—we mean the res 
cognized contractore—for there àre many 
prominent men connected with these contracts 
whose names do not appear, but who share 
largely in the proceeds. The mode adopted 
by Secretary Floyd not oniy permitted bat en« 
couraged the recipients of his orders for sup- 
plying mules to give high prices, and if the 
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standard of valuation, which had been applied 
at Leavenworth, has excluded the high profits 
of which they were assured, the fault is pri- 
marily with the Secretary, and not with them. 

The conduct of Van Vhet may have saved 
something to the Government, but ıt would be 
an egregious mistake to suppose that bis pur- 
chases were not costly, The average price of 
the mules which were purchased for the expe- 
dition this summer waa not less than one hun- 
dred and seventy dollars. It 1s within our 
knowledge that Gol, Crossman, D. Q G, sev- 
eral months ago, when stationed in this city, 
received a propogal trom Megars, Caldwell & 
Geary, of Indianola, Texas, to supply tbe 
Government with all the mules they required, 
and deliver them at Fort Leavenworth, at 
prices varying from eighty-five to one hundred 
dollars ahead. Their letter to that effect was 
forwarded to Washington, and 18 now on file, 
inthe War Department, 

Caldwell & Géary are well known to several 
officers of the army, and to the Quarter-Maa- 
ter General, and other gentlemen high in office 
It was they Who furnished Captain Pope-with 
his animals when he went out on his expedition 
for boring Artésian wells They are wealthy, 
eeenorelule mén, to whom the bnaineas of far- 
nishing mule’ in large numbers 1s a compara- 

tively easy’ matter, from the number of these 
animale Which are found in Texas and Mexico, 
lf their offer were accepted, the jobbing of the 
Secretary of War and the Lecompton fund 
would be curtailed. This could not be endor- 
ed by that digmitary, or his pohtital friends, 
so he preferred, instead of giving seventy-five 
dollais & head fot mules, to give a hundred and 
alxty-five, or«invré than twice the sum. We 
have, been informed that Senator Davis, of 
Missiasippi, has been put in possession of these 
tacts, and. also one or twa members of the 
other brauch of Gongreas, 

We are molnen to think that they consti- 
tute godd ground for demanding another com- 
mittee of investigation on the conduct of Seç» 
retary Floyd Kindred facts wall doubtless be 
developed by the investigation which 39 about 
to take.place at Fort Leavenworth, and we 
submit the whole matter should be ventilated 
at the next segsion of Congress. It is true 
officers who could throw most hight on the 
subject have been put out of the way—exiled 
to Utah—but sufficient teatiinouy will be avail- 
able to illustrate another chapter in the black 
book of, corruption and profligate expenditure 
which (hia Administration opened with the 
country when at came into office, and which 
shows even noy a bankrupt treasury on one 
page, and a few, and but a few, fraudulent 
election successes on the other.

FLLLOW Crerizens — 


I feel much honored to address you on this 
, occasion, being the Third Annua) Territorial 
‘Far I can with propriety sav that we have 
| progressed beyond iny expectation in agricul- 
tural, Manufacturing and stuck raising, al- 
‘thongh laboring under many disadvantages 
,that othér Territories do not, in consequence 
ot onr isolated situation, and specially those of 
this yea 
; The nature of our soils is singular and inter- 
‘esting They are supported by salt and saler- 
i atus, and have produced good crops every year 
i froin 7 to 10 years, without any mannre, and 
the last year’s 1s equal to, or better than the 
first. Our saleratus swamps when we first 
, lveated this piace were counted useless, but by 
cultivation, diaming, plowing and exposing to 
frosts and rains, the salt has been washed 
‘away, or evaporated, and they have become 
tthe most prednetive, raising from 60 to 80 bush- 
‘els per acre. In 1817 tbig country appeared 
ito be abarren, parched waste, unoccupied nor 
even thought worth cultivating, and now sup- 
| porta fifty or sixty thousauds, Our lands can 
‘pe occupied to the best advantage in raising 
wheat, barley oats and roota. ‘The root cul- 
ture 18 particularly recommended for the rge 
of cattle, sheep and milch cows. This season, 
President Young’s land has produced largely, 
with but little labor. When Flax and Hemp 
p were first raised 1m this place, the lint was so 
pes we were almost discouraged, but I am 
1appy to state that the quality this year can- 
not be excelied in any place, and the erop is 
larger than all our produce coilectively before.

I only 
walked from where T was on the quarter-dec 
to the walst of the ship,when I saw the flames 
breaking through the lghts amidships, As 
the ship was head to the wind, the fire travel- 
ed with fearful rapidity. 

I then went to the man at the wheel, and 
told bım to puthe vessel with her side to the 
wind. He hesitated—prabably did not under- 
stand me, as be was a native of Hamburg. I 
then got a German gentleman to speak to him. 
At this time I saw some persons leting down 
the boat on the port side of the quarter deck. 
What became of the boat I don’t know, but 
think she wag cruabed under-the screws 4 then 
went to let a boat over from the starboard aide 
of the quartér deck, but the moment we laid 
our hands on the ropes, there were so many 

eople who crowded into it that we could not 
hitt it off the blocks. We therefore left 1f for 
afew minutes until the people got out, when 
we 1eturned and launched tt over the aida of the 
ship, when, the people all rushing into it again, 
it descended with great violence into the. water 
and was instantly swamped, all the people be- 
ing washed out excepting three, who held on to 
the sides We then let down a rope and pulled 
up one person, who proved to be the steward, 
Another, in the act of being hauled up, was 
strangled by the rope. 

The fire now came on too fiercely to attempt 
ta get up any more from the swamped boat.— 
All the first cabin passengers were on the poop, 
with the exception of a few gentlemen, who 
must have been smothered in the smoking 
room. Many of the second eabin passengers 
were also on the poop, brit a number of them 
got shut into the cabin by the fire.

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Maurice, Captaja Ernest Rènaud, of Nantes, 
bound from Newfoundland for the Isle of Bour- 
bon, with fish, She had, up te that time, res- 
cued forty passengers of the burning steamer, 
chiefly taken off the boweprit, though a few 
weto picked up floating around, At about 
eight o’clock one of the metallic boats came 
up, with about twenty-three persona, including 
the firat and third officers; afterwards three or 
four men were picked up, floating on a piece of 
the broken boat. The second officer was tak- 
en up; Having been swimming, with nothing to 
float him, for#ix hours. The second and third 
officers were severely burned; one male pasgen- 
ger was burned frightfully, and some other 
male passengers slightly. They were but ax 
wormen saved, three of whom were burned, one 
1 a shocking manner. - 

Captain Renaud acted with the utmost kind- 
ness. He gave clothes as far as he could fur- 
nish them to the suffering passengers, and act- 
ed as nurse, doctor and surgeon to the burned 

ople, dressing the wounds of the females 
with & delicacy and tenderness that evinced a 
Benevolent and amiable disposition. 

I did not see dn officer of the ship during the 
fire, and am certain that there was not one of 
them or the crew on the poop, except a man at 
the whee} for a short time. I understood that 
when the Captain heard of the fire, he rushed 
on deck without a cap, and when he saw the 
flames exclaimed “We are all lost!’ He tried 
to get out a boat, which, when let down, was 
swamped, and he, whether accidently or not, 
I do not know, fell into the sea and was soon 
left far behind. The fourth officer was in this 
boat He cut her loose from the davits; she 
was carried under the screw and smashed, and 
several in her drowned; three or four men es- 
caped on a fragment and were picked up by the 
Maurice, as before stated, About the same 
tıme One metallic hfe boat was let down fiom 
the port bow and swamped, but got cleared 
away with abont thirty-three persons in her, 
including the first and third officers and sey- 
eral women. The men in this boat capsized 
her two or three times, in trying to clear her of 
water. Ten pérdons were thus drowned, in- 
cluding some women, They afterwards batled 
her out with life preservers cut in two, and 
pulled to the Maurice, having picked up two 
or three passengers before reaching the bark 
Altogether, there were sixty-seven souls taken 
into.the Maurice during the night 

A Norwegian bark came up with the steam- 
er the next morning, and a boat was observed 
goihg around the burnmg ship. They may 
have picked up a few persons, but only a very 
few. The Maurice had no communication with 
the Norwegian. At about 7 o'clock the Mau- 
rice sailed for Faye to deposit the rescued 
passengers At about 2 o’clock the same af- 
ternoon ashe fell in with the bark Lotus, Capt. 
Trefy, of Yarmouth, Noya Scotia, from Lis er- 

ool fur Halifax. As I was anxious to get on 

ritish territory, Capt. Trefy kindly gave me 
passage. He was also anxious to take all the 
American citizens, but there was such a rush 
of foreigners into the boata that only one load 
of eleven could be got off, and even several of 
these were foreigners. 

"Phe fire 19 known to have arisen from very 
culpable négligence of some of the crew. The 
Captain and Surgeon considered it expedient to 
fumigate the steerage with burning tar. The 
operation was to be performed by the boat- 
swain, under the supermtendence of the 4th 
officer. The boatswain heated the end of a chain 
to dip in tar to produce smoke. The end be- 
came too hot to hold, and he let it drop upon 
tho deck, to which 1t set fire. The tar upset, 
and immediately all abont was in flames. A 
feeble attempt was made to extinguish it, but 
without effect. There was nothing at hand to 
meet such an emergency. 
> The rescued passengers saved nothing but 
the clothes on their backs, and even the great- 
er part of these were torn off and otherwise 
lost.

of communications. Webber diacovered that a 
copper wirs 7,400 feet long, which he carried 
over the houses and church ateeples of Gottin- 
gen, trom the Observatory to the Cabinet of 
Natural Philosophy, required no special in-, 
sulation, This was an important point of dis- 
covery in the construction of telegraph lines, 
and is made available to the present time. 

1837,—Steinbeil constructed and put ın use 
between Munich and Bogenhausen, in the July 
of this year, his registered electro-magnetic 
telegraph, By the deflection of a needle he 
produced dots or short marks on fillets of paper 
to stand as aignals for letters, etc , the paper 
being drawn forward by clock work in an end- 
leas slip or ribbon, 

On the 12th of June of this same year, the 
deflective electro-magnetic telegraph of Cook, 
of Wheatstone, was patented m England. 
Tey first employ ed receiving and relay mag- 
nets. 

In the October following, Samuel F. B. 
Morse, of New York, entered his first caveat 
for an American electro-magnetic telegraph, in 
which he chiefly relied on a kind of type and 
port rule for making signals by the mechanical 
force of electro-magnetic motion, Morse 
claimed that he first thought of a magnetic 
telegraph on his passage to the TWnited States 
in the brig Sally, in the year 1832, 

1838 —Edward Davy, of London, had his 
patent sealed for a chemical telegraph, which 
was enrolled January 4, 1839. In this plan he 
employed chemically prepared paper, similar 
u its general character to that used on the 1n- 
strument of Bain 

18 16.—Alexander Bain obtained bis English 
patent for his improved electro chemical tele- 
graph, and got his American patent 1850. 

1847,—Royal E. Honse, ot New York, ob- 
tamed, in conjunction with Mr. Brett, a patent 
for their ingenions and valuable printing elec- 
trie telegraph. 

1818.—Measre. Zook and Barnes, of Cincim- 
nati Invented a modification for the electro- 
magnetic telegraph, by combining fixed mag- 
neta with the nse of electro magnets.

Second.—In the Coole and Wheatstone Instru- 
ment, a neodle on a dial plate revolves, point- 
ing out the lettera, which are inscribed around 
the circumference, like the hours on the face 
of a clock Rate, about fourteen words a 
minute. 

Third —The House Instrument, prints the 
messages in Roman ¢apitals, on a long strip of 
paper, by tho revolution of a type wheel, the 
operator playing on a key-board, with a key 
for each letter. Rate, twenty-five or thirty 
words a minute. 

Fourth —The Hughes Instrument, ia a com- 
bination of the Morse and House inventions. 

Fifth.—The Bains Instrument, patented the 
last month, and named, “The Emboaging and 
Self-Adjusting Printing Telegraph.” By this 
instrument, the lettera are not only handsame- 
ly printed on paper, but alao raised or emboss- 
ed, so that they can be read equally well with- 
out the use of ink. This instrument 18 g0 
simple in its arrangement that at the very firat 
sight any person of ordinary capacity can send 
or receive a dispatch, at the rate of twenty- 
five words a minute—about as fast as one can 
write Jegibly with a pen. By this simple and 
cheap instrument, telegraphing 18 likely to 
become yery much extended throughout our 
couptry.—[School and Home Journal.

Tus Roman Catuiorrc PRILSTS AGAINST 
CeELmwacy —An extraordinary memorial has 
been addressed by 507 Austrian priests to the 
author of the Concordat, the Cardinal Prince 
Archbishop of Vienna. In this document, the 
lower Catholic clergy put forth their grievan- 
cea in language the like of whieh hag not been 


| heard since the days of the Reformation. 


The memorial begins with a rough onslaught ~ 
on the absolutistic prerogatives of the episco- 
pacy This concordat,” it says, “bas confer- 
red upon the bishops many new privileges and 
a large ınerease of power; but the priest haa to 
bear the whole odium of the indignation and of 
the moral resistance which the hated Conven- 
tion has created among the people.”

In conclu- 
sion the petitioners demand that “such refoms 
should be introduced ag to make the lower 
clergy no longer appear in the odious hight of 
oppressors of the poorer classes; and that the 
priests, by the abolition of the law of celibacy, 
should be restored to the common ties of fam- 
ily and humanity, If this is not done,” they 
assert, “all our influence will entirely disap- 
sear; the Catholic religion will be despised, 
uerarchy be totally overthrown, and the state 
become the foothall of ceaseless attacks and 
complications ? They express, too, the signi- 
ficant hope that they may not be driven to ex- 
pect their safety from the revolutionary party.

Our national history presents a great amount 
of evidence in support of the position we as- 
Bume an our present article, viz.—-that ıt 18 
indispensable to the welfare and security of 
the actual settlers in any portion of the United 
States, to lay down, at the very commencement 
of settlements, an unmistakeable dividing line 
between them and the aboriginal natives, 

The unpardonable neglect of our government 
in many instances to take the proper measures 
promptly to carry out this policy has produced 
disastrous consequences. We have ourselves 
suffered from the neglect. For more than 
eleven years we have been laboring to add our 
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We suggeat then, that a Commission be at 
once appointed in the name of the United 
States, to treat with the Indians of Wtah. Let 
their teal claims to the soil be agcertained 
and purchased from them. Select suitable 
locations whither to remove them, and have 
them removed promptly and entirely. They 
need hot be removed far from their old homes: 
At the confluence of the Yambah or Bear, and 
Tuttle Snake rivers there is an extensive 
country; affording within itself facilities and 
materials for all the favorite sports of the 
Indian. -The two rivers and their tributaries 
abound in fish, The elk, antelope and deer 
roam oyer the country in large herda, and 
the buffalo ranges on ite borders. There 18 
also ‘considerable land suitable for cultivation; 
abundant, at least, to furnish all the necessary 
farms for the tribes. 

While sufficiently contiguous to the white 
settlements for all purposes of trade and sup- 
ervigion, 1t 1s also sufficiently removed to pre- 
vent sudden inroads from the tribes, or allicit 
traffic with the settlers. In cage of hostility 
too, the country 1s easily?reconnoitered and 18 
within efficient striking distance of our garri- 
sons. Besides, while to the citizens it would 
give all the benefits of an effectual removal, to 
the Indians ıt would possess scarcely the 
grievance of a removal at ali; as in that re- 
gion great numbers of the Indians have been 
Tong accustomed to congregate

be taken to avoid any miscarriage in the ar- 
rangements There should be no anticipatory 
preparations fora meeting The arrival of the

mighty guide the discoverer, and the strong 
hand of the Great Creator protect the warrior, 
as the one battled against the prejudice, and 
the other against the might of arma, of Euro- 

pean bigots. The inspiration and protection 
wore not giyen aa instruments of oppression 
and wrong. They were given that the holy 
wand of universal emancipation might strike 
at and dispel the darkness of ages that had 
revelled in its long midnight on this goodly 
land They were given that the groamng serta 
of Europe might cast off and bury their chains 
in the great waters forever, and Jive 1n the full, 

free enjoyment of the ungrudged treasures of 
the earth. It was not intended that the 
shackles of the European should be transfer- 

red to the American. It was not ordained 
that the serfdom of Spain should be entailed 
upon the free soil of Columbia, But it was

We have been met at every 
step by the prejudiced savage, who looked 
upon the dwellings of the white man ag so 
many encroachments upon his hereditary 
rights. Our small settlements have been be- 
set by large numbers of Indian pensioners. 
Humanity forbade their being turned away 
hungry and naked from our doors. Policy 
suggested the avoidance of the expensive alter- 
native of war. Still it has been a tax, a heavy, i 
impoverishing tax upon our citizens. Yet 
what shall we say to the Indian? What course 
pursue with the old proprietor? He points 
out to us the land-marks established by nature 
in the lofty peaks of the Wahgatch and Sierra, 
Nevada. He clings to the hunting-grounds of 
his boyhood and the turf on which moulder the 
bones of his ancestry. He lovés to sit by the 
short lovelytwilight at the threshhold of his old 
familiar cave and hear the echo of hia father’s 
death song, as he selects a favorite spot for the 
crumbling of his own bones. To him the old 
sheltering cedar has become as dear and sacred 
as to us the ivy mantled cottage—the old house 
athome. Holy memories of the past cling 
around each conspicuous pine-trees and the 
yellow leaves of-autumn strew themselves over 
big mounds where brave warriors assembled 
and 'bled in battle. Many reasons are there, 
joyous and gad, for the attachment of the red 
mat to his wild home. We know not why he 
should not love bis native soil or be jealous of 
encroachments. Yet was not the earth created 
to gratify alone the prejudices of tradition, nor 
for the monopoly of savage idleness. It was 
made to be multiplied on and replenished. The 
forest grows that it may furnish material for 
comfort and ornament in the dwellings of the 
industrious and honest. Even the weeds are 
not without their use. They grow that the 
genius of the husbandman may be improved by 
their extraction or subjugation.

Tue Inptans in Texas are giving a good 
deal of trouble to travelers in the vicinity of 
El Paso. A party of four gentlemen, one of 
them the Umted States sutler at Camp Hud- 
son, Were attacked by a band of Camanches 
and one of them wounded in the face. All 
their horses were killed. The Indians were 
scalping all the whites they could find, A 
council of Camanches, Cheyennes and Ap- 
aches was held lately, and aregular syatem of 
hostilities on the border settlements and trama 
agreed upon. The number of the United 
States troops in Texas and Arizona is repre- 
sented to be quite inadequate to the present 
emergency.

d necessary to secure the safety of the am-

Indeed the pos- 
ton of Tien-sin at the junction of the Grand 
anal and Perho river, ita proximity te Pekin, 
nd its importance to the capital ına mercan- 
le point of view, all combined to induce the 
thet that at no city in the empire, with the 
xception, perhaps, of Pekin itself, can nego- 
atong be carried on undor more favorable 
onditions. 

The firet duty of the naval authorities, there- 
ore, after the taking of the forts, was to 
roceed on the exploration of the river for the 
Arpose of opening the way and securing a 
afe transit for the allied miasiona to Tien-gin, 
\s they anticipated every description of 
atura) and artificial obstruction, and conteiv- 
dthat the Chinese would offer a most violent 
thiatance to their progress, they advanced at 
tat but slowly. As they proceeded, however, 
t became apparent that these fears were 
Toundless; the river, winding through a flat 
uvial country with richly cultivated and 
attially wooded banks, had an average 
teadth of about two hundred yards, with a 
tpth of water at half-tide ranging from ten 
tet to forty.

The pioneer of European civilization in 
China would fare badly rf he acted on the prin- 
ciple of timeo Danoos.+ On the 25th of May 
the Staunch and Bustard, leading gunboata, 
containing the marines and small-arm men of 
the Pigne and Furtous, under. Captains + Sir 
Frederick Nicolson and Sherard Osborn, sght- 
ed Tien-sin and the following day the admirals 
in their respective ships, Coromandel and Ave- 
lanche, anchored opposite the town Their 
success hitherto had so far exeeeded their 
most sangmne expectations that they pushed 
on beyond Tren-sin towards Toongchaw, the 
port of Pogin, and distant only ten miles from 
that city. 


The larger gunboats were brought to a 
standstill very shortly after Jeaving Tien-ain, 
but the Keatral, of 40-horse power, with .the 
ships’? boats in tow, succeeded in reaching a 
village about 8 miles above-this town, Mean- 
time, other gunboats were employed clearing 
the junks out of the river between Tien-sin and 
the mouth, so ag to render it impossible for the 
Chinese to bar our egresa by sinking junks 
The crowd of these making tbeir estape in 
obedience to orders was sometimes so great as 


_ [to cause ag hopeless a jam as may occagion- 


ally be seeh inside Temple-bar Thus was 
accomplished in a few days, and without the 
slightest difficulty, an operation’ which the 
French Admiral had declared impossible unless 
supported by aland force of 4,000 men, and 
which might have been ag successfully under- 
taken a month sovner had not obstacles exist- 
ad of a far graver character than any.which 
the Chinese have it in their power to interpose. 
At this time of year the loss of that month, 
the finest in the year,18 most deeply to be re- 
grettad. 


Already we have most disagreeable evidence 
of the proximity and probable temperature of 
a Pekin summer, As soon as the Ambassa- 
dors were made aware of the complete success 
of the Admirals they determined to follow 
them to Tien-sin, in pursuance of their origi- 
nal intentions, and reached that city on the 
morning of the 30th of May. A spacioustem- 
pie, ‘occasionally used as a residence by a 
former Emperor, commandmpg a view of the 
river at its junction with the Grand Canal, and 
opposite the city, was appropriated for the 
accommodation of the French and Enghsh 
Ambassadors. Wumbers of Chinese servants 
were in aftendances many of the rooms had 
been newly papered, and the work of furnish- 
ing up was going on briskly. Baron Gros and 
Lord Elgin occupy two light and airy pavilions 
oa the summit of & mound, ascended by a path- 
way of ornamental rockwork. Their respec- 
tive staffs are scattered in sundry fragile 
buildings of quaint construction, with paper 
walls, or have made their bedrcems in a joss- 
house in which gods and goddesses are the 
principle articles of furniture. A spacious 
garden, enclosed by a wall, avrrounds the 
whole, ' 

English and French guards occupy the out- 
houses and stand sentry at the principal en- 
trances. The national ilag floats proudly over 
all, and a line of gunboats are moored within 
twenty yards of the windows. These consist 
at present of the Coromandel, Cormorant, 
Slaney and Opossum (English), the Avalanche, 
Fusee, and Dragonne (French). The Staunch, 
Bustard, and Kestrel are anchored a mile 
above the town, and the Leven, Woodcock and 
tas arè somewhere between this and the 
eet, 


The Wootcock and Kestrel, both forty-horse 
power; arrived a few days after the capture of 
ungkoo. A party of engineera have also 
atrived from Hong-Kong in the Sampson, and 
ate engaged in blowing up the forts, after 
which it expected they will come here. Nu- 
mervus vamus afford abundant barrack ac- 
tommodation. Notwithstanding the great 
variation in the temperature (the ther- 
mometer ranges from 65 deg. to 87 deg. 1n the 
twenty-four hours), the health of the men cun- 
tinues excellent; supplies are abundant, al- 
though some little reluctance has been appi- 
rent on the part of the country people lateiy an 
bringing them m, through fear of uncurrug the 
displeasure of the authorities. 


Ice is a luxutv in which the Chinese upper 
classes freely indulge during the sammer 
montha; boats and coolies car ying large blocks 
of it ara constantly seen passing to and fro, 
and the barbarians have not been slow to avail 
themselves of so refreshing an article of con- 
sumption. 

The interior of the city has been explored, 
but offers faw atttactions to the stranger. The 
atreeta are broader than those in southern 
cities, the houses poorer, and the curiosity 
shops not to be discovered at all, A 


Cherbourg, 


Cherbourg ig directly south of the Isle of 
Wight, about sixty miles from Sandown, and 
of course a tufe further from Portsmouth. Off 
the western coast of this department of the 
Channel he the Channe] Islands— Jersey, 
Guernsey, Alderney, and Sark 

The little bay, if we may go call it, of Cher- 
bourg 18 wholly gal aries and, except for 
purposes such aa those for which 1t was de- 
signed, of a menacing character, ıt 18 not pog- 
sible fo conceive a more unsuitable or more 
ree place for the construction of a 
harbor, The firat thing that was necessary to 
ibe done to make thia unpromising spot suitable 
for a Sebastopol of the Channel, was to con- 
struct an immenée atone breakwater, running 
east and weet about 4,000 yards, ar nearly two 
and a-half miles in length. This great work 
was commenced in 1782, and was not com- 
‘pleted till seventy years afterwards, in 1852, 
and its entire coat has been 67,000,000 franca 
(about $13,400,000), 

The breakwater is protected by immense 
blocks of granite, but such 18 the violent action 
of the gea upon them that they require several 
thousand tons of granite every year to replace 
tliose which are carried away or destroyed. 

.« The width of this artificial breakwater 18 140 
yards, and ıt slopes from the centre on each 
side inwards at an angle of about 170 degrees. 

In the centre of this great work 18 a large 
fort, called “Fort Central," and at each end 
there 19 also a massive circular fort, the guns 
of which sweep in every direction, and there 
are mx batteries, placed three on each aide, be- 
tween the centré and the extremities facing 
towards the harbor. 

There are two entrances to Cherbourg, one 
at the east and the otber at the west end of 
this strongly-fortified mole. At the eastern 
extremity the channel ig narrowed by the 
island of Pelee, upon which 1s erected a large 
fort, called “Fort Imperial,” which, with the 
corresponding fort on the eastern end of the 
mole, completely communds the narrow pas- 
sage, and its guns cross fire with other forts to 
be afterwards mentioned. The western chan- 
nel is equally protected by an immense fort, 
called “ort de Querqueyille,” on the mainland, 
and which is immediately opposite the fort at 
the west end of the embankment. 

The depth of water in these channels 18 
marked on the French Admiralty charts at 
from 12 to 13 metres (39 to 42 feet); but these 
immense forts one would consider sufficient ta 
sink in an instant any ship which would at- 
tempt to effect an entrance. They form, how- 
ever, but a fraction of the fortifications with 
which the place abounds. 

A ship entering the outer basin by the west- 
ern channel would not only receive the concen- 
E fire of the forts on each side of the 


channel, but there ig another huge fort erected 
upon a rock, dry at low water, called “Fort 
Chifvagnac,” which is between, but a little in 
the rear of, the west end of the mole and the 
great Querqueville Fort. Having run the 
gauntlet of these works, ships would find them- 
selves in a tolerably capacious basin, where, 
from every point of the compass, in whatever 
| position they might he, they would be riddled 
y the cross fire of battertes and forts, which 
swarm 1n every direction, and which help to 
lewell the aggregate of 3,000 gunsof large cali- 
y bre, which are mounted in the works in differ- 
; ent parts of the apparently impregnable posi- 
tion, Along the face of the docks there are 
numerous small forte and batteries which com- 
mand Lot only a portion of the entrance by the 
mole, but, assisted by other batteries on the 
shore, would soon “sink, burn or destroy” any- 
thing which had passed the ordeal of the auter 
Forts. The docka are formed of a large basin, 
communicating with one to the north, and thig 
again witha large one to the west; there are 
three smaller basins beyond these atthe north, 
and there are three at the gouthern part of the 
excavation, into which an entrance is obtained 
through the central opening and basin. 

There are nine basing in all, and ıt ig the 
completion of the inner floating dock, called 
Dack Napolean the Third,” which forms the 
subject of the forthcoming celebration, and the 
ditaensions of which, given in the Moniteur, 
we have already stated, It has cost 16,600,000 
francs, (abouk $3,200,000) the first floating 
dock having been completed ip 1829, 

At the entrance of the dock is a gigantic 
fort, built on what is marked on the French 
ase mralty charts as Basse du Chena). It isa 
rock dry at low water, and upon this hag been 
constructed the huge work called “Fort dea 
Flamands.” The fire of Fort des Flamands 
crosses with that of Fort Imperial at the east- 
ern end of the male, and it would appear abso- 
lutely impossible for any vessel to pasè the 
cencentrated fire of these mounted forts. To 
make security double aure, this Fort des Fla- 
mands {a supported by a redoubt, called ‘Tout 
Ja Ville Kpproaching nearer fhe entrance 
of the dock, there ig Fort du Galat, atill nearer 
Fort du Longlet and Fort du Homet. The pub- 
hebed plans of the French Admiralty do not 
show moré than two orthree of these forts, 


of Cherbourg, which appeared inthe Moniteur , 
of Friday, mentions only six forts and batters

We now come to the other fortifications ~ 
which surround Cherbourg on the land side, ' 
and which completely dominate“ the whole of 
the town andharbor, There are fourteen forts 
and -redoubts, which form two semi-eircles 
around the town on the land side, the outer » 
one consisting of a chain of detached star 
forts, and the anper beng formed of a hhe of 
redoubts, These are all in a commanding , 

osition, and the guns would sweep the outer 

arbor as well as the entrance channels. The 
chain of forta which surround the town in 
parallel fines with the redoubts consist of the 
ysual bastions and re-entering angles. The 
command the conntry on the land pide, as well 
as the harbor and works seaward. There are, 
therefore, twenty-four regular forts and re- 
doubts for the protection of Cherbourg, zn 
addition to the şıx batteries on the mole.. Other 
batteries on the land could, of course, be quick- 
ly constructed in case of emergency. Along 
the docks there is a series of large buildings 
constructed for arsenals, magazines and: naval 
stores of every description.—{ Observer.

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The cloging 1n of what it 18 generally sup- 
posed will be a winter of severity suggests a 
variety of questions to those who contemplate 
more than a very short residence in our Terri- 
tory. Of these the first, and by no means the 
least important, 18 the certainty of a sufficient 
supply of provisions till they can be yielded 
by another harvest. The peculiar circumstances 
attached to the past year’s history of the Terri- 
tory have preyented the sowing and planting of 
the usual amount of seed grain; and ıt is not 
improbable that, during the extensive move- 
ment of the eitazena from the more northerly 
settlements of the Territory, much of the 
grain then secured may have suffered waste to 
some extent, The remembrances of the grass- 
hopper war and the consequent semi-famine 
are sufficient proof that the farms of Utah, 
even in seasons of full cultivation, yield very 
little more than the year’s rations for the cit- 
izena. It must now beremembored that, in ad- 
dition to the ordinary population of the Tern-- 
tory, {here-are geveral hundred” discharged 
employees of the Government who, while they 
‘remain here, will be almost entirely dependent 
upon our granaries for their food. Nor should 
it be forgotten, as importantly incidental to 
our subject, that an immense quantity of 
wheat has been sold to the army for forage.-— 
At the usual ratio of issuing forage, four hun- 
dred horses or mules would consume the same 
amount of bread daily as six thousand per- 
sons. Noét’this alone, but thousands of ani- 
mals belonging to the citizens are fed on 
wheat. 

We do not deny that, under general circum- 
stances, every man hag a right to make such 
disposal of his property as be pleases,of what- 
ever kind it may be. But there are laws un- 
written as well as etatutary that govern our 
social relations and bind society together for 
mutual protection. A man may not with im- 
punity burn hia own house at the risk of firing 
his neighbor's: nor fire his grain on the wind. 
ward side of another man’s field, Neither is 
at any. more morally legal for one man fo 
waste his bread when thereby he compels his 
neighbor either to see him perish or suffer in 
the famind he has provoked. 

We urge then upon all the present residents 
as well as the permanent citizens of the Terri- 
tory to give thig matter their cerlous consider- 
ation. Let the civil guardians of the public 
welfare call for a full and minute report of the 
amount of bread in the Territory, Let each. 
responsible member or head ofa family make 
the inquiry for himself; so thaty if there is in- 
deed a scarcity, economy may be used in time. 
Till this 18 ascertained with some degree of 
certainty we do not hesitate to pronounce ita 
most mischief-working breach of social law to 
waste an ounce of bread, or needlessly disg- 
pense it out as forage for beasts. 

It must bè remembered again that we are 
now for some seven or eight months beyond 
the reach of markets whence we may replen- 
ish our provision stores, Itig also an ace 
knowledged fact, moreover, that it is by no 
means safe to rely solely upon each successive 
harveat for our bread, A cloud of grasshop- 
pets, of a season's drouth would throw us irre- 
trievably upon the resources of our old supply. 
Will the people consider this subject of suffi- 
cient importance to take the necessary pre- 
cautions against months of incurable hunger?

I notice the effects of drinking spirituous 
liquors in our city. I perceive that it 18 on the 
nereage, and contrasting this with the years 
past, I have ta say, 


Look on this picture and on that,” 


This community has been proverbial for 
their sobriety, and the quiet of the streets, and 
until lately a drunken man was a rare specta- 
cle, Iventure to assert that I have gazed on 
more drunkenness within the last four months 
than has been experienced in this city since itg 
settlement, and as a necessary consequence we 
have arrested more prisoners. 

Not only, however, 19 ıt grevious in a moral 
community to witness the disgusting seetes of 
drunken men intersecting the channels of our 
principal thoroughfares, making the most of 
their journey through life, but it 18 painful and 
serioug to see and hear of the very deleterious 
effects of chemically manufactured liquors up- 
on the systems of those who indulge in the 
liquid fire and distilled poison. 

1 was pleased, the other day, to hear a gentle- 
man, lately arrived, assert that when these mer- 
chants with whom he was associated pur- 
chased a stock of hquors for this market, be 
at once denounced the practice of forcing such 
articles upon a known sober and religious com- 
murity, and relinquished all interest in the 
concern. The only reply was, ‘we may as well 
sell it as otbers.? 

One would naturally imagine that tha im- 
menge profits which arise from goods offered in 
this market would suffice the aggrancizing 
propensities of some men, but itis more than 
whispered, by those who know, that a species 
of adulteration is successfully conducted by 
some parties, I have no objection to whisky 
or other dangerous liquors being watered, and 
gallon after gallon poured into the barrels to 
dilute the poon, but I do enter my protest 
against the people in this place paying $8 a 
gallon for that water which flows freely 
through our streets, ‘free gratis for nothing?” 
Again, I do not think it_just to pay 60 cents 
er lb., or pint, for water when we purchase 
dricd apples or peaches, and yet, it is said, 
such can be the case. 

I am sorry to be necessitated to remark that 
adulteration is not confined to liquor and other 
articles,but it has been attempted on the persons 
of unsvspecting and innocent young women. It 
is well known that this community is more 
free from houses of ill fame and prostitutes 
promenading the streets than any community 
or city in the wide world; and that it is inimi» 
calto the spirit and genius of the people of 
this Territory to allow any such iniqnity to be 
perpetrated. To the credit of the ladies of 
Utah it can be said that there is not such a 
virtuous community on the globe. But I am 
grieved to state that a number of persons who 
arrive with the various traine, many of whom 
are like the filth drawn vn shore by the influx of 
the tide, endeavor all they can to seduce the 
daughters and wives of our citizens, ani spread 
corruption in our midsts and a few bouses of fll 
fame are opened and patromzed by the pure (') 
and illustrious (!) visitors to our ‘Territory, who 
gloat with delight on their influence—pollatirg 
and destroying. Let them, however, bewart, 
for our laws are severe on such wickedness, 
and they may meet the full metit of their ne- 
farioug works when they are exulting in their 
cursed anticipated triumph. 
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A Danina Ronpery.—One day last week an 
impudent fellow mn broad day light walked I- 
to a herd field in Cottonwocd and drove of 
threa head of cattle with the greatest sang 
froid, and about five hundred yards further on

After reading the minutes of the last meeting 
of the Court, Chas, M. Smith, Esq. asked the 
Court to excuse Mr, Hubbell from serving on 
the grand jury, on the ground that he was not 
sach a citizen as the statute requted, being 
only a transient resident, whereupon the Court 
discharged him. 

The Court appointed Mr, Eleazer Miller 
Foreman of the grand jury, aftes whieh the 
Clerk administered the customary oath to him, 
and then to the other jurors, four at a time.

Tuesday morning the Crier called the Court 
to order, and proclaimed 1t open for business. 

Finea having been entered, but the execution 
stayed, againat Charles, Woodard, John B 
Kimball and Benj. Spencer for neglecting to 
appear on the jury, they came forward and 
showed reasons why their fines should not be 
enforced. The reasons assigned being satis- 
factory to the Court the fines were remitted 

Mr. Brookie was sworn a deputy to Marshal 
Dotson. 

The District Attorney said, “I bave a matter 
to which I wish to call your Honor’s attention 
It18 with regard to two Indiana who are held 
prisoners here, awaiting their trial. I think 
they belong to the other District, and if such 


removal, I have taken an extract from the 
33d Sec. of a Congressional Act upon thts sub- 
ject, and by that your Honor will find that the 
Judge has the authority to remove the prisoners 
and witnesses to the Duetrict where the offence 
was committed,” 

C M. Smith, Esq stated that himself and 
Dr. Hurt were attorneys for the prisoners, and 
‘that he would be happy to have those prisoners 
tried before this Court; and thought 1t would 
be more conducive to justice, if the Court «ere 
180 to rule. Mr, Smith quoted from the Law 

of )802, regulating process m Indian countries, 
and contended that the only process that had 
been served upon his clients was served in this 
| District, and he believed within the Jumits of 
this city, and that the prisoners were there- 
fore within the jurisdiction of this court. 

Mr. Wilson replied that he was not aware 
that there was any objection to the question 
he presented, but 1n reference to the ljeetions 
of the learned counsel for the defence, he could 
only say that im prosecuting criminals, we 
must conform tu the laws which we find upon 
the subject. He argued that the Act of 1834 
states what shall be taken cognizance of by 
the courts of the United States, and that as 
this Territory bas been organized within cer- 
tain boandries, tbat law refers to the Indians, 
and applies ta the whole of this Territory, and 
hence crime must be pros¢cuted in the county 
or District where it is committed. 

The Court ruled that the Indian intercourse 
Act of 1834 repealed the Act of 1802; and 
stated that if the Act of 1802 werein force 
west of the Mississippi, then there would be in 
this court extraordinary jurisdiction. After 
reasoning at some length on the nature and ap- 
plication of the Territorial code, the necessity 
of making the Indian intercourse Act effectual 
in this cade, the prosecution being m tho name 
of the people of the United States, his Hon. 
concluded his ruling 1n the following words:— 
“Most earncatly desiring not to have, or exer- 
cise any unreasonable jurisdiction, I shall 
direct these prisoners to be removed to the 
other District ” 

Mr. Williams asked the Conrt to excuse 
Mr. James Finley from serving on the traverse 
jury, stating as à reason why he should be ex- 
cused that he was @ resident of Missouri and 
wished to leave for that Btate. 

The Court ordered that Mr. Finley be dis- 
charged, and that the Marshal summon an- 
other juror to fill his place, and one thatis a 
resident of the District, 

Mr. Hardy, an alien, took the oath of alle- 
piance and was admitted a citizen of the 
United States, 


Court adjourned fo 11 o'clock to-morrow 
morning.

On the suggestion of the District Attorney 
the traverse Jury were adjourned until Frida 
morning 

Mr Smith suggested that aa the Indian pris- 
oners were in court, the sentence by which 
they were to be transferred to the other district 
might be passed upon them,and that there was 
no necessity for his Honor to be kept waiting 
until all the formalities of the law were gone 
through 

The Judge replied, “Well, sir, I supposé you 
do not intend to interpose any objections they 
are transferred, and are now in the hands of 
the Marshal, but 1t wags necessary that they 
should be brought into court to have this done, 
and there are certam rules to be observed 
which may be of importance to the Marshal 
when he goes to Washington to collect his 
pay 2 

Some discussion took place as to wha should 
provide the Jndian prisoners shoes and blank- 
ets sufficient to make them comfortable. There 
being neither law nor satisfactory precedent 
relative to the question, the court declined to 
furnish the clothing and suggested that it 
belonged to the Indian department.

JUDGE C. E. SINCLAIR'S CHARGE, 
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GENTLEMEN OF THE GRAND Jury:— 


You have been impanelled and sworn as 
Grand Jurors for the Third Judicial District of 
this Territory, which comprises the counties 
of Great Salt Lake, Tooele, Siomvip, Saint 
Marys, Humboldt and Garson. Your inquiries 
will be circumscribed within these designated 
limits The functions you are called upon to 
exercise, gentlemen, are of the most serious 
and important nature, at once to the Govern- 
ment of the Uuited States and the people of 
the United States in the Territory of Utab. 

Your inqmries will be first directed to of- 
fences againat the United States. 

The bighest crime known to the laws of the 
United S ates is that of treason. _The Consti- 
tution of the United States thus defines 3t:— 

“Treason against the United States ghall 
consist only in levying war agaiust them or in 
adhering to their cnemnes, giving them aid and 
comfort.”? 

And further declares:— 

“No person shall be convicted of treason nn- 
less on the testimony of two witnesses to the 
same overt act, or on confegsion in open court.” 

Congress has declared death to be the punisk- 
ment for treason. 

The facts connected with the recent difficul- 

ties between this Territory and the Govern- 
ment of the United States, this court cannot 
know until they are brought under investiga- 
tion before it. It is, however, my duty to call 
your attention to the circumstances which for 
some time paat have surrounded the people of 
this Territory; to the relations which they and 
the Government of the United States have re- 
spectfully sustained towards each other; 
and to the consideration of affairs now exist- 
ing, legally considered. 
” In a proclamation of the President of the 
United States, dated April 6, 1858, under a 
solemn sense of responsibility for the truth of 
his declarations, the President bas paid to the 
people of this Territory;— 

“Whereas the Territory of Utah was settled 
by certain emigranta fromthe States and from 
foreign countries, who have for several years 
past, manifested a spirit of insubordination to 
the constitution and laws of the United States. 
The great mass of those séttlers, acting un- 
der the influence of leaders to whom they seem 
to have surrendered their judgment, refuse to 
b> controlled by any other authority, They 
have been often advised to obedience, and these 
friendly counsels have been answered with de» 
fiance. Officers of the federal government 
have been driven from the Territory for no of- 
fence but an effort to do their sworn duty. 
Others have been prevented from gong there 
by threats of assassination. Judges have been 
violently interrupted in the performance of 
their functions, and the recorde of the courts 
have been seized and either destroyed or con- 
tealed. Many other acts of unlawful violence 
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have been perpetrated, and the right to repeat 
them has been openly claimed by thé leading 
inbabitanta, with at Teast the silent acquies- 
cence of nearly all the others, Their hostility 
to the lawful government of the country has, 
at length become so violent that no officer 
bearing a commission from the Chief Magia- 
trate of the Union can enter the Territory or 
remain there with safetys and all the officers 
réceitly appointed have: been unable to go to 
Salt Lake or anywhere else in Utah beyond 
the immediate power of the army. Indeed, 
suth ig believed to be the condition tó which a 
strange system of terromem has brought the 
inhabitants of that region, that no one among 
them could express an opimon favorable to 
this government, or even propose to obey its 
ti without exposing his hfe aud property to 
nl. f 
l After carefully considering this state of af- 
fairs, and thaturely weighing the obligation I 
was under to see the laws faithfully executed, 
it seemed to me night and proper that F should 
make such use of the military, force at my dis- 
posal as mjght be necessary to protect the 
federal officers in going into the Territory of 
Utah, and in performing their duties after ar- 
riving there. T’accordingly ordefed a detach- 
ment of the army to march for the City of Salt 
Lake, or within reach of that place, and to act 
m case of need, as a posse for the enforcement 
of the laws. But, m the meantime, the hatred 
of that cues people for the just and legal 
authority of the government had become go 1m- 
tense that they resolved to measure their mili- 
tary strength with that of the Union. They 
have organized an armed force far from con- 
temptible in paint of numbers, and trained 16, 
af not with skill, at least with great asaiduly 
and perseverance. While the troops of the 
United States were oh their march, a train of 
baggage wagons, which happened to be unpro- 
tected, was attacked and destroyed by a por- 
tion of the Mormon forces, and the provisions 
and stores with which the train wag laden 
were wantonly burnt. In short, their present 
attitude 1s one of decided and unreserved en- 
mity to the United States and to all their loyal 
citizens. Théi determination to oppose the 
authority of the governnotent by military force 
has not only been expressed in words, but 
manifested ın overt acts of the most unequivo- 
cal character,” 


The Constitution of the United States has 
ordained and established aseparation between 
the different Departments of Government; the 
Executive, the Legislative, and the Judicial; 
each operates ın its respective sphere. 

Invested with the Judicial authority of this 
District, ıt becomes my grave and solemn duty 
to recall your attention to the facta upon 
which this proclamation is founded, and to say 
to you that these are fit subjecte for your in- 
vestigation It is further proper for me to 
gay that if treasan has been committed in this 
Territory, the President of the United States 
has pardoned the offence upon a certain prece- 
dent condition indicated in this language of 
bia proclamation—> 

«But being anxious to save the effusion of 
blood; and to avoid the indiscriminate punish- 
ment of a whole people, for erimes of which 
it 18 not probable that all are equally guilty,I 
offer now a free and full pardon to all who 
will submit themselves to the authority of the 
federal rovernment.?? 

Of this pardon, gentlemen, although a pub- 
lic fact in the bistory of the country, this 
court cannot take judicial coznrzance. The 
Supreme Court of the United States in the case 
of the United States va. Wilson (see 7th Pe- 
ters, p 150) holds this language:— 

“The Constitution gives to the President, in 
general terms,” “the power to grant reprieves 
ae pardons for offences againat the United 

tates. 


Aas thie power had been exercised from time 
immemorial by the executive of that nation, 
whose language is our language, and to whose 
judicial institutions ours bears a close resemb- 
jance, we adopt their principles respecting the 
operation and effect of a pardon, and look 
into their books for the rules prescribing the, 
männer mm which it is to be used by the person 
who would avail Himeelf of it, 

A pardon is an act of grace, procéeding from 
the power intrusted witirthe execution of the, 
laws, which exempta the individual on whom 
it ig bestowed from the punishment the law 

inflicts for a crime he has committed. It is 
the private, though official act of the execu- 
tive magistrate, delivered to the individual for 
whose benefit it ia extended, and not commu- 
nicated officially to the court. It 18 a caustitu- 
ent part of the judicial system that the judge 
sees only with judicial eyes, and knows no- 
thing respecting any particular case of which 
he is not informed judicially, A private deed, 
not communicated to him, whatever may be 
its character, whether a pardon or release, ig 
totally unknown and canuot be acted on. The 
looseness which would be introduced into ju- 
dicia) proceedings, would prove fatal to the 
great principles of juatice, if the judge might 
notice and act upon facts not brought regular- 
ly into the cause, Sach a proceeding in ordi- 
rary cases would subvert the best established 

rinciples and overturn those rules which have 

een seitled by the wisdom of ages. 

Is there anything peculiar in a pardon which 
oi to distinguish itin this respect from other 
facts 

We know of no legal principle which will 
sustain such a distinction. 

A pardon is a deed, to the validity of which 
delivery is essential, and delivery ia not com- 
plete without aeceptance. It may then be re- 
jected by the person to whom it is tendered; 
and if it be rejected, we have discovered no 
power in acourt to force it on him. 

It may be supposed that no being condemned 
to death would reject a pardons but the rule 
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must, be the samean capital cases and in mis- 
demeanors, ‘A pardon may be conditionak and 
the condition may he moré objectionable than 
the punebin sat inficted by tho jnagment 

The pardon may possibly apply to a different 

erson or a different crime, it may be abso» 

ute or conditional, It may be controverted by 
the prosecutor, and must be expounded by the 
court. These circumstances combine to show 
that „this, like any other deed, ought to be 
brought “judicially before the court, by plea, 
motion, or otherwise.” 

Blackstone, in his Commentaries, 4th Vol, p. 
337, sayas— 

“A pardon may be pleaded in bar.” Mn p. 
376 he says.—“it may also be pleadedin arrest 
of judgment.” 

n p. 401 he sayar— 

A pardon by Act of Parliaments more 
heneficial than ‘by the kung’s charters for a 
man 1g nop bound to plead it, but the court must 
ex-officio take notice of it; neither can he lose 
the benefit of at by his own laches or negligence, 
as he may of the king’s charter or pardon, 
The king’s chatter of pardon must be specially 
pleaded, and that at a proper time; for if a 
man ia indicted and has a pardon in his pocket, 
and afterward puts himself upon his trial by 

leading the general issue, he has waived the 
enefit of such pardon. But 1f a man avaus 
hunself thereof, as by course of Jaw he may, a 
pardon may either be pleaded in arraignment, 
orin arregtof judgment, or 1n the’ present stage 
of proceedings m har of execution » 

Thereason why a court must ex-officio take 
nolice of a pardon by Act of Parhament, 18, 
that ıt w considered ag a pubhe Jaw; having 
ihe same effect on the case as if the general 
law punishing the offence had been repealed or 
annulled. . 

I therefore give you in charge the subject of 
treason and commit 1t to your serious delibera- 
tions. Judicially the court knows nothing; at 
ig for you, aa the grand inquest, to find facts. 

With the criminal code of the United States, 
in ita general provisions, aa good citizens, I 
presume you to be acquainted; there are, how- 
ever, several statutes of the United States to 
which I desire specially to call your attention. 
In a leading article 1p the columns of the 
“Deseret News” of the 15th of September, at 
that time the only newspaper published in this 
Territory and supposed to embody, to a certain 
degree, public sentiment, we find the following 
paragraph.— 

“We can let the mails alone and avail our- 
selves of other channels of communication 
which will not be TREAsoNABLE.? 

I deem it my duty in this connection to call 

our attention to the following statute of the 

nited States (see Statutes at Large, Vol. 5, p. 
735, sec. ia 

“It shall not be lawful for any person or per- 
sons to establish any private express or ex- 
presses for the conveyance, nor in any manner 
cause to be conveyed, or provide for the con- 
veyance or transportation by regular trips, or 
at stated periods or intervals, from one city, 
town or other place to any other city, town or 
place in the United States, between and 
from and fo which cities, towns or other places, 
the United States maıl is regularly transported, 
under the authority of the Post Office Depart- 
ment, or any letters, packets or packages of 
letters, or other matter properly tranamittable 
in the United States mail, except newspapers, 
pamphlets, magazines and periodicals. And 
each and every person offending against this 
proyision, or aiding or assisting therein, or act- 
mg as such private expreas, shall, for each 
tame any letter or letters, packet or packages, 
or otber matter properly transmittible by mail, 
except newspapers, pamphlets, magazines, 
periodicals, shall or may be by him, her or 
them, or his, her or their means or instrument- 
ality, in whole or in part, conveyed or trans- 
ported, contrary to the true intent, spirit and 
meaning of this section, forfeit and pay the 
gum of one hundred and fifty dollars.”

The violation of the postal Jaws of the United į 


States ig not TREASON, but it is a violation of 
law exhibiting the animus. 
A portion of the military force of the United 


States is stationed in this Territory. It 1s the} 


duty of all good citizens to assist, as far as 
it lies wathin their power,in supporting 
laws ofjthe United States applicable to 


regulation and controf of ita army; it becomes} 


you, therefore, to consider the following Bta- 


vol. 2, p. 573, see. 17 

“Every person not subject to the rules and 
articles of war, who shail procure or entice a 
soldier in the service of the Uuited States to 
desert, or who shall purchase from any soldier 
his arms, uniform, clothing, or any part there- 
of; and every captain or commanding oimcer of 
any ship or vessel, who shail enter on board 
such ship or vegsel ag one of his crew, knows 
ing bım to have deserted, or otherwise carry 
away, any such ‘sofdier or sball refuse to de~ 
liver him up to the orders of his commanding 
officer, shall, upon legal conviction, be fined at 
the discretion of any court having cognizance. 
ofthe same, in auy sum not exceeding three 
hundred dollars, and be imprisuned any term 
not exceeding one year,” 

For the protection of the records of the 
United States in any of its departments and 
the protection of such of ite officers who may 
be engaged in properly preserving those re- 
cords, aud also to mive force and effect tothe 
proceedings of the courts of the Urted States

“If any person or persons shall knowingly 
and wifully obstruct, resist or oppose any offi- 
cer of the United States in serving or attempt- 
ing to sérve or execute ony mesne process or 
warrant, or any rule or order of any of the 
courts of the United States, or any-other legal 
or judicial writ or process whatsoever, or shall 
aagault, beat or wound any officer or other per- 
son daly authorized, 1n serving or executing any 
writ, rule, order, process or warrant aforesaid, 
every person so knowingly and wilfully offend- 
ing in the premises, sha}], on conviction there- 
of, be mprisoned not exceeding twelve months, 
aud fined not exceeding three hundred dollara,” 
(Statutes at Large, vol. 10, p. 170, sec, 4).— 

“Any person who shall wilfully and know- 
ingly destroy or attempt to destroy, or with in- 
tent to steal or destroy, shall take and carry 
away any record, paper or proceeding of a 
court of justice, filed or deposited with any 
clerk or officer of such court, or any paper or 
dacumept, or record, filed or depomted ın any 

ublic office, or with any judicial or public of- 
heen, shall, without reference to the value of 
therecurd, paper, document or proceeding go 
taken, be deemed guilty of felony, and on con- 
vichion in any conrt of the Umted States, hav- 
ing jurisdiction thereof, shall pay a fine not 
exceeding two thousand dollars, or suffer 1m- 
prigonment in a penitentiary not exceeding 
three years, or hoth, as the court in its discre- 
tion shall adjudge.” 

We are surrounded here by various Indian 
tribes and ıt 19 important that the laws of the 
United States in regard to them should be en- 
forced; your attention 18 particularly directed 
to this provision of the “Intercourse act?— 
(Statutes at Large, vol 4, p 731, sec 13 )-— 

“Tf any citizen or olher person residing 
within the United States or the territory 
thereof, shall send any talk, speech, message 
or letter to any Indian nation, tribe, chief or 
individual, with an intent to produce a contra- 
vention or Infraction of any treaty or other 
law of the Umted States, or to disturb the 
peace and tranqmlity of the United States, he 
shall forfert and pay the sum of two thousand 
dollars.?? 

You will next inquire, gentlemen, into of- 
fences against the criminal code of this Ter- 
ritory. 

In its general provisions, enumerating crimes 
and offences, that code ig similar to the code 
of every other State and Territory in the Union. 

In the present condition of things here, oc- 
casional acts of violence do not come upon us 
unexpectedly, You, as the grand jurors for 
this district, are charged with the responsible 
office of inquiring into disturbances of the 
public peace and the violations of the penal 
code. You will meet those, gentlemen, 1 feel 
assured, with the promptness and address 
which the exigency requires 

Your attention is specially directed to the 
statute provided in regard to Gaming, which 
you will find in these words:— 

“If any person keep a house, shop, or place 
resorted to for the purpose of gambling, or 
permit or suffer any person in any house, shop, 
or other place under ig control or care, to play 
ateards, dice, faro, roulette, or other game 
for money, or other things, such offender shall 
be fined not more than eight hundred dollars, or 
imprisoned not exceeding one year, or both, at 
ihe discretion of the court. In a prosecution 


lunder this section, any peison who bas the 
: charge of, or altends to any such house, shop, 


or place may be deemed the keeper thereof.”

Mr. Justice Blackstone, in respect to it, om- 
ploys this language (vol 4, p. 163)-— 

“Polygamy can never be endured undor any 
rational civil establishment, whether specious 
reasong may be urged for ıt by the Eastern 
nations, the fallacnousness of which has been 
fully proved by many sensible writers. 

But in northern countries the very nature of 
the climate seema to reclaim againatit: it never 
having obtained in this part of the world, even 
from the time of our German ancestors, who, 
as Tacitus informe us, ‘prope gali barbarorum 
singulis exoribus content: sunt? ” 

Criminal courts are authorized of their own 
moticn, as a learned judge thua states, “to call 
the attention of grand juries to, and direct the 
inveatigation of matters of general public 1m- 
port, which, from their nature and operation in 
the entire community, justify such intervention. 
The actionof the courts on suchoccagions,rather 
bears on things than persons, the object boing 
the suppression of general and public evils, 
affecting in their influence and operation, com- 
munities rather than individuals, and, therefore, 
more properly the subject of -general than 
special complaint ”? 

In a condition of things so anomalous and go 
utterly at war with tbe generally received 
opinions, upon which the fabric of our Govern- 
ment rests, free inquiry must be unchecked, 
and a field opened where the maxim may be 
verified that “error ceases to be dangerous 
when reason 18 left free to combat 1t,” 

You should inquire fully into thıs matter, and 
fit be true thal polygamy does prevail in this 
Territo1y and ig sought to be incorporated as 
one of our goctal inatitutions inte the social 
and pohtical body of the country, it 1s due to 
history that so extraordinary a pretension 
should be presenied to the world under the

Substitutes for Hay. 


oe 
A correspondent of the Country Gentleman 
writes upon the subject of fodder as follows; 


Indian corn of the large southern variety, 
will produce the largest amount of fodder per 
acre, of any article which I bave tried. On 
the 5th of June I planted one acre of corn,— 
The soll a warm sandy loam which would have 
produced fifty bushels shelled corn per acre— 
plowed and harrowed — then furrowed out 
eighteen inches between the rows—the corn 
strewn thickly ın the furrows, (three bushels 
per acre)—hatrowed across the rows,and roll- 
ed—cleaned out when small wilh the hoe, It 
soon covered the ground so thickly as to pre~ 
vent the weeds frum springing up to rob the 
corn of 148 food. 

Cut ıt up (Sept. Sth,) wath corn cutters, lay- 
ing it In rows spread evenly, so that the sun 
may wiltit Let it lay one or two dayys then 
put it up in stocks; bind them well at the top, 
t spreading the bottoms well apart, so as to per~ 

mt the ar to pass through them. Let them 
stand iintil winter sets ip. Don’t stack or 
draw therm into the barn before cold weather; 

if you do they will be damaged by mould o 
| rottenness. They may appear perfeclly dry, 
| but my experience bas taught me their looks 

wal) deceive you When cold weather has fair- 
ly aet in, you may stack or put them in a barn, 
and you will have an article of fodder upon 
which your stock wil} thrive, 1f properly pro- 
tected drom the cold and wet, 

From the produce of said acre I fed thirty 
cows for twenty days, giving them all they 
needed of fodder and a small allowance of 
roots, As I found from experience that my 
cows require about twenty-six pounds of fod- 
der each per day, this wul show that about 
seven and a half tons of dry fodder must have 
been consumed inthe twenty days From the 
above your correspondent can estimate how to 
make up his deficiency of hay I bave sown 
corn broadcast, but 1( 213 less productive, not? 
so convement curing it, and requires more 
seed ' : 

Oats cut when in the milk is a good fodder, 
but expensive. Rye, wheat and odt straw an- 
swer the purpose of filling up, but a liberal 
supply of roots or ground feed must be sup- 
plied or the stock will become poor very fast. 

Mullet 18 next best-ta corn on gaod sol — 
Sow any time in June, 1 bushel per acre—har- 
vest when the seed 18 in wilk, and it makes 
good fodder. Produce two to four tons per 
acre. 


Chinese sugar cane may answer for soiling; 
itig too full of juice to cure for winter fod- 
der Roots ate valuable to feed in conjunc- 
tion with fodder, but must not be relied on asa 
substitute. 

l have now mentioned all of the substitutes, 
but where land and labor are high, I might 
suggest another—that ia, exhaust al) the re- 
sources of the farm to make manure, and jf a 
sufficiency cannot be tbus obtained, then sows 
plaster, ashes, or Peruvian. guano, on his mow- 
ing grounds, and thus cause two blades of 
grass to grow where but one grew before, and 
in many cases the latter will be found the 
cheapest and most satisfactory plans Remem- 
ber, also, that good waim stables, and feeding 
ao that the stock cannot waste any, are also 
helps toa whort hay crop, 

By reference to my experiments, I find that 
rutabaga ard sugar beet were worth ten cents 
er bushel for cows when hay was worth ten 
dolfats per ton, and carrots ond parsnips 15 
cénts. 

I give yon the result of experiment, hay and 
feed va, cut straw and feed. I fed in the win- 
iter two milch cows, 28 Ibs. good hay and five 
pounds feed to cach cow, weighing the milk of 
ten cows for ten days. I then changed, giving 
26 pounds eut rye and oat straw, and ten 
pounds of feed, wet and mixed well together, 
weighing the milk for ten days. ‘Then changed 
to hay, continuing for three trials cË each_— 
: The result was no difference of any amount in 

each experiment, and the account balances as

We regret that a single 
typographical error, even though one so unim- 
portant, occurred, for compositors and proof

It has ever been the course of the ‘News’ to 
print all matter precisely as the author wishes 
it, or to decline printing it. And in this case,

Gentlemen of the Grand Jury, in regard to 
the subject of treason, ag the same has been 
kere given you ip charge by the Court, there 
are certain facta and cireumstances of a pubhie 
character which muet necessarily come to your 
knowledge and govern your action m the pre- 
mises, as a Grand Inquest, and which must 
govern my action and circumscribe my duties 
ag the Prosecuting Atturney of the United 
States for this Tersitory. 

I refer to the Proclamation of the President 
of the United States to the people of Utah on 
the subject of treason, dated at the city of 
Washington, April 8, 1858, which Ihave here 
in court aa evidenge before you. It is berea 
witness, aud that itis such a paper as proves 
itself, Í will refer the Court to 2 Bacon's Ab, 
609, where, inter alia, it 18 said the Gazette is 
evidence of ull acts of State. Also to 12 Med, 
216; 8 State Trials 212, and 2 Camp. Rep. 41, 
This Proclamation, Gentlemen of the Grand 
Jury, is a state paper, emanating from the high 
Executive of tha Nation, which, in his wisdom, 
he has seen proper to publiah to the Natio) 
and to the inhabitants of Utah, whom it expect 
ally concerned, and of which the Prosecuting! 
Attorney of the United States, in hia official 
capacity in the Territury of Utah, must take 
notice and by which he must be poverned, 
This Teritory belongs to the United States 
and js subject to the control of the National 
Legislatures and the President of the Unite 
States, a co-ordinate functionary of the Ne 
tional Legislature, by the powers vested in hin 
by the Constitution ‘and Jaws, has issued this 
Proclamation. The Proclamation was brought 
to this Territory by Commissioners appointed 
by the saine high power, and these Commit 
sionors, in a public conference with the peoplt 
of Utah, convened here in Great Salt Lake 
City, in the month of June last, for that specul 
purpose, then and there made its context 
known and published them to the inhabitant 
of Utah. These Commissioners were invested 
with autbority to carry into effect the prow 
sions of the Proclamation—they did it and It 
turned to their homes. 

The conditions, expressly set forth in tht 
Proclamation were accepted and acqureaced ia 
by the people of Utab, whom they concerned, 
at that cunference and at subsequent confer 
ences at Provo and elaewhere in the Territory;

Some were slowly dismembered, and fire ap- 
pled to the wounds to staunch the bleeding 
and prolong their sufferings; some were flayed 
alive; some roasted alive, others were disem- 
bowelled; some were horribly and shamefully 
mutilated, and of others tbe flesh and brains 
were boiled and actually eaten by these canni- 
bals In gome instances the tortures inflicted 
remind us of those of the Nerome era, though, 
in the main, the Piedmontese barbarities far ex- 
ceeded the Pagan cruelties. Some were 
smeared with pitch and uged ag torches, and 
some were crucified with their heads down- 
ward Others had the flesh torn from their 
bones by the iron chains with which they were 
flogged, and others were beaten to death with 
burung brands, Same were buried alive; of 
some the eyes were foin fiom their heads; of 
some the nails from their fingers; and of nome 
the tongues frome their mouths, 

Some were tred to their own orchard trees, 
and had ther hearts cut out; others were 
fastened down into the furrows of their fields, 
and ploughed ruthlessly into the soil, aa men 
do manure. Some were stuffed with gun- 
powder, and blown into pieces; others had 
cats thrust into their open entraifa. Mothers 
were beaten with the dead bodteg of their 
own infants, and tathers were marched to 
death with the heads of their gons suspended 
round their necks.

HIGHLY, SUCCESSFUL OBSERVATION QF THE 
Soran Eopirsr.—From private letters of the 
most reliable character we Have received im- 
formation of the complete guccesa of Lieut. 
Gillis’? expedition to South America,to observe 
tha late solar eclipse. In a letter dated Pay- 
ta, 15th of September, from Lieut Gillis him- 
self, he complains of much suffering that he 
was, obliged to undergo jn crossing the desert 
and returning to Payta, “The exposure to the 
sun,” he says, “riding pver the sand-plaims all 
day, under a nearly vertical sun, drinking 
water ber peers ee with nitre and hme, and 
sleeping on the ground, gave me terrible agues. 
By poweiful doses of quinine I stopped them, 
but all the day preceding the eclipse I waa 80 
racked by fever and headache that [ could not 
ait up an instant until late at night? The fol- 
lowing extract from Lieut. Gillis? letter to a 
friend in thie city givessome particulars of bis 
observation: 

“We wore encamped on a Jittle hill near Ol- 
mos, and within the Andes Raymond mount- 
ed the telescope, and got the meteorologieal y- 
atruments ready for bis part of the work, 
after seeing that all was right, I lay down, an 
the earnest hape that the morning would prove 
cloudy, as moat of the others had been since 
our arrival in the country. I feared that I 
should still be prostrated by sickness, and 
much preferred clouds to compulsory inact- 
ivity under a clear ky. Heaven decreed 
otherwise, My fever waa entirely gone before 
daylight, and though weak from a three days’ 
fast, L was quite able lo act at the telescope, 
and observe all the phenomena satisfactorily.” 

The friend who accompanied Lieut. Gulia, 
and of whose arsistance the latter speaks yn 
warm, affectionate terms, gives a more detail- 
ed account of the expedition. The followin 
extract, which we are permitted to pubhs 
from one of Mr. Raymoud’s private letters 
home, wal) be read with great intereat. He 
writes, under date of Payta, Sept, 15. 

“Mr. Gillis and myself left Payta on the 24th 
of August, for the interior. Our first stopping 
place was Pinra, the capital of the Province 
of the same name. Tq reach if we had to 
travel over what is called the “Despoblado,? 
or yninbabited district. It extends from the 
sea, inland, to within a few miles of the An- 
des, and is the most dreary, desolate place I 
ever beheld, Fiom Payta to Pinra the dig- 

: tance is abot 45 males, which we traveled in 
jeight hours, not including stoppage at “the 
haway honge,? The sun was intensely hot 
(during the last half of the journey, and it, to- 
gether with the reflection from the white sand, 
which is perfectly bare in most places, render- 
ed it very trying to the eyes and face. On ar- 
riving at Pinta we were received by Senor Mi- 
randa, the head of thé house of Ruden & Co., 
in,Payta. Everything was done to make us 
comfortable, 

We stayed at Pinra three days, and left it on 
the 1st of September for the Cordilleras, Onr 
journey during that day extended ag far as the 
tcnz, a small town on the borders of the An- 
des. Twelve hours and a haff were congumed 
in making that 5Q mues. The road consisted 
of a deep heavy sand, through which it was 
almost ampossible to travel. Atil we halted 
for two houra, to let the mules rest and to take 
breakfast, which was made up of ham, crack- 
ers and tea. At 6, we arrived at the posada,” 
or halting place, ur Vicuz, As the houges were 
all very ditty, and were crowded with dirty 
Indians, we decided to spread the tent in a 
neighboring field. 

We commenced our second day’s joarney at 
5am, leaving, Vieuz for a hacienda among 
the mountains, called Tortahtos. At Payta, 
Dr, Ringgold had Jent Mr, Gallis an American 
saddle, ag those of the country were very nar- 
row and uncomfortable, Thig saddle hurt the 
mufte’s back, and caused delay.

At all the houses on the road we 
were treated with the greatest hospitality and 
kindness, and to the question, “What is there 
topa; /? the answer was always “Nothing.”

sanguine of success on the day of the eclipse. 


But we had done our best, and waited for the 
result, 

On Monday my companion wag again pier 
trated by a severe fever, though the chill had 
been broken. All day he Jay en tho bed ın the 
tent-suffering much. Of course there was no 
time tobe lost, so I had to mount the telescope 
and get everything ready for the next morning. 
We had a great many visitors who, out of 
curiosity, came up to see our establishment, 
Mr. :Gilhs had eaten nothing for three days, 
and was so weak that he could scarcely sit 
up. He was so very feeble that he hoped the 
morning would be cloudy, as he fett he could 
not do justice to the work before him. But 
when the morning came he was much better. 

The horizon was entirely obscured by 
clouda, and we feared our journey had been 
in vam. By degrees, however, that spot at 
which the sun came over the mountains was 
cleared, and though we did not see the begin- 
ning of the eclipse, yet long before its totality 
the sky was clear, andin that part alone. Mr. 
Gillis had a very succeasful observation, and 
determined some new featurea of the pheno- 
mena. Aa totahty apnroar med the darkness 
became almost complete. The birds ceased 
singing, the laborers stopped working, and all 
nature assumed a ghastly look. As I was 
obliged to keep record of the barometers I had 
not much opportunity to observe closely the 
appearance of the aun. I got a glimpse, how- 
ever, and saw the ‘corona light? burst out from 
around the moon, and I saw quite distinctly 
the protuberances of solar clouds shining bril- 
liantly at four points of the moon’s circumfer- 
ence. lt was Bo dark during total obacuration 
that I was obliged to hold the chronometers 
close to the light of a lantern 1n order to note 
time.”

EXECUTIONS IN THE EIGHTEENTH CENTURY. 
—In aggravated cases the bodies were bung 
yn chains -on public spots—gonerally as con- 
tiguous as convenient to the scene of their 
crime——and that they were numerous we may 
infer from the following passages in the “An- 
nual Register” of 1763:—-S- All the gibbits in 
the Edgeware-road, on which ‘many malefac- 
tores were hung in chains, were cnt down b 
persons unknown.” Verily, this road, with 
its many gibbits, must have formed a pictur- 
esque avenue through which to enter London, 
pregnant with sad forbodings of rapine aid 
midnight murder. 

The manner in which the burning of women 
for petit treason was effected at a period near 
the close of the century is fully detailed in the 
‘Chelmsford Chronicle’ of June 23, 1786, and 
then savored more of a means of insulting 
their remains; After detailing the execution 
of six men for various offences, the report 
proceeds’-—‘<About a quarter of an hour after 
the platform had dropped, the female convict- 
ed (Phebe Harris, counterfeiting the coin cal- 
led shilling) “was led by two officers of justice 
from Newgate to a stake fixed in the ground 
about the midway between the scaffold and 
pump. The stake was about eleven feet high, 
and near the top of ıt was inserted a curved 
piece of tron, te the end of which the halter 
was tied. The prisoner stood on a low stool, 
which, after the ordinary had prayed with ber 
a short time, being taken away, she was sus- 
petided by the neck Cher feet being scarcely 
morë than twelve or fourteen inches from the 
pavement). 

Soon after the signs of life had ceased, two 
cartloada of faggots were placed round her 
and set on fire; the flames presently burning 
the halter, the convict fell & few inches, and 
was then sustained by a iron chain passed 
over her cheat, and affixed to the stake. Some 
acattered remains of the body were perceptible 
in the fire at half-past ten o'clock; tne fire had

not completely burnt out at twelve o’clock.—

Descent iN A Divine BeLL.—An interesting 
trial was made, yesterday, of the diving bell 
invented by Van Buren Ryerson, and used by 
Kroel & Husted, in removing Diamond Rock, 
east of Governor’s Island. The bellis of anew 
and very ingenious design, and operates on the 
same principle as the Nautilus, no machinery 
being used to lower or raise st; and it can re- 
mair below for hours, independent of all) com- 
munication with the upper world, and then is 
raised or Jowered by its oceupanta simply touch- 
ing valves, which Jet in or out condensed air or 
water, Five men went down at seven o’clock 
yesterday morning, and remained below, at the 
depth of twenty-two feet, working at the rock 
until 14 pm. During this time they bored a 
hole sıx feet long and two inches wide, in solid

The bell ig formed of two shella of strong 
boiler iron, placed about a foot apart, and dı- 
vided by horizontal floor and vertica} partition, 
with different compartments. 
a heavy cast iron hollow ring 18 attached, to 
give to the apparatus the necessary weight, 
which 18 twenty-two tons. 

The outside diameter 18 ten feet, and of the 
inside eight feet, and the extreme hight of the 
bell is twelve feet. The bell 1s cylindrical in 
shape, with a convex top. The admission of 
water into the cella sinks the machine, and its 
expulsion causes it to ascend. When the air 
inside becomes vitiated by breathing, a spray 
18 thrown by a hose, and this taking up the 
carbonic gas, restores to the air its freshness 
and vitality —[New York Post.

BLINKERS ON HORSES—MR, RAREWS 
OPINION. 


Having been requested in the accompanying 
lettér to give my opinión in regard te the use 
of “blinkers” on horses, through the medium 
of your valued paper, for the benefit of the cab- 
mmen of London, dnd believing it to be a subject 
in which the genera) public are interested, I 
take great pleasurs in stating that all my ex- 
pertonce with and observation of horses proves 
clearly to me that blinkers should not be used, 
and that the eight of the horse, for many rea- 
song, should not be interfered with in any way. 
Horses are only fearful of objacts which they 
do not understand or are not familiar with, 
and the eye ig one of (be principal mediuma by 
which this understanding and dhis familiarity 
are branght about, 

The harse, on account of bis very amiable 
nature, can be made in the comse of time to 
bear almost anything in any shape; but there 
18 a quicker process of yeaching his intellpence 
than that of wearing it into him through Ing 
skin aud bones; and he, however wild or ner- 
vous, can be taught in a very short time to 
understand and not tọ fear any object, how- 
over frightful in appearance, Horses can be 
broken an less time and better without blinkere; 
but horees that have always worn them will 
notice the sudden change, and must be treated 
carefully tka first drive. After that they wall 
drive better without the blinkers than with, 

I have proved by my own experimenta that a 
horse broken without blinkers can be driven 

ast any omnibuss; cab or carriage, on a paral- 

al hne ag close agit is possible for him to go, 
without ever wavering ot ahowing any disposi- 
tlon to dodge. Ihave not in the last aight or 
ten years, constantly handling horsea, both 
wijd and neryoup, ever put blinkers on any of 
them, and in no case have I ever had one that 
was afraid of tha carriage he drew behind him 
or of those he passed in the streets 

The borse’s eye 18 the hfe and beanty of the 
anima), as wel) àa the index of all hia emotions 
Tt tetls the driver, in the most impressive char- 
actera, what the horse’s feelings are, By it he 
can tell the first approach of fear in time to 
meot any difficulty; be can tell if he 18 happy 
or sad, hungry or weary, The horse, too, when 
permitted to see, usea hia eyea with great 
Judgment, Hesées betterthanwedo. He can 
moasure distances with hia eyea better than 
we can, and, af allowed free use of them, would 
often saye himself, by the quickness of his | 
sight, from collisions when the dryer would 
fail to do go by a timely pull of the reins It 
would also dave many accidents to pedestrians 
m the atreets, as no borso will run on to ahy 
pergon that he can eee. Blinkers are rapidly 
going out of use in the United States, and some 
of my early pupils here have succesafully dis- | 
pensad with them. T have yet to find the man 
who, baving once left them off, conld ever be 
persuaded to put them on again. They are an 
unnecessaty and injurious incumbrance to the 
horse, and I feel confident, if the cabinen of 
London will leave them off for ono year, thut 
blinkers on cab boraeg will never be seen again 
jn the streets, and will only be a thing to be 
read of ag one of the follies happily reformed 
in the nineteenth century,

A New Svecits or Cotton.—Sfr. Thomas 
Sinith, who resides in the immediato vicinity 
of Richmond, has a small field of cotton which 
is considered a curiosity by all who have seen 
it, It differs but little in appearance from the 
ordinary kind, except In color, which ia ag delt- 
cately crimsom as a maiden’s blush, Notonly 
ia the stalk of this gorgeous hue, but the leaves 
algo, the vividness of color fading, however, ap 
it approaches the margin of the leaf, into a 
purplish green. This ts not the effect of disease 
or of any extraneous circumstance connected 
with ita culture, but a peculiarity in the plant 
itself, every stalk possessing the same rich 
and healthful glow, and as thrifty as any cot- 
ton in the country. Where the seed oteanally 
came from we have not as yet ascertained. 
The prospect of a heavy yield ia equal fo that 
af any other species, being well bolted, and the 
eeu of vigorous growth, We were shown the 
Jint of a few bolla, of lagt years growth, and 
for fiheancss and length of staple we believe it 
hot itferior to the sea islam. IË thia cotton 
turna out as well ag present appearances indi- 
cate; it will be a valuable acquisition to this 
branch of agricultural induatry —f Richmond 
(Va.)

The Quarterly Repoit of the Police— 
Crimes of the Metropolis. 


From the graer report, ending July 31, 
made by the Deputy Superintendent of Police, 
we learn aome very curious facta slluatrative of 
the character of the crimes incident to a dense 
lopulaion; and moat common in the elly of 

aw York, Morethan 17,300 peraons have 
violated the laws during the last three monthe, 
tome of them in the moat outrageoug manner, 
and have been arrested for doing se. How 
many criminals have escaped detection it is im- 
possible to know, 

It ia quite certain that no such number as 
thet stated has been seriously punished or sub- 
jecled to any great degree of imprisonment, for 
onr jails would not hold them, Many escape 
from want of evidence, many forfeit the bonita 
given for their appearance, und a considerable 
mimber a a through the leniency of the 
juries, technical defects in the indictmenta, 
ahrence of witnesses, and other meana, to 
mention which might be considered by some 
of our immaculate officials to be libellous, 

Tho greatest proportion of these offenders 
(10,477) are natives of Ireland, 1,621 came from 
ee elevon are Celeatials, and one actus 
ally haila from Patagonta, Those of Ameri. 
ean birth are 2,600 in number—only about one 
bo four of the Irish, Thus. it appears that the 
two countries furnish criminals in the follow- 
ing proportiona~-one of every seventy is Irish, 
And of 260 but one American, when, according 
lo tha ordinary rules of proportion, it should be 
much the other way. 

, Seven mutderers have been arrested, and 
lading from experience most of them will es- 
tape. Sixty-five committed assaults with a 


murderous intent, considered but a slight of- 
fence in thia city. It is, however,a heavy list, 
and epeats badly for this city of churches, 
lawa, schools, and reformatory associations, 
Thirtoen have been taken up for the commis- 
sion of rape, and nine more for attempting Itz 
do that it seems that establishments of a cer- 
tain character which have recezved the advan- 
tage of a favorable dictum from an eminent 
Judge, {do not have the ful) effect for which 
then auvocates so philosophically contend, 
And this, too, althongh the police itself hag 
interfered with only erbty houses of ill fame 
out of several thousands during thege three 
montha past, and with but one solitary land- 
lord ont of the bnndreda whose incomes are 
derived fiom the letting of houses for licen- 
tiong purposes. 

We perceive that bigamy had but fourrepre- 
sentatives in the cells, though a good many 
more ¢ases found their way into the nowa- 
papers, Nearly four thouaand drunken people 
were carrled off to the station housea, and two 
thousand four hundred more, disorderly as well 
as drunk, were placed inthe same predicament, 
More than nine hundred vagrante were wane 
dering about the alreets ready tu beg or to steal 
ag opportunity served them—not so many ag 
one Would suppose from the numbers daily 
encountered, 

Only one hundred and fiftysfive pickpockets 
were srogi during the quarter, but a fractional 
part, donbtless, of those who are constantly on 
the alert. 

One hundred and thirty-three lesa experts 
need in the business—bunglers, it would seem 
—were arrested in their attempts One hun- 
dred and eighteen burglaries were committed, 
and thirty more were attempted; so that about 
one burglary and two-thirds of a burglary auc- 
ceeded every night. It takes the whole polico 
torce of 1,225 men to detect and drag to light 
the nimble footed mpper and chisel associa- 
tion. Those who steal the most valuablo arti- 
clea scem to escape the most easily, We 
observe that one bold man who had the auda- 
city to show hf contempt for one of the courts 
was put in limbo, while the many thousands 
who entertain possibly similar opinions have 
thus far fortunately escaped. A remarkable 
offence—the indecent exposure of the peraon— 
one of the lowest, most brutal and degrading 
of its class of erimes—was committed by no 
leas than forty-eight scoundrels, all of whom 
we trust were brought to justice 

Street fights, ag we learn from this report, 
are quite fashionable, No legs than three hun- 
dred and four are recorded in the books of the 
police, as occurring during the three months 
ending the 31st of Auguat-—imore than three for 
every day, As fiom ten to a hundred persona 
generally look on, or in somo way or other take 
part in the muss, we may calculats that about 
fifteon thousand New Yorkers are daily wit- 
neases of these interesting spectacleg, each 
industrious man losing froin fifteen to thirty 
minutes of hig time in watching these affrays. 
The Joga, if turned into money, at a shilling 
an hour, wonld amount in the former caso to 
$4150, in the other to $000. This is one view 
which some of our learned statisticians mizbt 
take of the subject, if they were called on Bud- 
denly to lecture before a peace soulety, 

Seventy children have been abandoned to the 
public charity by their unnatural parents, but 
in all cases they haye been kindly taken 
charge of by the citys and if thoy survive the 
périla of infancy atid the loes of a mother’s 
care, may one day liye in the Filth avenue, 
and no one will ever qneatlon thor right of 
domiciliation or inquire into their pedigree. 

The petty Jarceny thievos amounted to 1,141, 
and those who audaciously violated the ordin- 
ances of our virtuous Common Gouncil were 
1,044. We ean only account for this close re- 
somblance in numbers between those who coi~ 
mit crimes against property ahd those who 
violate the city ordinances, by the supposition 
that there are such things as a bill of coats, 
and a profitable penalty vierble at tho bottom 
of most municipal prosecutions. It epeake 
well for thé general ability of the people to 
maintain themselves, that these cries against 
property are not only not the greateat in num- 

ers, but bear a Jimited proportion to the wholes 
while the vicos of intemperance and sensuality, 
voluntary idlenesa and a love of pleasure, the 
viecs of the animal frame appear to be the 
causes of most of the criminality which the 
police have had occasion to repress. 

Some other curious circumstances are Ta~ 
vealed by this report, Jt appears that great 
temptation is placed in the way of our aty 
vagabonds by the careleaaness of a large nume 
ber of our citizens. Thus two hundred and 
sixty atores were found open and unprotected, 
and ag many as one hurdred and ninety-four 
evel Wigs; ono hundred horses were running 
astray, inviting the attention of knackors and 
tired pedestrians, and twelve thousand four 
hundred and ninety-five dollara were found in 
the pockets of station lodgers and others taken 
into custody, in sumy sufficient to réward the 
risk of expert thieves and support the whole 
fraternity of Tombs lawyers. 

One great obstacle in the way of an improve~ 


classes is the well known ‘protection, when 
nity are in danger, which they are afforded by 
political frienca, Most of these wret¢hos who 
are daily and nigatly dragged to the police 
stations are regular voters, and are numerous 
enough to change the complexion of the wards 
of which they are the terror, Some of these, 
familar with the criminal box, are found in 
the possession of good fat offices, bothwunder 
the State and national governments, and use 
thelr influence and money, in turn, to shield 
their poorer friends, As long ag this condition 
of ihinga éxlata wo cannot expect much ameli- 
oration an the habits or principlea of those who 
are so prone to do evil, and find it does not pay 
to do well.

The 
only fundamental remedy ia the spread of t oun i 
éduéation, since all experience and indsput+ 
able records show that well inatructed people 
are not in the habit of committing the crimes 
which stain the public character; and when 
td Jo, they are the exception, and not the 
rule, 

Sociely 18 hot growing worse, though the 
appalling array of crime would make us think 
Bo. In the city wo gee more conspicuously 
ita concentration and the consequences of a 
piece tone, crowded and unnatural cotidition 
of life. 


Affairs in China. 

The correspondent of the Times, writing 
from Tren-ain, gives the following interesting 
account of the signing of the new treaty with 
China:—fCourlor and Enquirer, Oct. 2. 

Kweihang, now seventy-four years of age, 
has fine features, with a generally pleasing ex- 
pression of countenance, Polished in addicss, 
and wilh à high reputation for intelligence, 
there is stil] something wanting to convince 
one of hia alncerity, in which respect the Mon- 
gol Hwashana has considerable the advantage 
of bhim. He, Hwashana, the Second. Commis- 
sioner, is a stout, tbick-set man. in age a lit- 
tle over fifty years. His countenance is coarse, 
bat betokens far more character than 19 vaial- 
ly met with in the stolid features of the sons 
of Ham. Hwasband’s nose has been unani- 
mously declared to be a fac-s mile of that of 
tho Protector Cromwell; those who believe in 
noses may at once put him down as a Repub- 
lican, regicide, and fanatic. I should merely 
think him a man of strong will, with some 
honesty, counteracted by sensuality, and a 
foar of the aword bis Imperial maater keeps 
hanging over all bis servants, Grouped around 
these two bigh functionaries stood @ number 
of inferior mandarins rejoicing in decorations 
of peacock’s feathers and equirrels taile, at= 
tached with the colored bail distinctive of 
their rank to the crown of their comical sum- 
mor hats. OF these alone deserving notice 
was Pien, the private secretary of Kweiliany, 
avery clever young mandarin, on whom has 
fallen all the detail and Jabor of the nogot a- 
tions,and who appeared to have great influence 
with his snperiora; the other was a general, 
attached to H washana, whom our transatlan+ 
tic friends had made ao much of in conse- 
quence of the discovery that he was a ‘tyig- 
count? by birth, that bo at one timo, in the 
early stage of the negotiations, became in- 
tolerably saucy, and had to be taken down a 
whole flight of steps by one of tha able sin- 
olognes attached to the British Embassy. By 
the side of Lod Elgin stoad his two Chinese 
secretaries, Mr. Wade and N. Lay; they were 
intrusted with the Chinese version of the treaty 
and the English version was under the care o 
Mr, O. Cameron, senior altache. To the left 
of Kwelllang—the left being the seat of hon- 
or in Chink—sat Admiral Sir Michael Sey- 
mour and the Hon, Mr, Bruce, Secretary of Le~ 
gations the nameg or places of the reat baflle 
all power of-degcriptton. 

Withont, however, waiting for any order to 
bo catablished, or, may be, desparing of it, tha 
higher powera at once procaeded to husinega, 
After a ahort overture, in which the moat ten- 
der inquiries ae to the state of health of not 
only the respective Commiasioners wae gone 
into, but her Gracious Majesty and the Em- 

eror Hienfung were likewise both reported to 

o as well asoould be expected, Lord Elgin 
then suggested that he would sign and seal the 
English copy of the treaty, while the Commig- 
sionera did as much to the- Chinese versions 
they assented, and the work Uh tae e 
Owing to the pressure of business, Mr, Wade 
had been obliged ta complla the final copy of 
the treaty in Chinese with much hasto, a haste 
which added in no small degree to that ingus- 
trious sinologue’s anxlaty that thig document 
should be a perfect one, and bear the teat of 
Chinese and European criticism,

The faithtal “Pien?? now came to hie mas- 
ters agaistance, ‘What 13 it?” appealed 
Kweiliang to his secretary; am I to 
sign it? Do you know what it se? Noe, I 
know nothing about it,” said the polished Pien 
in his moat silvery tone, “An, any? amiled 
Kweiliang faintly, “never mind it, never mind 
if,” and again the article was gently pnehed 
aside, to be again brongt up by Mr, Lay, who, 
calm and unruffled, still pointed perseveringly 
at the blank spot at the foot of the sheet of 

apor and reiterated in atill more silvery Pe- 
irean, “Tt is the article touching the indem- 
mty, and you must eigu here, sir’ Pien was 
quicker than bis superior in seeing that the 
barbarian waa not to ba out manmuvred, and 
in a moment underatead all about tha article 
in diapute. Ob, yes, it all right; sign,” said 
he to Kweiliang, The old man quietly drew 
the paper towarda him, and at once attached 
his signature. The reapectiye secretaries now 
advanced to a small table, and then the great 
seal, Sepce ty struck for this occasion, the 
sole credential, indocd, of the Imperial Com- 
mnigatoners, was stamped in vermilion on 
avery copy of the Treaty, and then Mr, Wade 
officially reported to hig Jordship that the 
Treaty of Tien-sin wae duly signed and sealed.

POINTS OF THE ENGLISH TREATY. 

We have received from a reliable source the 
following summary of the moat important 

oluta of the Treaty which was aligned at 
Tien«tain on the 26th ult, by His Excellency 
the Earl of Elgin and the Imporlal Gommis- 
slonere Kwelllang and Hwa-shana, and which 
has since retelved the ratification of the Bin- 
peror, The Treaty contains fifty-alx Articles. 

Att, 1, Contains the Treaty of Peace at 
Nanking, and abrogatea the Supplementary 
Treaty and General Regulations. 

Art, 2. Provides for the optional appoint- 
ment of Chinesa and British Misisters at the 
Courts of Peking and St, Jamea, 

Art. 3, Contains provisions with respect to 
the permanent eatablahment of the British 
Minster at Peking, hia family and auite. —. - 

Art. 4, Makes provision for the traveling, 
postal and other arrangements of the Res- 
dent Ministor, 

Art. 5. The British Minister to transact 
bualnees with Secretary of atate on footing of 
equality. 

Art, G& Tho same privileges accorded to 
Chinese Minister in London. 

Art. 7. Provision with reference to Consuls 
and their oflictal rank, 

Art. 8, Christianity, whether Protestant or 
Roman, Cathol{c, ta be tolerated, and its pro- 
feaaors peed throughout (be Empire, 

Art, 9. British subjects to be pormitted to 
travel for pleasure or trade to all parts of the 
{nterior—Arrangments with reapect ta pass- 
port—And cities in the hands of rebels. 

Art. 10, Chinkiang to be open to trade wih-

An official declaration of the 
amount of transit duties Jevyable at inland 
custom houses to be popia ad in Enghsh and 
Chinese, The British merchant, howsver, to 
be allowed, if he chooses, to commute the

In order to raleo money Lor equipping and 
maintaining this expedition, persons connects 
ed therewith, as I havo reason to believe,have 
jagued and soll bonda and other contracts 
pledging the public lands of Nicaragua, and 
the transit route through ity territory, a6 a go- 
curity for their redemption and fulfillment. 

The hostile design of this expedition is rene 
dered manifest by the fact that these bonds 
and contracts can be of no possible value to 
their holderaunless the present Government of 
Nicaragua shalt be overthrown by forca, 

Bostiles, the Envoy Extraordinary ond Mine 
ister Plenipotentiary of that Government in 
the United States has issued a notice in pursue 
ance of bis instructions, dated the 27th Inst, 
forbidding the citizens or subjects of any na- 
tion, except pasacngera intending to proceed 
through: Nicaraguas over the Transit route, 
from ocean to ocean, to enter ita territory 
without a regular pacaport aligned by the prop.

near the Mohave villages, Shortly afterwards, 
they were' attacked by 300 Mobave Indiana, 
while most of the white men were etgaged 1h 
constructisg rafts to cross and mn berding their 
stock, When a bloody fight ensued, In this en- 
gagement the emigranta lost three men, two: 
Women and four children, killed, and sixteen 
wounded. The Indians took all the stock ex- 
cept nineteen head of cattle and eleven Horses 
The ‘emigrants then retreated on the return 
route in the night, taking with them but two 
wagons, whereiw to haul a small supply of 
provisions, and bedding for the women and. 
children. The whole party, at the date of the 
letter, consisted of 123 men, 33 women, old and 
young, and 47 children, from the two weeks 
old babe up. Sonn aftertho retreat, starvation 
already dtaring thém ın the face, they fortu- 
nately met ahother emigrant, party, wbo gen- 
erously shared with them their provisions and 
comforts. This. party, out of fives hundred 
head‘ of stogk, had but one hundred and fartyr 
fivp left, and they were in a most miserable 
condition. ; A :

The deceased Andrew Bernard, (commonly 
called Dummy’) was about twenty years of 
age, some Ñ leet 7 or 8 inches high, weighed

eluded the gitiep of thé oficera. During that 
time he is said to have experimented as hang- 
man by tying a rope around a child’s neck and 
suspending the child, who was, ‘ however, 
rescued by timely interference. ‘Dummy? then 
went oyer the Little Mountain and was, absent 
some two‘weeks, Soon after his return to his 
mother’s house in this city, he was arrested 
by Odicers Christensen and Burt, for thé rob- 
bery above mentioned, and taken ta the police 
quarters. Upon examination before Dr, Clin- 
ton, J P., he confessed that he robbed the man, 
had expended part of the money and bid $60 
over the Little Mountain. Mayor Smoot, A. 
Cuntingham, Captain of Pohce, and Deputy 
Marshals Sharp and Golden consulted together 
and concluded ıt moat advisable to send a 
person with ‘Dummy,’ 1n quest of the money 
he alleged to havé hiaden. Burt was sent for to 
accompany ‘Dimmy,? but, Burt 'berng absent 
at themoment, Chriatengen went, These brief 
statemeénta bring the matter to the point where 
it was taken up by the ‘Gourt of examination.’ 
_ From all we have yet Heard, it, appears that 
auring the search “Dummy” violently assault- 
ed Christengen, cut him just above the hip 
with a knife and would have killed him but for 
the lucky positidn of the buckle on hia belt, 
and waa killed by Ghriatengen acting solely in 
self-defence. The affair wag at once reported 
by Christensen and rumored abroad withont 
the least shadow of concealment; an inquest 
held upon the body, so far as we can learn,ac- 
cording to law, and the remains interred in the 
cemetery. oe 

His habit of pil fering, hig unusual, strength 
when arrytated, (a common occurrence on the 
most trivial occasions) and the slight control 
it was under through the small capacity of his 
intellect rendered “Dummy” a dangerous per- 
son; still he was, in commiseration of big un- 
for{iunate condition, suffered to roam at-large, 
except when casually under restraint for trans- 
greasions of law, which haa at length resn)ted 
in hig violent death at the hands of an ollicer 
faithfully laboring to restore money robbed by 
“Dummy” from a stranger. 

It may be that some trifling informalities, 
from wait of experience in our recently elect- 
ed Justice df the Péace,Dr, Glinton,occurred in 
holding andreportingthe inquest But why they, 
ever were there any,should be the'ground work 
of go tedious an examination, and by what 
authority any Court ‘or officer sends persons, 
unsworn and without agking the permidsion of 
the Sexton, into a burying ground to disinter 
the dead are, to say the least, strange proceed- 
ings, and such ag we may yet take the liberty 
of commenting upon at some Jength,when such 
commants cannot be wrested into prejudicing 
the trial now ordered in the case. We also 
have full notes of the evidence given in the ex- 
amination, the use of which, fora like reason, 
ig postponed for the present. > 

Full, fair, oper, even-handed justice to all, 
and every means amd conduct conducive there- 
to, wedo and ever have admired and sustained 
as sincerely and strentiously as we despise and 
deprecate their opposite.

REMARKABLE MEMORIAL 
Of Five Hundred and Seveu Pricste ia Anitria. 


The following very important document has 
been Corwarded to us simultaneonsly by two of 
our foreign correspondents, A very brief 
statement of Its purport bas appeared in some 
of tbe journals in this country, but its true 
Importance seems scarcely to have been under- 
stood. We need no apology for presenting it 
before our readerain full, Qur correspondents 
ttate that, though the heads of the Charch in 
Austria try to make hight of it, there is in re- 
ality a great stir among the priesthood in 
Botietola and elsewhere, and that a General 
Synod, and Provincial Synode, have been sum- 
moned to take into consideration the means of 
counteracting tho spirit which it indicates, 
Kt will be geen that some of the reforma pro- 
poudd, stich ae the restoration of the clergy to 
family lite, are of thy boldest kind, and that 
thege are urged almost with desperation.

OIL VARNISHES —No, 1 —Every person 
phould know how to make thege preparations 
tor rendering objects waterproof Linseed oil 
js the best to use for this purpose; but as it 
dreg with some difficulty, and 18 lable to be- 
come aticky, 1t requires to be treated in such a 
manner ag to parually oxydise 14, after which 
atdres quickly, and forms a most excellent 
varnish, Take a gallon of ‘pure linseed ail, 
and boil ıt over a gentle fire for abont one 
hou, adding gravually four ounces of sugar of 
lead, or Jitharge, or the oxyd of manganese, or 
the aulphate of zinc—any one of these will 
angwer—but they must be added cautiously, 
and the oil stirred well while the oxyd 13 
being fedin The clear of tbis 18 the varnish, 
the ‘sediment shoald be mixed with, paint, 
Suk or cotton cloth receiving several ccate of 
this varmah becomes completely waterproof. 

. No. 2~—Take a gallon of pore linseed oil, 
and add to it two ounces of sulphuric acids ster 
well, put it aver a gentle fire in a proper vessel, 
ahd boil at for one hour. When cool ait 19 fit 
for uae. The sulpbune acid rendera the oil 
uick drying, and removes ite tacky character.

No. 3.—Take one gallon of lingeed oil, and 
add ta at about one pound of the flowers of 
sulphur, and bai fop tour, This 1s, pers 
haps, the beat oil, or any other kina of varuh 
of waternyoof coating, tor outside work, such 
ag porous stones or bricks which imbibe yos- 
ture, It wall also render statues or other works 
of plaster of Paris impervious to moisture, and 
enable them to stand exposure to the weather. 
Itisan excellent preservative oi varnish, and 
one of the most simple to male. , 

During the time any of these varnishes are 
boiling, fine shreds of India rubber may be 
added, and will be disaalved. and render the 
varnish much thickér, and superior for some 
purposes, In boiling ofl, care must be exer- 
cised not to allow the fumes to come in contact 
with the flame, or they will take fire, ‘The oil 
is also liable to fume over when the sugar of 
lead ia added, hence the necessity of stirring 
well at that particular period. Turpentine 
renders oil drying, but it alao injures, in a’ 
great measure, ite durable qnalities, by impart- 
ing toat a partly saponaceous character. The 
smallest amount possible of turpentine should, 
therefore, be uged in oil Varnishes or paints. 

Coran VaanisH.-—-Take one pound of gum 
copal, fuse it in an fron vessel over a fire, then 
add one pint of hot drying oil, like No, 1 var- 
nish, and atir all well until the gum is diegolv- 
ed among the 61), and the varnish becomes 
stringy. Ehen cool, it is thinned with turpen- 
tine. All varnishes improve with age when 
kept in close vessels, Copal varnish is em- 
ployed for japanning tinware. 

Crystat Vaarnistf.—This beautiful varnish, 
which is used for maps, printe, and drawings 
on paper, Is made by dissolving pure Canadian 
balsam in rectified apirityot turpentine. Equal 
‘parts of the balgam and turpentine are mixed 
together in a bottle or stoneware vessel, which 
ja sot in bot water, and kept in a warm situa- 
tion for about a weeks During this period it 
should be frequently agitated. 

A Brack JAPAN VARNISH -—-Bitumen, 2 
ounces; Jampblack, 1 ounces Tuckey umber, 
‘$ ounce; acetate of lead, 4 ounce; Venice tnr- 
pentine, 4 ounce; boiled oil, 12 ounces, Melt 
the turpentine and oil together, carefully sur- 
ting in the reat of the ingredients, prevronsly 
powdered. Bimmer all together for ten min- 
utes. 

Hair Lotion.—Take one pint of alcohol 
and two ounces of castór oil, and shake them 
together for fifteen minuter in a bottle, It 
will then be found that the alcohol bas dis- 
‘solved the oll, and the combination of the two 
takes a very excellent Jotron for the hair. It

But af the divinity of the Book of Mormon 
does not rest upon as gure a foundation as the 
Bible, then the people will have some little 
reason for rejecting it. 

In the first place, I shall examine what evis 
dences the present generation have to believe 
the various books incorporated in the holy 
scriptures of the Old and New Testamente to 


ot 


be of divine origin, It must be recallected 
that the book called the Bible was translated 
from manuscripts 247 years ago by king 
James’ translators. The manuscripts from 
which the Bible was taken are not now in 
existence. Up to the year 1749, they were 
deposited at a Spanish University, called 
Alcala, anciently named Complutem. The 
librarian sold them to one Toryo, who dealt 
in firesworks, as materials for making sky- 
rockets [For authority, see Marsh’s Michelis 
vol 2, part li, page 441,] 

The oldest manuscripts of any of the books 
of the Old ‘Testament at the present day, date 
from the twelfth century of the christian era 
You will find proof of this inthe Enclyclo- 
pedia Britannica, the eighth edition, vol. 4, 
page 695, which series 1g now being published 
in Edinburgh, Scotland. That celebrated 
work gays, “The sacred booka of the Old 
Testament have come down to our times in 
MSS ; the oldest of which date from twelfth 
century. Nothing 18 known of the history of 
the text previous to that period after the return 
of the Jews from their captivity ? 

It 38 beheved by the learned, that the Old 
Testament scriptures were all destroyed by 
the Assyrians nearly sıx hundred years before 
Christ. The Apocrypha informs usthat Esdras 
was inspired to re-write them, In this man- 
ner, 1t 18 conjectured that the Jews again came 
in possession of tbeir sacred writings. These 
books again perished in the great persecution 
of Antiochus, For further information upon 
this subject, see Bretts Dissertation 1n Bishop 
Watson’s Collect, vol. 3, page 5. 
~The history of the inapired writings anterior 
to the Babylonish captivity 18 very brief. 
'Ibe number of copies were very few. In the 
days of Josiah, all of the Jewa seem to have 
been destitute of a copy of thelaw. During 
the reign of that king, in repairing the house 
of the Lord, a copy of the book of the Jaw was 
found, and when presented to the king, he 
sent five messengers to Huldah the prophetess, 
sayirg “Go, inquire of the Lord for me, and 
for them that are left in Israel, and ın Judah, 
concerning the words of the book that 1s 
found.” [he messengers returned and report- 
ed to the king that the book found was, in- 
deed, a divine revelation, and the king caused 
all the inhabitants of Jerusalem to be assem- 
bled to hear the words of the book. [See 11 
Chron. 34.) 

For a long pericd previous to finding the 
book, the Jews had been ignorant of the scrip- 
tures and had fallen into the grossest idolatry. 
A new revelation through the prophetess Hui- 
dah seems to have been sufficient to convince 
the king and all Israel of the divinity of the 
book. ‘They must have been inclined in that 
age of the world to believe the history of the 
servants of God more than in this age; for 
now the people generally require a vast 
amount of evidence; the testimony of a dozen 
witnesses 18 scarcely regarded. 

I have already observed, through the perse- 
cutions raised against the house of Israel, their 
bonks were destroyed; yes, even the tables of 
stone for some reason were taken from them, 
and all Israel were left without even a copy of 
the law, until accidentally they happened to 
find one that had been bid in the house of the 
Lord, as I have already named, and they were 
so ignorant with regard to this copy they were 
obliged to send for Huldah, one of the propbet- 
eases in Israel, to inquire of the Lord to know 
if it really was his word. They found a book, 
but they did not know whether it was true or 
false, and they thought ıt important that ıt 
shonld be determined by the immediate word 
ol God. È 

Why not this generation go and do likewise? 
Why not inquire of the Lord, whether the 
Book of Mormon is a divine revelation? The 
copy found anciently contained the words of 
the Lord. And the people were so rejoiced 
thatthe whole nation of Jews gathered togeth- 
er to hear ıt read, and rejoiced over it, and 
gave beed to ifs precepts. They were not like 
the present generation, they did not fight it and 
testify all manner of evil against 1t, and pub- 
lish hes against it, but they believed 1t on the 
testimony of the prophetess, 

It is very probable that the Jews copied 
tbese sacred writings, upon various materials. 
Bishop Watson informs us that “The Hebrews 
went 80 far as to write their sacred books m 
gold, ag we may learn from Josephus compared 
with Pliny.’ He further says, “Those books 
whieb were inscribed on tablets of wood, lead, 
brass, or ivory, were connected together by 
rings at the back, through which a rod was 

assed to carry them by.” “The first books,’ 
continues Bishop Watson, were in the form of 
biocks and fables, of which we find frequent 
mention in scripture, under the appellation of 
SEPHER, that 19, square tables. That form 
which obtains among us, (he quotes from 
Phiny,) is the square, composec of separate 
leaves; which wae also known, though little 
used among the ancients.” 

These copies of the scriptures were destroy- 
ed eo that the Jews were again left destitute 
of the sacred writings. How they again ob- 
tained a copy, thia generation are not informed. 

Esdras informs usin the Apocrypha that he 
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was inspired of God to write a great numbor of 
the books of the Old Testament scriptures go 
that the Jewish people might again be in pos- 
session of them; but how are this generation to 
know whether Esdras wae a true prophet or 
not? How are they to know that he was ac- 
tually inapired of ,God to perform so great a 
work? ıt seems that the learned haye no confi- 
dence in him or they would not Have placed 
his books among the Apocryphal writings as 
being doubtful 

But soon after the days of Esdras the sacred 
books again perished How did the Jews 
again obtain copies? None of the learned can 
answer this question. For seyenteen long 
centuries, the history of the sacred text is un- 
known. We are informed by learned writers 
that about three centuries before Christ the 
Hebrew scriptures were translated into Greek 
called the Septuagint; but have we any copies 
of the Septuagint? No. You may search all 
the archives of the nationa and you cannot 
find one of these ancient copies. Fifteen hun- 
dred years after this supposed tranetation, you 
find some Greek and Hebrew manuscripts. 
Let us inquire into the situation of the manu- 
scripts from which our present Hebrew and 
Greek Bibles were formed. We are informed 
by St. Chrysostom, an ancient chrigtian writer 
who lived soon after the days of Christ, that 
“many of the prophetical monuments have 
perished; for the Jews being careleas, and not 
only careless, but algo impious, have careless- 
ly lost some of tbese monuments; others they 
bave partly burned, partly torn in pieces,” 

We ate also informed by St. Justin, another 
early christian writer, that the Jews actually 
did destroy a great number of the prophetical 
books in order that the world might not per- 
ceive the agreement between the ancient pro- 
phets inthe Old Testament and SUS samy: 
Here then we have the testimony of early 
Christian writers, that many of the prophet. 
eal books of the Old Testament were des- 
troyed. 

We are also informed by the Cathohcs, 
“That many, and very many of the canonical 
books of scripture have quite perished, and 
not so much as appeared in the days of the 
very ancients fathere; so that nothing but the 
names of those books have come unto us.” 
Seg MumfPord’s Question of Questions, Sec. 
I. 7) 


We are also informed by those manuscripts 
that are dated from the 12th century of the 
Christian era, that the few books that were 
preserved during the long reign of persecution 
and error, had become very much altered and 
mutilated, so much so, {hat whén the Jearned 
gathered a large number of manuscripts to- 
getber they found no two that agreed. A 
great variety of readings in these manuscripts 
discouraged many of our translators, some 
three centuries ago, from translating the Old 
Testament, lest the world should turn to Athe- 
ism; 1f they had translated them all, they 
would have bad several hundred Bibles, all 
clashing and differing from each other. 

It must be recollected that the Catholic 
canon of scripture was not formed until the 
year 397. Prior to that period, the people 
were lelt, some of them to believe in this 
manuscript, and some in that; some to reject 
this one, and some that; and many of the 
Christian fathers in the second and third ceu- 
turies of the Christian era were entirely un- 
able to determine what manuseripts were spu- 
rious and what ones to receive as divine. 
Mumford speaks thus upon this subject: 

“JE you fly to tho tradition of the church 
only of the first four hundred years, remember 
that the Council of Carthage just after the 
end of those years, alleged the ancient tradi- 
tion of theirfathers which they judged sufficie: t 
for defining our canon. They, who were so 
near those firat four hundred years, knew far 
better the more universal tradition of that age, 
than wecan twelve hundred years after it 
True itis, (nothing being defined till then) 

rivate doctors were free to follow what they

about which their variance was, wére recom» 
mended for Goda infallible word, by a tradi 
tion clearly sufficient to ground belief; for the 
church had not as yet examined and defied, 
whether tradition did clearly anong thow 
such and such books to be God’a infallible 
word.

PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE, 


FELLOW-CITIZ} NS OF THE SENATE 
AND House of REPRESENTATIV ES 


When we compare the condition of the 
countiy at the present day with what it was 
one year ago, at the meeting of Conpress, we 
have much reason for gratitude to that Al- 
mighty Providence which has never failed to 
ynterpose for our relic at the most critica} 
periods of our history One year ago the sec- 
tional strife between the North and the South 
on the dangerons subject of slavery had again 
become so intense as to threaten the peace 
and perpetuity of the confederacy. The ap- 
pheation for the admission of Kansas ag a 
State mto the Union fostered this unhappy 
agitation and brought the whole subject once 
more before Congress, It was the desire of 
every patriot that such measures of legisla- 
tion might be adopted as would remove the 
excitement from the States and confine it to 
the Terrifory where it legitimately belonged 
Much has been done, I am bappy to gay, to- 
wads the accomplishment ot this object 
during the last session of Congress, 


SLAVERY. 


The Supreme Court of the United States had 
reviously decided that all American citizens 
lave an equal right to take Into the Territo- 
nea whatever 13 beld ag property under the 
laws of any of the States and to hold such 
roperty there under the guardianship of the 
Federal Constitution, 80 losg as the territorial 
condition shall remain, 

This is now a well-established position, and 
the proceedings of the last session were alone 
wanting to pive it practical effect. ‘The prin- 
ciple has been recognized, 1n some form or 
other, by an almost unanimous vote of both 
houses of Congress, that a Territory has a 
right to come into the Union either as a free 
or a slave State, according to the willof a ima- 
jority of its people. The just equality of all 
the States bas thus been vindicated and a 
fruitful source o£ dangerous dissension among 
them has been removed, 

Whilst snch has been the beneficial tendency 
of your legislative proceedings ouside of 
Xangas, their influence has nowhere been go 
happy as within that Territory itself. Left to 
manage and control ite own affairs in ites own 
way , without the pressure of external influence, 
the revolutionary Topeka organization and all 
sesistance to the territorial government es- 
tablished by Congress have been finally aban-

* severe and inclement winter without a murmut.— 
hey looked forward with confidence for rehef 
from their country ip due season, and in this they 
were not, disappomted. 

The Secretary of War amployed all hig energies 
to forward them the necessary supplies and to 
muster and send sucha military force to Utah 
as would rander resistance on the part of the Moi- 
mons hopeless, and thus terminate the war with- 
cut the effusion of blood. In his efforts he was 
cfliciently sustained by Congress. They granted 
appropriations evfficient to cover the deficiency 
thus necessarily created and also provided for 
raising two regimenta of volunteers “for the 
purpose of quelling disturbances in the Territory 
of Utah, for the protection of supply and emi- 
grant trains and the suppression of Indian hostili 
ties on the frontiers Happily, there was no 
occasion to call these regiments into service If 
ihere had bean, I should have felt rerious embar- 
rassnrent in selecting them, so great wus the num- 
ber of our brave and patriotic elt zens anxious to 
forve their country in this distant and apparently 
danpordiy expedition. Thua it has evor been and 
thus may it ever be, 

The wisdam and economy of sending sufficient 
reinforcements to Linh are established not only by 
tbe event butin the opinion of those who, from 
their position and opportunities, are the most 
capablo of forming a correct judgment. General 

Johnston, the commander of the forces, in address- 
ing the Secretary of War from Fort Bridger, un- 
der date of October 18, {857, expresses the opin- 
ion that “unless a large force isaont here, froin 
the nature of the country, a protracted war on 
thoir [the Mormons] part is mevitable? This 
he considered necassary to terminate the war 
“apeédily, and more economically tnan ifattempt- 
ed by ingufficient means ” 

In the meantime it was my anxious desire that 
the Mormons should yield obedience to the Con- 
atitulion and thelaws without rendering it neces- 
sary to resort to milltary force, T'o ald m accom- 
plishing this òbject I deemed it advisable, in April 
last, to diepatch two distinguished citizens of 
tho United States, Messrs Powell and MeCul- 
loch, to Utah. They bore with them a procla- 
mation addyessed by myself to the inhabitants of 
Utah, dated on the sixth day of that mouth, 
warning them of their true condition and how 
ftopelesait was on their part to peratst in rebellion 
against the United States, and ¢ffering ull those 
who should submit to the laws a full pardon for 
thoir past acditions and treason. At the same 
tame T assured those who shauld persist in rebel- 
hon against the United States, that they must ev 
pect no further lenity but look to be rigorously 
dealt with according to thek deserts.

—making the present vulstanding public debt, 
exclusive of treasury notes, $35,155,977 66 
There was on the lst of July, 1858, of (reagury 
notes issued by authority of the act of December 
23, 1857, unredeemed, the sum of $19,751,200— 
inaking the amount of actual indebtedness, at 
that date, $51910.777 66, To this will be add- 
ed $10,000,006 dutirg the present fiscal year— j 
this being the remaining half of the loan of $20,- 
000,000 not yet negotiated, 


The rapid increase of the public debt and the 
necessity which ea sts for a modification of the 
tariff, to meet even the ordinary expenses of the 
government, ought to admorish us all, in our re- 
spective spheres of duty, to the practice of rigid 
economy. The objects of expenditure should be 


[limited in number, as fur as this may be practic- 


able, and the appropmations necessary to carry 
them into effect ought to ba disbursed under the 
strictest accountability, Enl ghtened economy 
does mot consist m the refusal to appropriate 
money for constitutional purposes esser tial to 
the defence, progress and prosperity of the re- 
public, but in taking care that none of this money 
shall be wasted by mismanagement in its appli- 
cation to the objects designated by law. 


Comparisons between the annual expenditure 
atthe prosent time and what it wag ten or twen- 
ty years avo are altogether fallacious, The ra- 

id increase of our country in extent and popu- 
Fation renders n corre; onding increase of expen- 
diture, fo some extent, unavoidable. This 1s 
constantly creating new objects of expenditure 
and augmenting the amount required for the old. 
The true questions, then, are, have these objects 
been unnecessarily multiplied ?—or hag the amount 
expended upon any or all of them been larger 
than comports with due economy? In accordance

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Congressional Gamblers, 


Rev, Dr, Hawks, in his Tbanksgiving ser- 
mon yesterday, thus referred to a subject 
which haa awakened a tresh interegt in the 
public mind since the late reporta of the auc- 
tron at Pendleton’s Congrssional gambling- 
houge in Washington: 

“Within the last few weeks only, we have 
bad appalling evidence of the downward ten- 
dency of tbat coursé on which we are travel- 
ing, and it' requires but a child’s foresight to 
see the certain end. 

Iu the bigh places of the land—aye, and 
even among those who ait in the highest coun- 
cils, almost under the caves of the very Capi- 
tol, and ın a city bearing a name which of 
itself alone, one might think, was sufficient to 
kindle the warmest glow of patriotism, what 
bave we not seen? The revelations of a gam- 
bling hell have told a fearful atory. There 
were found the obligations, unpaid, of some of 
our highest legislators, for debta contracted at 
the gaming-table; and the intimation of gome 
of the public printa 18 no obscure one that on 
Important questions of the deepest nationa) 1n- 
terest, votes have been controlled by means of 
the power which a professed gambler has 
wielded in the possession of the moneyed ob- 
lizations of so-called honorables ” 

We haye no doubt of the accuracy of the 
picture here presented, ‘ihe gambling bells 
of Pennsylvania avenue are the standinp at- 
tractions of the national capital, The balls 
of Pendleton and others have been jor years 
constantly attended by Senators and Repre- 
sentatives, whose success or Ili success on 
in fighting the tiger, as it iè called, would ac- 
count for not a few of the eccentricities of 
federal legislation. 

About two years ago, when allegations of 
corruption against members of Congress 
were the subject of investigation, we remem- 
ber hearing it stated that the members whose 
votes on land grants and other schemes were 
most suspected were the most assiduous at- 
tendants at the faro table, Some of them 
were heads of families, and held respectable 
positions in society and in the church; but the 
temptations of the gambler were too strong for 
the virtue of men living away from the re- 
straining influences of home. Of course, men 
who have+been plucked to the laat penny by 
sharpers, and who gee rum and degradation 
staring them inthe face, are in just the con- 
dition to be tampered with. Their personal 
independence and celf-reapect are gone, and 
their official integrity necessarily follows. 
Forgetting their accountability to their constit- 
uenta, they become the retained attorneys and 
loby agents of speculators and jobbers in public 
cor upton) aud sell their votes to the highest 

dder, 

It was recently stated by a Washington 
correspondent that the fate of the Kansas bil! 
waa settled over the tables of Pendleton; and 
not without a certain degree of probability, 
for a great many measures of less moment 
have undoubtedly been thus determined. We 
have always questioned the efficacy of laws 
against gambling, without, however, question- 
ing the right to legislate against gambling 
hotises as nuisances to the community, When, 
however, these eatablishments are able to cor- 
rupt the source of public law, and to interfere 
with momentous public interesta, the nuisance 
attaing a magnitude demanding the gravest 
attention, 

There is not virtue enough in a Congress some 
of whose most influential members are 80 
deeply implicated, nor in their pliant aud be- 
nighted servitore, the mob, of the District of 
Columbia, to suppress the disgrace, and per- 
hape the only resource is in holding the more 
distinguished gamblers up to reprehension by 
name—in other words, to make a rogues? gal- 
lery of Congressional portraits.—[N. Y. Even- 
ing Post, Nov. 26.

To that 
one city we executed in cold blood thirteen 
hundred persons, [Shame,] Ib the Funjaube 
where no outrage whatever was committed, 
we executed fiye thousand peraone. I read 
that myaelt in a letter from Sir John Lawrence. 

Ie 1t not awful to think of hanging and shoot- 
ing five thousand human beings? And if thie 
was done in the Punjauh, what muat bave been 
done in Bengal, where rebellion really raged? 
Why, we seem to have put to death, without 
mercy, any man who took side againet us. For 
instance, a Rajab had saved the lives of Mr. 
Mitchell and other Europeans. But, under 
compulsion, as be gatd, he aided the rebels. 
He was caught and hanged. 

I knew the family of an officer of the Bhopal 
Contingent. They told me that when the 
Contingent mutinied, two hundred of them, 
with great acuity saved the hfe of this 
gentleman and his brother officers, and also 
refuaed to march off and take arms with the 
mutineers. Well, General arrived. And 
what did he do, but put to death these very 
two hundred men on the ground that they had 
not fought against their brethren! And E, 
heard Mr. Layard give an account of their exr 
ecution, which was heart-rending to hear. 
[Shame, shame ] 

A frend of my own wrote home with glee 
how he had destroyed eghty villages. Iroad 
a letter from a soldier, who gaic that after a 
wholesale massacre of their prscpare they 
flung their bodies into a pit, and covered them 
over. One of them recovered his senses, and 
came wandering into samp He was again 
shot the next morning. AM about Delbi, the 
head men of every village where the telegraph 
had been broken were hanged, thongh they 
had no more to do with it than I had. I sad 
mm the House, and I say here again, that the 
men who did that, did snurder.””

Colorado-Exploring Expedition. 


$ 3 
Lieut. .Iyes, the commanant of the expedi- 
tion‘for the exploration of the Colorado of the 
West, has made a preliminary report. He left 
San Franciaco in November, 1857, with mate- 
tlalefdr building a smalf iron steamer, which 
was ready on the 30tb of December following, 
when his ascension of the river commenced. 
By the 11th of March be had got up500 miles, 


beyond which boats could not go. He then | 


proceeded with apart mile train to explore 
the Upper Qolorado and its tributaries, visiting 
the region of the 35th and 36th parallel, arriv- 
ing about thelat of June at Albuquerque, on 
the Rio Grande, after traveling about 900 miles 
from where he left his bout, 

During his éxploration the water was unpre- 
cedentedly low; so that he tried the navigation 
of the river at its worst stage The banks at 
the mouth of the Colorado are flat and muddy, 
ahd the bars and shoals changeable For 
thirty miles up, navigation 18 frequently made 
dangerous by the gtrengtb of the spring tides, 
which rise and fall 25 to 30 feet, This rise is 
preceded by singular tide-waves from four to 
geyén feet high, which rush up the river with 
tremendous velocity. The map tides fall only 
10 feet. Between tide-water and Fort Yuma, 
the principal obstructions are sand bars which 
grow moré frequent as you ascends The 
channel 19 very crooked, and consequently 
changing with an average depth of abont eight 
fect; yet there are frequent shoals of less than 
two feet. These bars and shoals are mostly 
of soft and looss materials Below Fort Yuma 
there are no rocks, but numerous snags 

The average velocity of the current 18 24 
miles an hour, and during the July freshet 
five to six'miles, when the river 18 ten feet | 
higher than in winter._Fot 180 miles above 
Fort Yuma, the navigation isin character very 
similar to that deecribed, During the next 
100 miles, gravelly bárs occur frequently, b 
the channel is better thin below. for the 
next fifty miles, the river bed 18 coarse gravé 
and stones, with swift rapids. Then comes 
the Black Kanyon, 25 miles long, with numer- 
oue and difheult rapide. 

Above this gorgé the river 1a wide and shal- 
low, so that this kanyon may be considered the 
head of navigation. There is plenty of wood 
for fuel along the banks, 

The examination from the Black Kanyon to- 
ward the Utah emigrant road showed that a 
wagon road might be opened between that trail 
and the head of navigation. For 16 miles the 
country 19 rather rough but after that the re 
inaining 25 miles 18 easy, 

The navigable part of the river runs nearly 
north and south. Near the gulf the country 18 
flat and unbroken, but further north broken 
into deep‘ valleys with rugged mountains o 
volcanic origin. The kanyona formed bv the 
passage of the'river througti the mountains are 
wonderfully wild arid grand, 

Above the Black Kanvon is a most sterile 
and barren region, witb no trace of vegetation 
for miles. This 18 a vast table ldhd hundreds 
of miles in breadth, aptiees | east to the 
Sierra Madre, and north anto Utah, rising in 
immense plateaua like successive steps, the 
most elevated being 7,000 to 8,000 fect above 
the level of the sea. This sterile and rocky 


¢| loon was seen to pass over there, 
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together, ıt appears that over this great terri- 
tory, the population has died out and the 
country bag for ages been growing more and 
more sterile and difficult for human habita- 
200, 

Along the 35tb parallel there are some bright 
spots; yet these are subject to seasons of 
drouth so excessive as to render habitation 
doubtful. The mineral resourceg in some 
places are considerable, promiaiig gold, mer- 
cury, silver, copper lead and iron. A copper 
mine 18 being: worked 46 mies above Fort 
Yuma, Coal, rock-salt and marble are also 
found. In natural history, several new Species 
of fossils, minerals, plants and animals were 
collected A careful survey of the navigation 
was made, anid meteorological, tidal and topo- 
graphical observation’ were made.

SEC. 1 —Bo jt enacted by the Governor and Legisla- 
tive Assembly of the Territory of Utah, that no person 
shall be elected a delegate to the Congress of the United 
States from this Territory who liar not been a resident 
therein during one year next preceding the day of cicc- 
tion. 

Sxc. 2.—No person shall be eligible to a seat in cliher 
branch of the Leg‘slative Assemtly unless he has been a 
resident in the county or district to be represented, during 
at least one year next preceding the day cf election. 

SEC. 3.—No person shall be elected or appointed to any 
territorial, district, county or precinct office unless be shall 
have been a constant resident therein during at Jeast one 
year next preceding such election or appointment; neither 
shall any person be entitied to hold any office of trust or 
profit in the Territory or vote at any election un es he {sa 
free, white male cltizen of the United States, over twenty 
one years of age and has been a constant resident in the 
Territory during the six months next preceding sald elec- 
tion or appointment, 

SEC. 4 ~A pereon is not eligible to aerve and therefore 
shall not serve on any grand or petit jury in any court in 
thia Territory urifess he is a free, white male citizen of the

Interesting Russian Facts. 


It appears from a return just published by 
the Russian Government, that at the beginning 
of the present year the debt of Russia 19 $352,-, 
467,120. This sum cannot be considered ex- 
cegaive, the debt oÉ France being $b,284,- 
860,000; that of England $3,295,610,000; that, 
of Austria $1,121,890,000, and that of Prussia 
$159 630,000, Thus Russia 18 the leastindebt« 
ed of all ‘great states but one, and she 18 the 
least of any compared to her population. In 
England, for example, the debt 18 equal to 
$143 for each inhabitant; m France $42; in 
Austria $33; ın Prussia $11, and in Russia 
only $7. The sums employed by eath state 
annually in pay ment of intexest and an sinking 
funds 18 $142,750 000 in England; $102,249,000 
in France; $68,640,000 ın Austria; $30,000,000 
in Russia, and $9,450,000 in Prusgia. Russia 
18 here again the last but one, and according 
to population the lowest. In England each 
inhabitant paying $459; in France $2 38; m 
Apstria $1533 in Prussia 50 cts , and in Rus- 
sia 48 cts Finally, whilst in England the, 

ubhe debt absorbs 43 per cent. of the whole, 
budget, ıt only takes 30 per cent, in Austria 
and France, in Russia 12 per cent, anil in 
Prussia 11 per cent. According to the last 
annual report of the Minister of the Interior, 
there are in Russta 88,000 noblemen who own 
each 1 to 10 serfs; 57,000 with 10 to 20; 30,000 
with 20 to 100; 18,000 with 100 to 500; 2000 
with 500 to 1000; 1400 with 1000 to 10,000; and 
five with 20,000 and more serfs each, f 

The agricultural population consists of 9,000,- 
000 serfg who belong to the crown, and 11,780,- 
000 who belong to individual noblemen. The 
condition of those serfs who do not belong to 
a large estate is by far the worst. They have 
to work all their lifetime for masters whom 
their own poverty renders cruel; seeking a 
living in the larger cities as mechanics or ser- 
vanta, they have to pay to their awners a 

early body-rent, which very often exceeds 
their ability, and regularly leaves them nothing 
but the means of scanty subsistence. Skilk 
and ability to work does not improve their 
condition, but only increases their burdene. 

The first attempt at emancipation was made 
in 1803.by Alexander Iz, By traneforming the 
serfs of the crown domdaina into personally free 
farmers, be reduced the humbers of serfs from 
fifty to thirty millions; but the noblemen were 
not disturbed im their ownership. He soon 
stopped in hig reforms, and Nicholas had to 
think of other things in the first years of hig 
Government than of the peasants, These lost 
at last their patience, which had been tested 
so long, Already, under Alexander, they had 
perceived who it was that opposed their eman» 
cipation. When Nicholas also failed in con- 
quering the nobility, hormble scenes were en- 
acted 1n some parts of the empire. Ever since 
1842, insurrections of serfs formed a standing 
tem of the events of the year—even the Minis- 
terial reports did not dare to deny.that.every 
year sixty or seventy noblemen were killed by 
their peasants. r

NEWS ITEMS. 


FROM KANSAS. 
Sr. Lovis, Wedhesday, Jan. 5, 1859. 


The Osawatamre (Kansas) correspondent of 

he Democrat says that Capt. Hamilton, the 
leader of the party who committed the atro- 
cioug murders at Chauteau’s trading post last 
May, has taken tbe field m Southern Kangas, 
with a large body of desperate men, and has 
already committed various outrages, 

Mr. Bailey, a Free-State nan, wae charged 
with stealing negroes from Vernon County, 
Missouri, and killed, and the house of Mr 
Bloomfield, a wealthy Free-State reaident of 
Vernon County had been sacked and burned. 
It was reported that Montgomery was raising 
a party to repel the invasion by Hamilton, and 
that both partieg are determined to fight. 

Adispatch from Kansas City says that a 
gang of ‘Jayhawkera” under Capt. Brown 
entered Bates County, Mo., on Thursday last, 
and stole four horses from Jesse Jackson and 
burned his house, 

It ig stated, on good authority, that Gov. 
Medary has ordered four companies of dra- 
goons to that region; also, that be has order- 
ed four companies of militia to be raised m 
Linn and Bourbon Counties, the officers for 
which have already been commisgigned; and 
that he has telegraplied tothe Secretary of War 
tosend on arms avd ammunition from St. Louis, 
which has been done. It is expected that 
these counties will be kept under martial law 
for some time. 

A trustworthy person fromthe vicinity of 
Fort Scott represents the acts committed there 
ag similar to those of the time of the notorious 
Merrell. The whole country 18 divided into 
“Jayhawkerg? and “Anti-Jayhawkers.” The 
former commit all sorts of crimes, and are 
openly upheld by some methodist pee 
and many respectable people. The “Jay- 
hawers” justify their acts as a proper revenge

atrocities committed upon them by the Pro- 
Slavery party when they were m a majority. 
The Pro-Slavery party still hold most of the 
offices, and are accused of oppressive acts.

~ Tus Late EARTHQUAKE IN PORTUGAL.— 
The following letter from St. Ubes gives an 


account of the recent earthquake:—On the 
llth Dec, at 7.36 am., ł was suddenly 
aroused from my slumbers by the sensation of 
a most violent shaking. I sat up, but was so 
terribly frightened that I could not leave my 
bed, whilst it eeemed as if every moment the 
walls and ceiling must have fallen on me. 
Books, crockery, and in fact all that was not 
positively fixed in the house, came down in 
quick succession, It lasted from ten to fifteen 
seconds, but the sensation I experienced was 
most unpleasant. I firat felt jerked back- 
wards and forwards, then sideways, and finally 
had a good up and down shaking; it then 
ceased, and all was quiet; but, alas! the 
shrieks which now reached me from the dis- 
tance told me the lamentable tale. On looka 
ing out a most melancholy spectacle presented 
itself before me. The whole of that part of 
the town known as Biarro de Traino was a 
complete mass of ruins, Walls and roofs were 


Thia holy thought filling 
their minds, protected the usual feeling of 
natural modesty which exista between sexes 
towards each other, for alas, there were many 
whose only garment consisted of a night dress. 
There we stood in dread of a repetition; so 
imagine our great error when, at 10,25 a.m., 
we again experienced another shock, which 
lasted six seconds. Oh, ıt was frightful to 
behold the dreadful destruction of property 
which this caused; I shudder to. think of it. 

Fortunately Lisbon baa escaped without 
much damage, but the towns of Alcacer, Gran- 
dola and Sines have suffered terribly.

A Prece or Orpnance, of most enormous 
dimensions, has just been constructed in Liver- 
pool, by a manufactariig firm, tor tbe British 
government. The process of fabricating this 
large mass was very simple. Slabs of metal, 
of about three feet Jong, by one and a half 
broad, were welded together, anu as layer 
after layer was added to the maas, the slabs 
were reversed in various directions, till the 
bulk presented to the eye the appearance of a 
huge,_solid lump of iron, slightly conical in 
form, fitteen feet long, three feet thirteen 
inches diameter at the thick end, and tapeung 
to about two feet ten methes at the small of 
the muzzle end. It then weighed nearly 
twenty sıx tons. Great care was taken, and 
all that science could suggest was brought to 
bear upon the process of fabrication, which 
lasted 7 successive weeks, day and night. 

Great care was also taken to prevent the 
mass from receiving the blows of the hammer, 
or perenssion from anyother cause, while at 
was cold or in a semi heated state, in order to 
avoid the disintegiation known to be produced 
in iron when hammered cold, After the mass 
had been roughly shaped, the process of boring 
wag commenced, the firat bore being with an 
eleventh-inch cut.

Asthe time is near when the farmers of 
Utah will be bustly engaged in putting im their 
apring grain, perhaps the following remarks on 
ve subject of raising wheat may uot be out of 
place. 

From the pearly increasing quantity of smut 
in our wheat the prospect ia, unless something 
is done tö check its increase, that, in a fow 
yeara, there will not be sufficient wheat raised 
in thie Territory to supply the people with 
bread. Instead of our soil being considéred a 
first class one for this grain, it will soon be 
ranked with that of some of the ald Statrs of 
the Union, the capacity of which to raiae a 
profitable wheat crop is only known in the hia- 
tory of the past. ; 

Jt cannot be presumed that onr aoi! will bear 
constant cropping, without taking some rehi- 
able measures to return to it thoae elements 
which are yearly extracted in grain and vege- 
tablea,nny moro than others where this unwise 
and slovenly contae has impoverished the earth 
and its cultivation, 

J think it only requitea a little observation 
and reflection to discover that the majority of 
the farmere of Utah are blundering along in 
the same old beaten path whieh hae go mav 
terially checked the growth and prosperity of 
other sectiona of the Union, The results are 
being Made mauifeat.in the annual detoriation 


“| of wheat, and, unfeas the qourge is changed and 


mother earth treated with more generosity, it 
wif sbon te found that other crepe whl pra 
ually become lead remuneratiye ; 

If the general principle, touched upon in the 


foregoing remarha, is taken as a basis, it will 
necessarily follow that when tho elementy 
which enter into the composihon of wheat are 
extracted from the soil, to any considerable 
extent, it must become deficient in both quan- 
tity and quality, It ja belheved by some intelti- 
gent, practical men that it will so Par degene- 
rate in quelty aa to produce chesa or cheat 
smut, &¢, The first atep to talse, in order to 
check these growing evils, is to pursue a course 
to reclaim the goil—keep up and if possible in- 
crenee ita fertility, by deep plowing,to bring to 
the surface the under soilin which the elements 
of vegetation have been accumulating for 
ages without being disturbed; the careful 
saving and application of manures; a judicious 
rotation of crops, and summer fallowing to 
cleanse the soil from fonl weeds; pulverize 1t, 
and give it an occasional season of rest, and 
then, groar care m the selection vf seed grain 
and preparing it for sowing, 

Some farmer’ rase fine samples of wheat, in 
localities where great quantities of amut are 
produced by washing the seed in water, or in 

rine, which 18 better, rolling it in slacked 
hme and sowing the following day. If smuntis 
caused by imperfect seed, that cause.js in a 
great measure removed by the geparation‘of the 
light wheat from the sound, and the lime stim- 
ulates the plant to a more vigorous growth, 
thereby enabling it to bring the berry to great- 
er perfection That this process of preparing 
seed wheat is vory beneficial and will repay 
(he labor many fold, there can be no doubt. I 
bave conversed with a number of farmers who 
thua prepare their seed, and they are unani- 
mous in testifying that it produces a more 
luxuriant growth of the plant, and much legg 
smut in general, and often none, to mjure the 
crop, when sown side by sida in the same field 
with the game-kind of wheat not prepared in 
this way. Farmers sbould take care to select 
good, sound seed and try this and other me- 
thods of preparing at, and take some measures 
to yale the results known for the general 
rood. i 
"In an agricultural meeting held in Farming- 
ton, Davis Co., on the 3:1 inst, Thomas Smit 
made some pertinent remarks on this subject; 
the tenor of which it might be useful to maert 
here. Ie stated that he had tried many exper- 
iments himself in raging wheat, and had algo 
been a careful observer of many tried by oth- 
ers, Ho pexfectly agreed with the remarks 
which had been previously made,on the degen- 
eration of wheat and other cropa which must 
necessarily resuit from constant cropping for a 
series of years without returning to tha soll 
the elements extracted from it. He believed a 
great preventive of smut and cheat would bo 
found in thick sowing, so that but few heads 
would be produced from one kernel, in which 
case the plant bad a stronger root in proportion 
to the number of heads drawing on it for sup- 
port,and would therefore develop a more perfect 
growth, ‘I'his he argued from a faet, patent 
to all observers, that when wheat was sown 
thinymany beads would often be produced from 
one germ, When thig is the case, almost in- 
variably, those in the centre of the cluster will 
be the most vigorous and produce the best 
wheat, while those fathest from the main 
root will generally be found lighter and more 
chaify, He wag aware thaf a comparative 
large Increase of wheat might be obtained 
from a certain quantity of seed, by sowing 
thin or planting in drills, but it was his opinion 
that prodneing the seed in the fame way afew 
van in suçccéssion would materially degener- 
ate it, 7 

The most satisfactory experiment he ever 
knew made, in order to discover the cause of 
smut and cheat, was one in which the haayy 
and light wheat wae separated by throwing it 
forward on a floor with the hand. That which 
went the fartherest, because the heavieat, was 
sown by itself, and produced a fine crop, free 
from smut and chess. The light wheat was 
also sown by itse)f,and the produce wag mixed 
with considerable quantities of both. The 
washing of seed, and throwing it on a floor, it 
will be geen, are only different methods of ac- 
compllahing the sama object—the separation of 
the perfect from the Inferior wheat. 

In a conversation with several intelligent 
farmers in North Willow Creek, Box Elder 
Co. they stated that, just before the general 
move south, last spring, several had sown 
wheat before plowing, with the intention of 
plowing itin, but, in the midst of their labora, 
the counsel came for them to put in no more 
grain, and only a portion of the felda so sown 
were plowed. I understood ihat withont an 
exception the parta of the felda whieh were 
plowed produced 4 great excess of amit, aver 
that portion where the saet wag left on the 
surface. The generally received opinian as to 
the cange of this difference appeared to bethat 
the soil when newly plowed, lay ga light and 
loose that the Jateral roota of the plant 
could not get a avfieleat stronghold to withe 


stand the effect of the wind, became lnogened) fog) 


and gongequantly the plant, in A great meas- 
ure, lost tha nourishment which was necessary 
to its perfection. 


J think the experience of the past gonzon) me 


will be the means of bringing the roller into 
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general use in that settlement, to follow tho 
harrow after sowing wheat. (oats ite 
general use on light and dry soils in the Terris 
tory would prove vory beneficial. It woule 
leave the surface more compact, so that the 
roota of grain would have a stronger hold. 
Prei up the lumpa, and leave the ground in 
better condition tor larvesting, 

There may be different causes for amut in 
different soils and localities or even imn the same 
neighborhood and, 1£ a universal chre has been 
discovered, I know of none which has beet, 
proved to be anch by a general application, 

$ beleve if the farmers of this Territory 
will lay hold of this subject with the interest 
which its importance demands—gtudy and ex, 
periment, and give others the benefit of suce 
ceasful expe'imente—that the evil which Jt 
destroying our bread may be greatly checke 
if not almost entirely avoided. 

I will close by inserting the following receipt 
for the prevention of smutin wheat fiom the 
California Farmer and which it states was 
never known to fail:— 

“One quarter pound of bluestone (or blue 
vitriol, called copperas by many) to a bushel 
of wheat (this is the corréeet quantity );ilissolve 
the bluestone in water sufficient to cover the 
wheat, and let ıt remain from eighteen to 
twenty-four hours, according to the condition 
of the grains; some farmera algo roll it in dry 
lime, but this 1s unnecessary. The soaking 
m vitriol 18 a sure remedy, and the knowledge 
of thia ehonld be scattered exorywhere; it 
should not be permitted ta lay after soaking 
a0 as to sprout, but planted immediately.”

Mr Eprror:—Winter seems at last about 
to resign Ine icy sceptre, and give way to the 
milder reign of springs an event which will 
doubtless be hailed with joy by all that part of 
creation inhabiting this portion of Utab, at 
least. The winter thus far, haa been one of 
unexampted severity in Iron, Beaver and Wash- 
ington counties, but our slock bave all survived 
with the exception of a few, poor cattle that’ 
came across the plaing last season. Horges 
and other stock that have kept out on the range , 
have done well, and are in pretty good order, 

Peteetnet’s band of Indians,’ who have been* 
hunting this winter not far from here, have 
just started north, and.1t 18 supposed they have 
atolen fifteen or twenty head of horses. If 
such should prove to be the cage, measures 
will doubtless be taken to reeover them, 

A amall field is being encloagd on Little 
creek, and oes another wilh be made in 
the mountains near the source of Red creex at 
an elevation of about 8000 or 9050 feet above ' 
the sea, The experiment, if succesatul,will mà- 
terially increaso our farming land, aw there is 
an abundance of rich land near the summits of 
the mountains, and rain and dew enough to pro- 
duce crops without Irrigation,

‘content to cull the flowers found blooming 
cover the graves of past genorations, it gathers 
all thatis good and serviceable from what ia 
atill found in tife. And not many generations 
shall come and pasa away before, in our 
opinion, as the Anglo-Saxon distributer his 
‘conquering progeny abroad, and from island to 
continent and continent to island sways his. 
liberal eceptre, so his language shall crowd 
‘out and annihilate or cause to be forgotten all 
others. The history of the past bears us out 
in these speculations on the fature. The lan- 
guages of the ancients, where they are not en- 
tirely forgotten, are confined to narrow circles, 
Even the language of the Romans which at 
one time it was aupposed would demand the 
homage of every tongue, ie now almost limited 
to cloisters or monasteries. In fact like 
an insatiable conqueror, the English tan- 
guage yields to none, but as it subjugates all 
others, adopts as its spoils whatever ‘may be 
turned to good aécount. 
But when we come to the orthography of the 
language we find, in multiplying numbers, im- 
—~—nérfections and absurdities which had failed 
to obtrude themselves ia any other. To talk 
the language and write it, as it now ia, are two 

. very different things. Net to correct, nor make 
any {nnovation upon the language iteolf is the 
present intention, The Chancellor and Regents 
of the Deseret University have now before 
them its orthography and propose its correc- 
tion, in fact an entire revolution init. We 
give them our heart and hand ie thej under- 
taking. We trust they realize how iereuloan 
the task they havé in hand. St 4s x gredk one. 
But they have aet about dt right, For’ many 
years great and wise seholars haye tried it— 
Mr. Pitman, amosg others. They broke the 
spell and made many fmprovements.

as they are now presented, that we can say 
unbesitatingly they are not only a great ım- 
provement but easy of adoption. We look for 
improvementa, and earnestly commend the sub- 
ject to the further careful study and unremitt- 
ing attention of the Chancellor and Regents, 
They have been selected with whom to intrust 
the watchcare of the people’s education. We 
are fully confident that they will do honor to 
their important trust. At the same time we 
urge,upon our fellow:citizena to encourage and 
support them in their Jabora, A few men can 
do but httle in such a business. It requires, 
nay, to be effectual, muat have the popular 
support. It must have it heart and soul, with- 
out squirming and hesitation, «It is the flood- 
tide of improvement, and we strip off our tra- 
ditions and make the plunge.

useless as a ghost, and as ignorant as the 
block on which their bonnets are made. Now, 
these geven “‘Jadies,”? (aa the newspapers call 
the poor things, so insignificant and belpleas,) 
are not only idle, ean earn nothing, but they 
consume much. Whata load of finery 18 on 
their sheulders, and beads, and necks Mr. 
Manygirls bires many men and women to wait 
on bis daughters?’ idleness, and these servante 
are wilhdrawn from the productive work of 
the shop or the farm, and set to the unproduc- 
tive work of nursing these seven grown-up 
babies. 

On the other side of the way, Hon. Mr. 
Manyboys hag seven sons, who are the exact 
inateh of the merchant?s daughteres rich, idle, 
some of them dissolute; debauchery coming 
before their beards all useless, earning nothing, 
Spending much, and wasting more “ber 
only labor 1a to kill time, and in summer they 
emigrate from pond to pond, from lake to jake, 
having a fishing-line with a worm at one end 
and a fool at the other. These are first fami- 
hea in Somewhere. Their idleness 1s counted 
pleasure. Six of these sons will marry, and 
five, perhaps, of Manygirls Uaughters, and 
what famines they will be found, fo live on 
the toil of their grandtatber’s bones, until a 
commercial crisis, and the wear and tear of 
time, has dissipated their fortune, they are 
forced reluctantly to toil!

From Fort Chadbourne we traveled south to 
the Chonco river (old Camp Johnson), then 
followed up the Choncoto the edge of the great 
Atuerican desèrt, which is a barren waste. 
Soil light color and alkaline nature, producing 
mostly walt graes and a few mezquite bushes 
and cactus. This kind of country extends 
from the Colorado to the Rio Grande, is 250 
miles in width, and extends through our con- 
tinent, being narrower Ín some points. There 
aré but few watering places on the route from 
the Pecos to the Rio Grande. The herd had 
no water for. 76 hours, and traveled 130 miles. 
The herdsmen were without water or nourish- 
ment 30 hours. Their exercise was very hard, 
riding and hallooing at the cattle, and was 
calealated to bring on thirst soon. The men 
suffered extremely for waht of water and sleep; 
many shot down the famished bullocke on the 
road, stuck them, pulled off their boots or 
shoes, caught the thick, hot blood, and drank 
it freely, and by so doing saved their lives. 
The cattle were all very much excited, and 
any of them would fight, and the men were 
compelled to shoot many. ‘We went into the 
Sand Hille with 1,600 head of cattls, or struck 
the sand with that number, and loft with about 
1,000, many of the missing having died for 
want of water. On arriving the men were all 
excited and hardly knew thelr comrades.

The Precession of the Equinoxes. 


M Poinsot, the distinguished member of the 
Institute, and celebrated for the diacovery of 
the theory of couples in mechanics, has re~ 
cently solved an important problem, which hag 
baffled the ingenuity of mathematicians since: 
the time of Newton. It 38 well known that 
the Intersections of the terrestrial equator with 
the ecliptic, called the equinoxes, hever occur 
twice at the same point, but that every }ear 
they appaar to recede by about 50 18 seconds, 

‘This retrograde motion is called the prece- 
tion of the equinoxes. To explain this motion 
by the theory of universal gravitation became 
an important problem at the time when New- 
ton made that great discovery, He himself 
attempted an explanation of it, but the imper- 
fect state of astronomy et that period deprived 
bun of the advantage of certain data wbich 
were indiepengable to arrive at the desired 
solution, In 1747, Bradley, by a series of la- 
borions observations, patiently continued for 
the space of twenty years, at Jengtb ascertains , 
ed that the earth’s axis bad a pecuhar awing- 
Ing motion, of which no astronomer before him 
had even spugpected the existences and thie 
motion he called nntation. rie aiso proved 
that this nutation, which causes the axis of the 
earth to describe ns space a sort of fluted cone, 
having a base of an elliptical form, but modi- 
fied by ceitain minute undulations, about 1,400 
in number, wag cloaely connected wih the 
motion of precession, D’Alembert now took 
up the problem, avd in 1749 published a Bolu- 
non of 1t, which indeed accounts for the above 
motions in a general way, but is far from Buf- 
ficient to explain the canse of those singnlar 
undulationg which the pole of the eamth des- 
eribes. The delicacy of the question will be 
easily understood from the fact, tbat within 
the compass of the earth the axis appears to 
have no motion at all, and that the phenome- 
non of nutation 18 only perceptible at an im- 
measurable distance tn the hoaveng. 

We now come to M, Poinsot’s admirable 
solution, founded on his well known theory of 
couples, Neglecting all useless codsiderations 
that bad embarrassed his predecessors, he 
proves by mathematica] calculations, which, 
considering the dilheuity ef the problem, have 
the merit of extraordinary simplicity, that, by 
the Jaw of gravitation, the earth’a axis must 
describe an oscillation of 1 08 seconds in vir- 
tue of the attraction of the gun, and 16 9 gec- 
onda 1n virtue ot that of the moon, or about 18 
seconds in all, in the courae of nine years and 
three months, after which a similar oscilla- 
tion takes place in the eon direction, 
This quantity of 18 seconds all but exactly 
coincides with the results of.observation; and 
his determination of the precession is equally 
exact, since he findy it to be 504 seconds. It 
must be borne in mind that observation always 
hasa great advantage over calculationsn ae- 
tronoiny, since it gives facts as they are, while 
in calculation it ig often necessary to reject 
certain small quantities which are in the way 
of integration, 

M Poinsot proves a singular fact, viz , that 
the precession would be the same if the earth, 
inatead of being a solid epheroid, were hollow, 
orit its nase or volume v ere changed, provided 
its momentum of mertia remain the same. 
Thue all (’Alembert’s compiicated specula- 
tions louehing the influence of tbe sea, the 
nature cf the strata of the earth, &c, turn out 
to be useless, M., Poinsot demonstrates vart 
ous other curious theorems connected with the 
subject, but which are tco abstruse to be men- 
tioned here.

Mr. Bricur on Ecyrrian Gons. — The 
great reformer of England, Mr. John Bright, 
in his speeches, goes directly to the point. In 
a recent address at Glasgow, after berating 
the aristocratic families for their misconduct 
in the Foreign Office, he made the following 
comparison:-~ 


“It is a shocking thing to observe the evils 
which nations live under, and the subminaive 
apirit with Which they yield to them, I have 
often compared, in my own mind, the peop'e of 
England with the people of Egypt, and the 
Foreign Office of this country to the temples 
of the Egyptians. [Laughter.] J am told by 
thogs who past up and down the Nile that you 
perceive on its banks temples with stately 

tatues and massive and lofty columna— 
statues, cach one of which would have appear- 
ed to have exhauated a quarry in ite produc- 
tion, You have further vast chambers, and 
gloomy tortuous passages; and same inner- 
most recess; some holy of holies, in whieh, 
when you arrive at it, you find some loathsome 
reptile which a nation reverenced and revered, 
and bowed itself down to worship. In our 
Foreign Office we have no massively-cons'ructs 
ed columns; we have no statues, but we havo 
a mystery as profound; for in the innermost 
receases We find some miserable intrigue, in the 
defence of which your fleets are traversing 
every ocean, your armies are perishing in 
every chme, and the precious blood of our 
country’s children ia squandered and regarded 
as valuelesa.”

victories, Fancy what Europe would be now, 
if the delicate statues and temples of the 
Greeks—if the broad roads and massive walla 
of the Romans —ıf the noble and pathetic 
architecture of the middle ages—had not been 
ground to dust by mere human rage, 

You talk of the acythe of time, and the tooth 
of time’ [tell you time 18 scythless and tooth- 
lesa; it ig we who gnaw like the worm—we 
who smite like the scythe, It is ourselves who 
abolish—ourgelves who consume; we are the 
mildew and the flame; and the soul of manos 
to 1t8 own work as the moth that freta when, it 
cannot fly, and as the hidden flame that blasta 
where it cannot 1ume. 

All these lost treasures of human intellect 
have been wholly destroyed by human indua- 
try of destruction—the marble would have 
stood its two thousand yeara as well in the 
pohshed statue as the Parian cliff—buat we 
men have ‘ground it to powder, and mixed it 
with our own ashes; the walls and the ways 
would have stooa—it 18 we who have left not 
one stone upon another, and restored ite path-

THE Vautt AT WASHINGTON WHERE UNCLE 
SAM KEEPS HIS MONEY.—The vault is situated 
in one of the rooms of the Treasury building, 
and the entire building ıs fire proof.

Thus we find, if ovr figureg are not wrong, 
aad we say they are right, that fbe farmer 
who will cultivate one acre of hemp will, for 
a trfling expense over that of producing an 
acre of wheat, produce five times the value of 
an aere of wheat, give employment to tbe 
needy, clothe the destitute, furnish the citizen 
with ropes and lines (tnuch neéded) and add 
an important staple commodity to the present 
jist of home productions. 

The time and season for sowing hemp is 
about tbe sane time that flax 18 generally 
sown. The division of labor being indispens- 
able (usually) to the success of any depart- 
ment of buainess, I would suggest that some of 
onr enterprising citizens turn their undivided 
attention to the culture and manufacture of 
hemp—reahiwzing that, when the mind contén- 
trates ita powers on one object, the chancer 
are greatly increased that the end aimed at 
will be attained.

We have just passed through a three or 
four years’ whirlwind of shallow duodecimo 
novela, of which every one of you can remem- 
ber á score of nanies, and of which I fear most 
of you own one or two. Those books were 
sald just as the stuff :s sold which curea thun- 
der humor—if anybody knows what that 1s— 
by loud, :mpudent, lying advertising. The 
whole of them together did not contain ag- 
much mind as a spelling-book, I know no 
better representation of thetr real value than 
was given within my own knowledge, by the 
author of one of them, 1n jest; for in jest many 
a true word is spoken. His mother wanted an 
early copy of bis next books; and accordingly 
he dutifully sent her a volume. This she 
opened, and found not exactly what she ex- 
pected, but still, just as much ás was good for 
anything’ an any part of the edition. The 
author had omitted only the useless part, 
The volume wag all of fair blank paper. 

Just at present thid flood of trash 18 atayed, 
and very few sales of books are being made 
except of standard works. But it will not ‘be. 
long before a-new blast of advertiging will 
send out a similar mass of empty matter— 
vanity will fly-all over the land. The tate 
ana present average of intellectual power, in 
other words, among our native writers, our: 
“popular writers,? 80 called, has been andug 
disgracefully low; and the fact that we yet 
have an Irving, a Bancroft, a Hildreth, an 
Everett, and a Hawthorne, does not impair the 
truth of my charge; it makes the contrast: 
darker, 

Furn to periodicals once more: The United, 
States does not contain cultivated and thought> 
ful readers enough to maintain one high-grade 
monthly like Blackwood’s Magazine, or one: 

narterly like the Westminater Putnam’s 
Monthly, which attempted something of the, 
kind, although at a long distance, 18 dead, and 
Wwas-never vigorously alive. It was only in 
its last days, when, for a month or two, it 
came out ag a great picture book, on cheap 
paper, and with nothing in ıt but shallow 
stories, that it gained much in circulation. 

The North American Review, which comed 
nearer the English standard, 18 voted, stupid, 
and pompous, and prosy, has never paid its 
own expenses, and is maintained as a labor of 
love—or a labor of pride, I don’t know 
which. And even if the readers did exim 
for such a periodical, I do not believe that 
writers to make it are withus. Whether 
monthly, weekly, or daily, our periodical 
productions—ahd this I say both of literary 
and political Write are far below those of 
England in depth and force of thought, in clears, 
ness and truth of style, in ug¢fulneas and 
interest. 

The guecdss. of a literary periodical here; 
whetber it be weekly or monthly, depends 
upon ‘thrilling’, stories whose enthysiastic 
readers don’t know—as I do—for once I mant- 
factured one—that they are ground out: to 
order, on speculation, by men and women whe 
laugh at the nonsense they scribble, and who. 
deliberately perpetrate these intellectual coun- 
terfeits because they can gell them for creu- 
lation; upon numé.ous pictutes, the production 
of a raw engraver’s ignorant fancy; upon 
strings of decayed jokes; upon fabulous 
amounts expended for advertisment always, 
impudent and often false; upon päid, com- 
mendations in newspapers. Their prospédrity 
is certain precisely in proportion as they be- 
come fuller of wood-ctits, foolisher in stories, 
readable with less attention, and with less 
profit too; in short, as they approach the ideal 
of great picture-booke for great babies,

WORMING, 


The noxt most essential thing to attend to ia 
the worming of the plant, and for this pur- 
pose you must go over your field and examine, 
nat only every plant but each leaf, and pek 
off and kill the worms you find, or they wall 
Canoy your crop. ‘1h s must be done ounce a 
week, 


TOPPING AND PRUNING. | 


When the plant beging to bud or run up to 
seed, the bud should be parched off, observing 
not to injure the two top leaves, perhaps not 
Jarger than your thumb nail, which alate 
as large leaves as any on the plant. When 
you top the plant thus, commence at {he root 
of the stalk ans prune aut tobacco, which ig 
done by pully: g gif Ibe lower or ground leaves, 
leaving on the stalk so many as you may think 
will pen before frost, which, m this country, 
I would suggest shoud not exceed eight leaves 
to the plant. 


. SUCKERING. ; 
Afler the topping the plant will send gut 
suckers from the, stalk at the stem of each 
leah, which must be carefully pulled off ag 
often aa they start out. 


CUTTING AND HOUSING. 


A tobacco barn or Houde ehould be prepared 
to receive your crop when cuts it should bo 
large and roomy, as well as airy, and so ar- 
ranged as to prevent the admission of high 
dryang winds and all damp air during thé pros 
ceas cf cunng og drying. The bouse or barn 
should have from three to six ranges of joists, 
five or six feet apart, upon which the tobacco 
sticks are placed with the tobacco on them. 

Cutting should be deferred until the tobacco 
plant 18 ripe, which 13 easily known by a thick, 
gummy feeling and a motley appearance of the 
leaf, at which time the feat a3 brittle. Cut 
down near the pround and leave it in tho field 
until it willy ehough to handle without break- 
ing, then remove It to the barn and hang it up, 
observing not to crowd your tobacco sticks go 
close ag to causó your planta to heat and 
mould, 

In the States generally the curing of tobat- 
co 13 done by artifictal means, (firing) which 
may, I believe, be dispensed with in this cl» 
matè as Well as in Cuba and other southern 
latitudeg, 

When your tobacco is thoroughly cured, the 
stems are c£ the same color or appearance as 
the leaf, which will be a bright yellow, if the 
tobacco ia properly coret’s then take 1t down, 
strip the leaves from the stalks, tie eight to 
twelve leaves together and pack them down1a 
balk, observing to keep tho atema all together, 
It will be observed that when tobacco is ready 
to “strike,?? or be taken down and the stalks 
stripped of the leaves, it can be done only 
when it is in “cage” phable, which wall bs 
found to exist only during damp wéather.
